“oral agreement’ into which they en- 
tered with Murphy, according to the beast 
timony, Murphy had a little more than | 
$3,500. out of q total of $13,000 in com; 
missions collected. 

The name of v. Gordon Reel, State 
‘Commissiéner of Highways in 1912, also | 
figured in the testimony. Murphy ac- | 
knowledged that he had had a number | 
of conferences with Reel, and he .was 
forced to admit that Carroll had inter- 
ceded with Reel. In the case of Gaff- 
ney, who is alive and well, Murphy 
could not recall anything which Gaffney 
did to aid in obtaining paving contracts. 

It was C. Gordon Reel, according te 
Murphy, who suggested that a contri- 
bution be made to the Democratic State 
Committee. Acting on Reel’s sugges- 
tion, Murphy said he placed $2,000 in 
one-hundred-dollar bills in the hands 
of George M Palmer, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee in 1912. 
He gave Palmer the $2,000 in the State 
Committee’s headquarters at 1 West 
Thirty-fourth Street, which is in Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman's jurisdiction, 
and he took from Palmer a receipt for 
the money. This receipt now is locked 
in Mr. Whitman's safe. 

Mtrpnhy was only one of seven con- 
tractors who testified. . These seven con- 
tractors, according to their testimony, 
contributed in all $9,500 to the Demo- 
cratic “‘bagmen” in 1911 and 1912. 
This sum of $9,500 included ten check 
payments and one cash payment. All 
except two of the checks are in Mr. 
Whitman s possession. 

Of the $9,500 contributed by the seven 
contractors only a contribution of $1,000 
is recorded in the 1911 and 1912 campaign 
contribution lists filed by Arthur A. Mc- 
Lean, Treasurer of the Democratic State 
Committee, and Philip F. Donohue, 
Treasurer of the Democratic County 
Committee, with the Secretary of State, 
so far as District Attorney Whitman 
has been able to ascertain. Mr. Whit- 
man has been able to find no record 
of the remaining $8,500. He regards this 
as significant, but at the same time the 
so-called ‘‘ joker ’’ in the Corrupt Prac- 
tices act prevents any prosecution at 
this time. 

The contributions concerning which 
testimony was given yesterday went to 
Norman E. Mack, Arthur A. McLean, 
George M. Palmer, and Philip F. Don- 
ohue. 


Tells of Check to G. M. Palmer. 


One of the contractors, Dudley E. Van 
Writ of Glens Falls, N. Y., a member of 
the Flood & Van Wirt Engineering and 
Construction Company of that city, tes- 
tified that he was ‘‘ shaken down ’’ four 
times for $4,500 in all. The total 
amount, he acknowledged, was charged 
against his company, a corporation. At 
least one check, for $500 was signed by 
the corporation. This check was made 
payable to George M. Palmer. 

Mr. Van Wirt will be a witness tosay 
before the Special Supreme Court Grand 
Jury, and it is expected that the corpo- 
ration check made payable to George 
M. Palmer will be presented to the jury 
by Mr. Whitman. 

Under Section 44 of the General Corpo- 
ration laws it is a misdemeanor to so- 
licit or accept campaign contributions 
from a corporation. James K. McGuire, 
Everett P. Fowler, and Arthur A. Mc- 
Lean have been indicted under this sec- 
tion of the Corporation laws. 

In this particular case at least two 
others besides George M. Palmer are 
concerned. One is” Everett P.- Fowler, 
who, according to Van Wirt, solicited 
the $500 contribution which was sent ‘to 
Palmer. The second is a man who hith- 
erto has not been brought into the in- 
vestigation. He is William J. Morrissey, 
Deputy Superintendent of Public Works 
under State Supt. Dunéan W. Peck. Van 
Wirt testifiea that Morrissey solicited a

TARIFF ON DICKENS’S HAIR. 


One Lock Holds Up Case of Books 
at Custom House. 


A lock of Charles Dickers’s hair is in 
a case of first editions of Dickens, Will- 
iam M. Thackeray and other eminent 
authors, consigned by a London dealer 
to Brentano’s in this city, but held by 
the Custom House officials until the 
duty of about $70 is paid for the hair. 
Aptfiur Brentano said last evening that 
it was put, without his knowledge or 
consent, in the case with the books by 
the consignor. It was obtained origin- 
ally from Georgina Hogarth, Dickens’s 
sister-in-law, and it brought at auction 
$200. Mr. Brentano did not want it, as 
he already possesses another lock of 
Dickens’s hair, also obtained from Miss 
Hogarth ‘and its genuineness attested by 
her. 

The value of the books is about $5,000. 
As this is the best season for the dis- 
posal of such literary treasures, Mr. 
Brentano is naturally anxious to get the 
first editions out of the Custom House, 
but he has been informed that he must 
pay the $70 duty on the hair before he 
is allowed to do so. He deems this a 
great hardship, and has written to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, asking to be 
permitted to take the books out of the 
Custom House and to have the hair re- 
turned to the consignor. 

Articles of antiquity must be 100 years 
old to enter this country free of duty. 
Dickens was born in 1812, more than 100 
years ago, and it is argued that for this 
reason the hair could be admitted duty 
free, even though the lock was cut in 
later life. .The Custom House officials 
maintain, however, that the lock is not 


| yet an antiquity, and must pay the reg- 


ular duty on hair, 35 per cent. of its 
value. 

The Custom House rule is that the en- 
tire contents of a case of books or other 
articles. must be accepted by a con- 
signee. It will not allow him to reject 
any single piece in the consignment. He 
must take all or return all. If Mr. 
Brentano, therefore, does not pay what 
he considers the unjust duty of $70 on 
a lock of hair he did not order to be 


sent to him, he cannot have the books 
which he probably could sell within a 
few days. 


LAY OFF 5,498 MEN. 


Chicago Firms Also Put More on 
Half Time Through Depression. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 9.—Thirty-two em- 
ployers of labor in the South Chicago 
district—the city’s largest employment 
centre—have discharged, within three 
weeks, 5,498 men, while a much larger 
number of employes has been placed on 
half time or less. 

The figures are tabulated from an- 
swers received from these firms in re- 
sponse to, inquiries made by Mayor Har- 
rison’s Committee on Unemployed Men. 

The thirty-two employers include ship- 
builders, steel mills, manufacturers of 
agricultufal implements, breweries, &c. 
They reported that they employed 32,398 
men on Nov. 15 and 26,900 on Dec, 6. 

Several manufacturers explain that 
while they have discharged only a few 
men, they have put the biggest part of 
their force on half time, or cut several 
hours off the working day. For in- 
stance, one employer reports that he 
has placed eighty men on half time.

ployer: ‘“‘Do you. expect an improve- 
ment in industrial conditions with in- 
creased opportunity for employment 
within the next four months?” 

The causes for the present labor de- 
pression were given in some cases as 
lack of orders, tariff tinkering, political 
unrest, lack of confidence in the future, 
and changes in the currency law. 


COLONEL G.0.P.’S NOMINEE? 


Expects to be in 1916, with Barnes 
Out, Says Elbert Martin.

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 9.—Elbert Mar- 
tin, who was Theodore Roosevelt’s cam- 
paign secretary last year, stated when 
in Detroit visiting friends to-day that 
the, Colonel expects to be the regular 
Republican nominee for the Presidency 
in 1916. : 

** Before Col. Roosevelt left for South 
America he told me I would be with him 
in the campaign of 1916,’’ said Mr. Mar- 
tin. ‘' Things are shaping themselves 
down East so that he can have the nom- 
ination. If the party is.‘ purged,’ as he 
terms it, there is no doubt that he will 
come back. He feels that Barnes, Boies 
Penrose, and Murray Crane must step 
out of control. Barnes is the pivotal 
point. The Colonel believes that if he 
is eliminated it will be easy enough to 
retire Penrose and Crane.

Leaders Plan to Enact Reforms 
in Record Time and to End 


Session by Saturday. 


TAMMANY MEMBERS DAZED 


Murphy Now Said to Favor Initia- 
tive, Referendum, and Recall — 
Glynn on Workmen’s Compensation.

ALBANY, Dec, 9.—‘‘ By order of the 
Boss,”’ the Legislature, as firmly con- 
trolled by Tammany as ever, will pass 
the entire budget of anti-boss legisla- 
tion recommended by Gov. Glynn in 
his special message. Furthermore, if 
present plans are carried out, al the 
Glynn measures will be passed this 
week, and the Legislature will adjourn 

sine die not later than Saturday. 
The political measures include the 
Direct Primary bill, a bill embodying 


the Massachusetts Ballot act, a bill to, 


render operative in this State the man- 
date of Congress for the direct election 
of United States Senators and a meas- 
ure providing for a referendum next 
year to determine whether a Constitu- 
tional Convention shall be held-in .1915 
at which the necessary amendments 


may be drafted to. introduce in this. 


State the short ballot. In addition, 
the Glynn Workmen’s Compensation 
bill, according to the present outlook, 
will be passed in both houses on Fri- 


day, 
It was submitted to the Legislature last 
night. 

A conference or wie Democratic Sena- 
tors to-day cleared the way for the en- 


actment: of the entire legislative pro- 
gramme of Gov. Glynn. At this confer- 
ence twenty-four of the thirty-two Dem- 
ocratic Senators were present, while four 
absentees were represented by proxies. 
Senator Wende of Buffalo, an. ardent 
Sulzerite, failed to enter the conference, 
and Senator ‘‘Jack’’ Fitzgerald, suc- 


cessor to ‘‘ Big Tim ’’ Sullivan, is away 
on sick leave. 

All the Senators present or represented 
agreed by unanimous vote on each of 
the legislative propositions submitted by 
Gov. Glynn. After the Senate confers 
ence, Speaker Smith and Aaron J. Levy, 
majority leader of the Assembly, de- 
clared that the lower house would con- 
cur in the Senate’s action without delay. 


Tammany Old-Timers Dazed. 
This means that with less than a week 


‘of deliberation a Tammany-controlled 


Legislature will place on the statute 
books a series of laws for which Gov. 
Hughes contended in vain through four 
turbulent years. This situation is soa 
queer that the ‘‘old-timers’’ tip here 
are walking about the Capitol corridors 
in. a daze.

Glynn, when he received_ the 
newspaper correspondents at the Capi- 
tol this afternoon, said that he regard- 
ed the Workmen's Compensation bill as 
of far greater importance than any of 
the other measures pending before the 
Legislature. 

‘‘T would rather be instrumental in 
passing the Compensation bill than do 
anything else I possibly could in_poli- 
tics,” he said. ‘‘If I could do that I 
would be willing to retire and let some- 
body else reap the glory for the rest. I 
haven’t any disparagement of the Pri- 
mary. bill.to voice, either. 

‘“The Compensation bill is the big 
thing of the session, Workmen's com- 
pensation is the big question all over 
the world to-day. It is a humanitarian, 
not a political, issue. If a man goes to 
war and gets killed the Government 
givos' his folks a pension. I do not know 
but that the man who lives for his 
country deserves as much consideration 
as the man who dies for it. 

“As a boy I lived in a little town. 
The chief industry was a cotton fac- 
tory. You would see girls and boys 
with fingers off—lost in the machinery. 
The thing was driven home strongly to 
me then, and the thought I always had 
in mind as the years went along. was 
that if ever I got into a position to do 
something for people injured while 
ae og their bread I was going to try 
to do it.

ARREST OF ACTRESS 
STOPS A VICE PLAY 


Cecil Spooner Rides to Night 
Court in Patrol Wagon— 
Manager a Prisoner, Too. 


Shortly after 8 o’clock last night, when 
an audience which filled every seat in 
the Cecil Spooner Theatre, at 163d Street 
and Southern Boulevard, was waiting 
for the curtain to rise on ‘‘ The House 
of Bondage,” a dramatization of Regi- 
nald Wright Kaufmann’s novel, Cecil 
Spooner and Joseph Cone, her manager, 
were placed under arrest on the charge 
of producing an indecent play. 

The novel- deals with white slavery, 
and the drama which was built upon it 
by Joseph Totten has been advertised 
for several weeks over Harlem and the 
Bronx by posters, which gave a clear 
idea of the theme of the play. The at- 
tention of Deputy Police Commissioner 
Newburger was drawn. to these, posters, 
and complaints were lodged with his 
office that the widely advertised. play, 
judging by the antecedent evidences, 
would be very likely to shock the public. 

Deputy Commissioner Newburger and 
members of his staff attended the per- 
formance on Monday night, which was 
the first time ‘‘ The House of Bondage”’ 
had appeared on the stage. Commis- 
sioner Newburger decided that the 
drama was one of the kind prohibited 
by Section 1140A of the Penal Code. 
Yesterday he described the play to Mag- 
istrate Murphy, and the Magistrat2 is- 
suead warrants for the arrest of Cecil 
Spooner and Manager Cone. 

Miss Spooner, was dressed for her role 
in the play and was ready to g9 on the 

Stage in the opening act when Sergt. 
Quinn of Commissioner Newburgers 
staff and Policeman Healy walked be- 
hind the scenes and placed her ind the 
manager under arrest. While they were 
escorting their prisoners to the police 
automobile waiting at the curb, Henry 
Clay Blaney, an attaché of the theatre, 
walked out in front of the curtain and 
told the audience what had happened. 

“This is a form of persecution from 
which many artists are obliged to suf- 
fer,’ said Mr. Blaney. ‘‘We have no 
choice, however, except to obey the 
orders of the police, although I wish it 
Beak possible for us iP fo oD with the 

rama, were only for thea purpose 
of conyincin. u that is sincere 
and genuine “work ena aie it "bears an 
“2rYou may rest assured, however, that 
“You may, rest, assure wether, a 
the play wit go on to-morrow night. We 
will have the police enjoined to-morrow 
from further interference: with us, All 
who wish may have theif money back, 
and those who retain their ticket stubs 
will be entitled to the same seats to. 
morrow night.”’ 

Many ‘in the audience shouted pro- 
tests at the action of the police and 
the crowd moved noisily towards the 
doors, a great many Keeping their seat 
checks on the prospect of seeing the 
show. to-night. 

While the crowd was leaving Cecil 
Spooner, who off the stage is Mrs. 
Charles E, Blaney and the wife of her 
partner, was having an argument with 
the police, who insisted that she should 
ride in the patrol wagon. She was quite 
willing to go to the police: station, she 
said, but she greatly preferred to ride 
in her own automobile. The police, how- 
ever. carried their point. 

Miss Spooner gained one concession, 
which was permission to have her rela- 
tives ride in the patrol auto with her. 
Mary Gibbs Spooner, her mother, and 
her sister, Edna May Spooner, both of 
whom are in the cast of ‘‘ The House 
of Bondage ’’ and were dressed to ap- 
pear on the stage, walked with her 
from the theatre to the police auto, 
where Manager Cone was. already 
seated 

The crowd, which by that time was 
pouring out of the theatre, massed 
around the automobile and gave a tre- 
mendous cheer for the actress. The 
prisoners were taken to the Morrisania 
Station, where the actress described 
herself as Mrs. Charles E. Blaney, 25 
years old, and was booked with Cone 
as charged with a misdemeanor. 

A large part of the disappointed audi- 
ence at the Cecil Spooner Theatre fol- 
lowed the ge a auto. to the Morrisania 
Station and cleered the prisoners again 
when they were taken in the police auto 
to the Night Court on East Fifty- 
seventh Street. There Miss Spooner and 
Mr. Cone were paroled in the custody 
of their counsel, Meyer Goldman of 5 
Beekman Street, until 2 o'clock this 
afternoon, when they will have a hear- 
ing before Chief Magistrate McAdoo. 

Act I. on the programme of “ The 
House of Bondage”’ is described as 
“the First Fatal Step.” .Act Il. is a 
scene in the shop of a modiste in the 
Tenderloin of this city. The setting for 
Act III. is ‘‘The House of Bondage.” 
Act IV. is a scene in the Tenderloin. 
The story is that_of.the downfall of a 
young woman, and the !ast two acts are 
frank pictures of her degraded life and 
associates. The ending is tragic. 
Reginald Wright Kaufmann's novel was 
one of the first and boldest of the re- 
cent flood of novels dealing with this 
theme. A recent edition was printed 
with a preface embodying the indorse- 
ments of the Bureau of Social Hygiene 
and of a number of sociologists and re- 
formers. 

Section 1140A of tne Penal Code, un- 
der which the warrants were issued, is 
as follows: . 

Any person who, as owner, manager, 
Director, or agent, or in any capacity, 
prepares, advertises, gives, presents, or 
participates in, an obscene, indecent. im- 
moral, or impure drama, play, exhibition, 
show, or entertainment, which would tend 
to the corruption of youth or others, and 
every person aiding or abetting such act, 
and every owner, lessee, or manager of 
any garden, building, room, place, or 
structure, who leases or lets the same or 
permits the same to be used for the pur- 
posex of any such drama, play, exhibition, 
show, or entertainment, knowingly, or who 
assents to the use of the same for any 
such purpose, shall be gullty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

Meyer Goldman said last night that 
he would make application to-day for an 
injunction restraining the police from 
interfering with the show.

an annulment of marriage than a di- 
But I understood later that this 
could not have been so, because he and 
Mrs. Baldwin have a son 15 years old. 

“IT would not perform .the marriage 
ceremony, and, I hope, knowing my 
brethren in the» Episcopal Church, that 
none of them will perform it.’’ 

Other ministers at Nyack also refused 
to perform the ceremony. 

It was admitted last night at the rec- 
tory of the Church of the Holy Com- 
munjon that Dr. Mottet had performed 
the ceremony. Dr. Mottet had retired, 
however, ard,no statement of the cir- 
cumstances which had induced him to 


j perform thé. ceremony could be ob- 


tained. The Church of thé Holy Com- 
munion is a Protestant Episcopal 
church, , 

It was reported that the divorced wife 
or her son Raymond was to receive 
$25 a week as long as either of them 
lived, and. that this.money was ‘to come 
from the Duryea fortune. 

Mr. Baldwin is about 40 years old and 
was formerly a salesman for a sporting 
goods house. Later, he was connected 
with an automobile firm. His bride is 
37 years old, and inherited a good part 
of her father’s estate. 

The first Mrs. Baldwin, in a state- 
ment made several days ago, said that 
there was not the slightest breath of 
scandal attached to Mr. Baldwin, Miss 
Duryea, or herself, but that she had 
permitted the divorce because of her 


health, and that she wished her former 
husband and his fiancée much happi- 
ness. 


WOMAN OUTWITS UNCLE SAM 


Boston Modiste Beats Letter to Paris 
and Impounds “Smuggling”? Checks, 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Dec. 9.—The story of how 
Mary A. Dolan, a Back Bay modiste 
known as ‘‘Mme. Driscoll, Incorpo- 
rated,’’ outwitted Uncle Sam came out 
in the Federal Court to-day when Henry 
Whitney Munroe, head of the banking 
firm of Munroe & Co. of New York and 
Paris, appeared to answer contempt pro- 
ceedings. On Oct. 29 Munroe was noti- 
fied that he would have until to-day to 
produce checks Miss Dolan had drawn 
on his Paris house. These checks were 
relied upon by the Government to fur- 
nish evidénce of smuggling. 

Munroe testified that on Nov. 3 he 
sent a letter to his Paris house asking 
for the checks.if they could properly 
be sent. This letter went by ihe Te, 
Pperator Noy. 5. It was preceded by 
cable instructions that the checks be 
held pending the receipt of the letter. 
The woman’s counsel, he said, learned 
of his proceeding and his client sailed 
immediately, reaching Paris ahead of 
the letter and suing out an injunction 
restraining the Paris house from giv- 
ing up the checks. Munroe was noti- 
fied by his Paris house that five months 
must elapse ‘before the matter could 
be heard, 

Henry B, Stern of New York, who 
represented Munroe at the first hear- 
ing, testified that he had advised Mun- 
roe that as the checks were not in his 
physical possession he was not obliged. 
to produce them.

MITCHEL PROMISES 


NON-PARTISAN RULE) 


Assures Honest Ballot Associa- 
tion That He Will Take the 


Police Out of Politics. 


WHITMAN IS TO CO-OPERATE | 


District Attorney Also Tells Dimers 
That Corruptionists Will Be 
Made to Feel the Law. 


Mayor-elect John fPurroy Mitchel 
pledged himself before 300 members of 
the Honest Ballot Association at their 
dinner at the Hotel Astor last night to 
give the city for the next four years 
an absoluely non-partisan administra- 
tion, with an eye single to the welfare 
of its citizens and to the strict and fair 
discharge of his public duties. He paid 
high tribute to Mayor Kline for the part 
he played in insuring a fair election, 
and promised that in the four years of 
hts administratior he would take the 
Police Department absolutely out of 
politics and make it co-operate with 
the District Attorney in insuring fair 
and honest primaries and elections. 

District Attorney Whitman, to whom 
also Mr. Mitchel rendered high tribute 
for his part in compelling a clean and 
honest election, was one of the speakers 
at. the dinner. He told of his work in 
this very connection, and assured the 
members of the Honest Ballot Associa- 
tion that if it took every hour of his 
term of office, he would see to it that 
not only the .aws governing honest 
registration and voting were enforced, 
but also the laws against the soliciting, 
giying, or receiving of corporate contri- 
butions to political organizations or 
candidates. From such contributions, 
he said, came the sinews of war that 
made possible the hiring of guerrilla 
bands and thugs to destroy honest elec- 
tions in the city and State. 

Both Mr. Mitchel and Mr, Whitman 
were greeted with tremendous applause 
and a rising tribute when they entered 
the room and when they spoke. Dr. 
Talcott Williams, President of the 
Honest Ballot Association and head of 
the Columbia School of Journalism, 


was toastmaster at the dinner, With 
him at the speakers’ table, besides 
Mayor-elect Mitchel and District At- 
torney Charles S. Whitman, were 
George W. Perkins, Collector Dudley 
Field Malone, Chancellor Elmer E.

Toastmaster Williams explained to the 
diners that Gov. Glynn was to have been 
a speaker, but was so busy fighting the 
good fight of direct primaries in Albany 
that. he couldn’t come.

Glynn sent his speech by wire. In it he 
said in part: 

“TI feel that you yourselves would 


wish me to remain in Albany while the 
fight for a better ballot is in progress. 
hile you are. meeting to discuss tae 
progress already made in the good fight 
your representatives at the Capitol are 
af ge 3 to give the State a law which 
will make every ballot an honest bal- 
let, and, what is more, an intelligent 
ballot. You can rest to-night from this 
struggle; we at Albany are still on he 
firing line. We are working to give the 
State a direct primary and a. ballot 
which will make this direct primary 
something more tnan a name. We are 
trying to permit the voters of New 
York to select their candidates without 
organized interference, and to elect 
their public officers like men, and not 
like sheep.

“Tf I were with you to-night I would 
speak of your duties and your privileges 
as political educators.

1,200 IN PERIL OF FLOOD. 


Crest of the Brazos Rise Threatens 
to Inundate Richmond, Texas. 


HOUSTON, Texas, Dec. 9.—The crest 
of the Brazos River flood to-night is 
passing Richmond, a town of 1,200 in- 
habitants, and threatens to overtop the 
bluff which heretofore has protected 
the little city from all floods. ,Surround- 
ing lowlands, some fifty miles from the 
Gulf of Mexico, are inundated. 

Reports of additional loss of life 
throughout the flood area to-day have 
brought the total to 165. Of this num- 
ber the majority were negroes. 

Rescue crews redoubled their efforts 
to-day to reach the thousands of ma- 
rooned persons. Light motor boats car- 
ried food to flood victims perched on 
roofs or imprisoned in cotton gin build- 
ings, while larger craft made their way 
through the bottoms carrying refugees 
to concentration camps,

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CONGRESS ANNULS 
MEXICO ELECTION 


Action of Deputies Continues 
Huerta in Power Until Sep- 
tember at Least. 


NEW ELECTION ON JULY 6 


Resolution Passed Amid Cheers, 
Without a Dissenting Vote— 
Catholics Not Present. 


REFUGEES REACH QJINAGA 


Fugitive Federals Intrenching Them- 
selves There to Make a Final 


Stand Against Gen. Villa.

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 9.—The Mex- 


ican Congress to-day declared Gen. 
Huerta President ad interim, pending 


the calling of further Presidential 
elections, as the last were declared 
null and void. 

The reason given for this step is the 
failure of the majority of electoral 
districts to send in legal returns: last 
October. 


The new elections are called for the 
first Sunday in July, 1914, Huerta re- 
maining President until then, despite 


the constitutional provision that no 


President ad interim shall remain in 
power more than eleven months—a 
period which will expire next month. 

All the members present voted in 
favor of the resolution. The Catholic 
members absented themselves from the 
hall to avoid going on record. 

An attempt was made to have Gen. 
Huerta declared President by ac- 
clamation, but this was frustrated by 
the Speaker, José Lopez Moctezuma, 
who ordered a vote by rollcall. 

In consequence of to-day’s action 
Gen. Huerta will remain President 
unless forcibly expelled from office 
either by the rebels.or some foreign 


power. 


The action of Congress to-day caused 
general surprise, but id taken to show 
that Huerta is expecting serious de- - 
velopments immediately. 

Some doubt was expressed here re- 


garding the probable actlon of Euro- 
pean nations in view of the acts of 
Congress to-day. 

Prominent politicians said to-day 
that they expected Gen. Huerta to 
have himself elected President to fill 
out the term for which Gen. Porfirio 
Diaz was originally chosen, in Septem- 
ber, 1910. The European diplomats 
are said to have pointed out, how- 
ever, that this would necessitate a new 
recognition of the Huerta Administra- 
tion by their Governments, which 
would be doubtful; while, if he were 
merely continued in office, this ques- 
tion would not arise. 

The War Department admits to- 
night that the rebels are within fif- 
teen miles of Tampico, at a place 
called Altamira. Private advices from 
Tampico, however, indicate that no 
attack has been made. 


EXPECT HUERTA TO STAY. 


Deputies Confirm Him in Office 
Until New President Is Chosen. 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 9.—The Mexican 
Congress to-day nullified the Presiden- 
tial elections. New elections are called 
for next July. 

The action shows that the Congress 
expects Gen. Huerta to remain in the 
Fresidency for at least seven months 
more; and, if the time necessary for the 
selection and installation of his suc- 
cessof is taken into consideration, it 
will be well toward the end of Septem- 
ber next year before he yields his power 
to another. 

In voting to-night that the recent 
Presidential election was null the Dep- 
uties decided to fix the first Sunday in 
July, 1914, as the date for the new elec- 
tion. They also confirm the tenure of 
Gen. Huerta is Provisional President 
until then. 

The action of the Deputies was accom- 
panied by no debate. The committee 
report was approved without a dissent- 
ing vote as rapidly as the articles could 
be read. It was not until the last clause 
was read, referring to Gen. Huerta as 
Provisional President, that the chamber 
gave evidence of being anything other 
than a well-oiled machine. When the 
reading clerk stopped some one began 
applauding, and instantly the Deputies 
were shouting ‘‘ vivas’”’ for Huerta. 

The presiding officer was finally able 
to remind them that enthusiasm was all 
very well, but that it was necessary to 
ratify the enthusiasm by votes. 

The measures taken to-night also pro- 
vide for the election of a new Congress, 
since the one elected to take the place 
of that dissolved by Huerta is to serve 
out an unexpired term which should ter- 
minate on Sept. 15. 

The reason given for nullifying the 
elections was the insufficiency of the 
number of votes cast. It was stated 
that the entire mumber of voting places 
in the republic was 14,225, and that re- 
turns were received from only 707. 

Although there were no dissenting 
votes in the Chamber on the committee 
report, it was noted that the Catholic 
Deputies absented themselves from the 
session. 

The action of the new Congress was 
no surprise to most people, since.it was 
but a reiteration of Huerta’s statements 
made from time to time. There had 
been, however. a growing impression 
that the new organization might prove 
recalcitrant, but to-night’s approval of 
the Huerta programme serves to re- 
assure the doubting ones that the Act- 
ing President regains his grip on the 
political situation. ~ . i 
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about to transfer the seat of Govern- 
ment from the FeGeral capital to Iguala 
is very little credited here, owing to the 
fact that Iguala is a smhatl town in the 
mountains of the State of Guerrero. 

‘There are no lines of eommunication 
open with the place, and the region is 
infested by rebels. It is pointed out 
that Iguala is the least likely place to 
which the seat of Government would be 
changed. 

There has been a rumor current, how- 
ever, that Gen. Huerta may retire from 
the Presidency because of pressure 
from abroad ‘and the advance of the 
rebels from the north. 
Constitationalists Menace Tampico. 

‘The Constitutionalists are within four- 
teen miles of Tampico, according to in- 
formation received at the capital by 
representatives of the oil interests in 
that district. A band of American 
hunters located the outposts of the 
rébels at Altamira. Information ob- 
tained by the hunters led them to be- 
lieve that an attack on the city would 
soon be begun and that the commander 
of the rebels, realizing the difficulties 
he’ might encounter, was sending for- 
ward one of the largest forces yet em- 
ployed in thé cimpaign in that part of 
the republic. 

The Americans explained to the rebels 
that they were merely a hunting expe- 
dition®* and were invited by the_ rebel 
officers to be their guests at dinner. 
They were assured that foreigners need 
have no fears $6 Tar as the Constitu- 
tionalists were concerned; that when the 
city was attacked the rig‘nts of all for- 
eigners would be respected. 


Still Fighting Near the Capital. 


Fighting between the Federals and 
Tebels in the vicinity of Huitzilac, be- 
tween the capital and Cuernavaca, con- 
tinued to-day, but it was indecisive. 
There..are unconfirmed reports that 
Cuernavaca, which is the capital of 
Morelos. States, has been taken by the 
rebels. The War Department gave an 
emphatic denial to this, and asserted 
that Cuernavaca was well garrisoned. 
An American who made his way through 
the lines from Cuernavaca to Mexico 
City is authority for the statement that 
the garrison consists of 300 men, many 
of Whom are in the hospital. 

Official reports from Aguacalientes 
declare that the revels are close to the 
city, but that they have been defeated 
in: two:minor engagements. A _ short 
distance to the north they continue to 
mcnace' Zacatecas. So far as is known 
here the rebcls have no intention of at- 
tacking Monterey immediately, although 
they are still in that neighborhood, The 
largest Federal garrison in the north 
is at Monterey, where a large part of 
the forces under Gen. Velasco are con- 
centrated preparatory to an advance 
upon Torreon. 

The ,War Department continues to 

lan for the disposition of the prospect- 
ve army of 150,000. The new plan in- 
volves the placing of 40,000 men in Yu+ 
eatan and the utilization of 50,000 as a 
general scout corps. 


WASHINGTON EXPECTED IT. 


President’s Policy Not Affected by 
Action of Mexican Congress. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The action of 
the Mexiean Congress in nullifying the 
recent Presidential elections was ex- 
pected in Washington, as it carries out 
the ‘course announced by Provisional 
President Huerta. The decision to order 
another election in July means either 
nothing at all or it means the main- 
tenance .indefinitely of the status quo. 
Until July Gen, Huerta will. retain his 
power unless the rebels overcome him, 
and he will then either be re-elected, 
again nullifying the election, or some 
supporter of his will be chosen. 

In either case the effect upon the 
United States and upon Gen. Huerta’s 
dcmestic enemies will be the same. 
President Wilson has. already settled 
down to a policy which he calls ‘‘watch- 
ful waiting,’’ and which his critics in 
Congress call ‘‘ Micawber hope.’ But 
the. upshot is the same, and nothing 
will be done by the American Govern- 
ment to hasten Gen. Huerta’s downfall. 
The President’s hope is that the over- 
throw of the Huerta régime and all that 
it stands for will be brought about by 
the rebels. Until that happens it seems 
that John Lind will wait in Mexico in 
idleness, 

The expectation here is that the Mex- 
ican situation as a problem will last for 
some months to come, and, while the 
President hopes to see the end before 
July, the choice of that month for the 
next elections will ‘not cause him to 
take any steps to bring on a crisis, 
_The Navy Department has no con- 
firmation of reports from Mexico City 
that hostilities are about to break out 
in the oil region around Tampico and 
Tuxpam. Rear Admiral Fletcher com- 
municates with the department every 
day, but his reports have all indicated 
unbroken quiet. 

Though his ships are only nine miles 
distant from the scene of the reported 
incident, he has made no mention of a 
successful effort of a detachment of 
rebels in a naphtha launch to board the 
ill-manned Federal gunboat, Bravo. <Ac- 
cording to unofficial accounts, the rebels 
boarded the gunboat, gutted her, and 
left her in a wrecked condition while 
most of the crew were on shore leave. 


VILLA PURSUES FEDERALS. 


Leaves Chihuahua to Attack Mer- 
cade at Ojinaga. 


Special to The New York Times. 

EL PASO, Texas, Dec. 9.—Ojinaga, 
the border town where the refugee cara- 
van arrived from Chihuahua, may be 
the scene of the next big battle of the 
Mexican. revolution. Gen. Francisco 
Villa, according to his military com- 
manders in Juarez, has left Chihuahua 
to proceed against the Federals who 
reached the border on Sunday,, escorting 
the refugees. Villa’s two chiefs, Trin- 
idad Rodriguez and Monclavia Herrera, 
are already near Ojinaga, having been 
sent from the Mexican. Central, near 
Chihuahua, to intercept ‘the Federal 
cohimn. 

Villa is taking the pick of his fighting 
force with him to Ojinaga, where he 
hopes to capture the only remaining 
Federal troops in the entire State of 
Chihuahua. He is afraid that if he 


leaves this column in Ojinaga it will 
proceed against Juarez. and destroy his 
base there. 


100 DEAD IN DESERT MARCH. 


Many Chihuahua “Refugees Cross 
the Border—Federals to Fight. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MARFA, Texas, Dec. 9, (by United 
States Army telephone from the border 
opposite Ojinaga.)—A lean, gaunt figure 
half fell from his horse at 9 o'clock to- 
night and collapsed on the’ grouhd’ be- 
side the general headquarters of the 
Federals in Ojinaga. It was Gen. Pas- 
eual Orozco, who’ had been riding night 
and day since Sunday in an effort. to 
keep his trregular forces from bolting 
the border and ‘leaving the Chihua- 
a refugees to the mercy of the rebels 
O were pressing the rear guard of the 
Federais, their Mausers barking like 
coyotes from the hills overlooking La 

Mulla Pass trail. . 
@rozco had to be assisted to the quar- 
érs assigned to him in the little town of 
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sun-dried .brick which has, suddenly 
risen from a cow camp. settlement to be 


the provisional Federal State capital of 
Chihuahua and the one remaining fort- 
ress of the Huerta forces in Northern 
Mexico... His. tongue was so awollen 
from thirst that he was unable to give 
any details of his terrible ride across 
the Jornado de Muerto, (‘‘ The trail of 
death,’’) and he is now under a physi- 
cian’s care. 

With him came a column of the. men 
who have been following him through 
three wars in Mexico, and they are 
all in almost as pitiable a condition as 
their leader. 

Orozco and his men escorted Gen, 
Luis Terrazas as far as the outskirts 
of the town. The aged Mexican Gen- 
eral, himself a veteran of fifty battles, 
was completely overcome from the fa- 
tigue of the trip, and was carried int 
the town in one of, the scavenger cart 
which had been commandeered for tine 
trip. His condition is not serious, and 
he wil] be able to cross the border to- 
morrow. 

The late arrivals report that more 
than 100 died of starvation and thrist 
on the desert, although these figures 
eannot be verified, as no check was 
kept of the refugees or soldiers, and 
the exact number of the party wnen it 
started is not even known. 

For eight days the refugees and des- 
titute Federal soldiers crawled across 
the desert, and eight canyon camps 
mark their resting places in the trek 
from Falomir, through Lamulla Pass. 
At each place a few improvised crosses 
mark the resting place of some member 
of the party who died fighting to reach 
the border. 3 

To increase the fugitives’ anxiety the 
rebels kept up a steady rifle fire behind 
them, and they were compelled to make 
a forced march under the most adverse 
conditions, 

As they struggle into Ojinaga the 
refugees are assisted to the natives’ 
houses, where they are provided with 
food and clothing and are sent to the 
American side in automobiles and car- 
riages. More than 200 have already 
erossed, and more are coming in from 
the desert to-night. 

Gen. Salvador Mercado, who is in 
command of the caravan, and who was 
military Governor of the State of Chi- 
huahua, returned to the desert to-night 
to urge haste upon the civilian strag- 
glers who are yet to came. A rebel at- 
tack is feared, an& Mercado does not 
wish to be burdened with the refugees, 
but desires them to cross to the Ameri- 
ean side so that he will have his entire 
force to defend the town of Ojinaga 
agains! tie concentrated attack of the 
Federals. 


PRESIDIO, Texas, Dec, 9.—A crowd of 
Federal troops stood in the banks of the 
river to-night and shouted over to the 
American side that they would desert 
of attacked by rebels. It was reported 
that the rebel forces around Ojinaga 
were rapidly increasing and that 3,000 
or 4,000 were expected soon. As the 
rebels appeared more numerous, the 
Federal troops showed increasing un- 
willingness to remain at Ojinaga. 

There apeared to be great activity 
among the United States troops. More 
border patrols were ordered from Mar- 
fa, the nearest railway station, fifty 
miles away, and Dr. Burnside, an army 
surgeon, was asked to come to Presidio 
with quantities of bandages and medi- 
cines for a possible emergency. 


WARSHIPS RUSH TO TAMPICO. 


Wheeling and Chester to Join Flag- 
ship—Rebels Menace Tuxpam. 
VERA CRUZ, Dec. 9.—The United 

States seout cruiser Chester and the 

gunboat Wheeling left Vera Cruz this 

morning under rush orders to proceed 
to Tampico. 

Rear Admiral Frank F. Fletcher re- 
ported to-day by wireless telegraphy 
from the United States battleship Rhode 
Island, now off Tampico, that an Amer- 
ican had artived at that port bringing 
the news of the capture by rebels of 
the small town of Altamira, twenty 
miles from Tampico. 








MEXICO CITY, Dec. 9.—The surren- 
der of Tampico has been demanded by 
tke rebel leaders Gens. Lucio Blanco 
and Pablo Gonzalez, according to advices 
received from that port. The comman- 
der of the Federal garrison dared them 
in reply to come and take it. + 

It was: not expected, the message said, 
that the rebels would try to capture the 
seaport, which is wel garrisoned and 
fortified, and has the protection of the 
gunboats Vera Cruz and Tampico. 

The rebels under Gen. Candido Aguil- 
ar, near Tuxpam, scored a success over 
the Federal troops there yesterday by 
slipping around the edge of the town 
and boarding the gunboat Tuxpam while 


the Federal troops were not looking, dis- 
abling its machinery and guns and get- 
ting away with a quantity of dynamite. 

The gunboat is said to have been sta- 
tioned at some distance from the town 
for the poe of observing the move- 
ments of and menacing the rebels. The 
latter obtained a gasoline launch and 
manned it with twenty men, who board- 
ed’ the gunboat at a moment when she 
had been left in charge of a small crew, 
which they overpowered. 


CARRANZA DEFENDS KILLINGS. 


Professes Humane Sentiment, but 
Tells Gov. Hunt They Will Continue. 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Dec. 9—A letter 
from Gen. Venustiano Carfanza, defend- 
ing the execution by Gen. Francisco 
Villa of Federal officers captured at 


Juarez, and telling why bloody reprisals 
were being visited by the revolutionists 
upon Huertista prisoners of war, was 
given out to-day by Gov. George W. P. 
Hunt of Arizona. 

Carranza’s letter, dated at Hermosillo, 
Sonora, Mexico, Nov. 27, was in reply to 
a communication which Gov. Hunt sent 
to the rebel chieftain suggesting that: a 
continuation of summary executions by 
insurgent commanders would horrify the 
people of the United States and alienate 
their sympathy. 

Gov. Hunt wrote as a private citizen, 
not as Governor of Arizona. In his re- 
ply Gen. Carranza says: 

** While recognizing with pleasure the 
spirit of frank friendship which g@ctuated 
your letter, your personal sympathy and 
that of the people of the United States 
with the struggle in furtherance of civil- 
ization and justice which we are carry- 
ing on, I cannot the less deplore the fact 
that, with an imperfect understanding 
of the peculiar character of the Mexican 
problems, there is likelthood in certain 
cases, and notwithstanding one’s good 
intention, of placing a wrong construc- 
tion upon some of our acts, 

“This is due, in al probability, to 
the fact that the criminal acts with 
which this struggle was begun and the 
cruel measures employed to maintain it 
are forgotten. 

‘““When Mexico had realized the su- 
preme democratic prerogative of elect- 
ing her own representatives and had 
reasons to expect, in the midst of peace 
and tranquillity, the periodical change of 
public officials only by an expression of 
popular will, a most corrupt minority of 
the defeated factions, after attempting 
to overthrow for all time our political 
institutions by means of violence alone, 
have destroyed the lives, the rights, and 
the interests of our fellow-citizens; have 
carried out bloody executions without 
regard to any law; have murdered Con- 
stitutionalists who fell weunded while 
fighting for the liberty of the people; 
have imprisoned the Deputies and Sena- 
tors who have defended with their pow- 
er of speech our democrati¢ institutions; 
have torn away from their homes peace- 
ful men and even boys to comnel them to 
take arms against us, or have filled 
=m with terror by devastating entire 
cities. 

‘* Destructive acts of this character 
have made it apparent that the cause 
which I represent has constituted not 
only a political fotm of revolution, but 
also has the character of proceeding 
with calm and severe justice which pun- 
ishes the culpable and ‘safeguards the 
Mexican family. 

“TI have determined, within the spirit 
of our Constitution, and without any 
feeling of passion, but deliberately and 
with cireumspectijon, ta enforce vigor- 
ously and in accordance with the prac- 
lamation which was duly issued on Ma 
14, 1918, the law of Juarez of Jan. 25, 
3862, whieh defines ang punishes delin- 
quencies jnimical to the public peace. 

“With strict deference to the law pro- 
vided, the Huertista officers were tried 
and executed in the city of Juarez. 
Among them were some who had been 
captured at Torreon by this same Gen. 
Villa, who after pardoning them, agreed 
that iy. Lo be enlisted by our 
forces... Thereafter, they endeavored, 
but unsuccessfully, to “ereate a defec- 

on of the men whom I intrusted to

‘““The Mexican people jn the beginning 
of this civil struggle, initiated by Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, exhausted all their 
power of clemency and forgiveness, but 
experienced as the only results of their 
magnanimity and tyrrany in their coun- 
try’s imterior the loss of prestige 
outside of its borders. 

“TI want to insure the Operation of 
the country’s institutions and to re- 
establish tranquility for all time by 
means of definite and effective restora- 
tion of the national organization. 

*“*The occurrences at the citv of Juarez 
were far from being invested with the 
importance which our enemies, in their 
intemperate frame of mind, desired to 
give them. 

“In conclusion, it is my desire to 
assure you that the same humane senti- 
ments which you possess also animate 
me, and that even though I find it 
necessary, in deference to the existing 
national feeling, justice to public confi- 
dence and the necessity of restoring 
peace to my country, to be somewhat 
strict in the enforcement of the law 
of Juarez, I have provided at the same 
time that this law shall be applied only 
when the limitations are fixed by the 
most pressing needs. It will be en- 
foreed agajnst wilful enemies, with the 
privilege of pardon and safety extended 
always to the guiltless and misguided. 

‘“T hope,. furthermore, to retain your 


sympathy as well as that of the people 


of North America, in favor of our 
cause. You may be sure that I will 
take into consideration your high tdeals 
to the extent of recommending, always 
with que respect to the law, greater for- 
bearance toward our enemies.” 


HUERTA SEEKS A PARIS LOAN. 


Wants $6,000,000 or $7,000,000 to 
Meet Interest on Bonds. 


PARIS, Dec., 9.—Representatives of 
the Mexican Government are endeavor- 
ing to raise money in Paris. The Mex- 
ican financial agent in London, Luis de 
la Barra, and Manuel Garza Aldape, 
former Minister of the Interior in the 
Huerta Cabinet, have opened negotia- 
tions with the Banque de Paris et Pays 
Bas and other members of the London 
and, Paris banking group, which took 
up part of the Mexican loan authorized 
in the Spring, with the object of having 
this group advance $6,000,000 or 
$7,000,000 more immediately, in order to 
meet the interest on Mexican National 
Railway bonds and the interest on vari- 
ous loans. 

An exchange of views is now going on 
among the bankers, to whom special in- 
ducements have been offered, but they 
appear to be reluctant to touch the 
matter and are likely to do so only if 
they receive adequate guarantees, 


None of the money, it is said, is to be 
used for any purpose except the pay- 
ment of interest on national obliga- 
tions, many of which are held in Paris 
and in London. 


SEARCHED AMERICAN BOAT. 


Mexican Gunboat’s Crew Boarded 
the Dorothy, Seeking Arms. 


PENSACOLA, Fla., Dee. 9.—Capt. 
Peterson of the American fishing 
schooner Dorothy, which arrived to-day, 
reported to his owners that a Mexican 
gunboat recently overhauled and 


searched his vessel in the Gulf, in the 
neighborhood of the Snapper Banks, 

The gunboat chased the schooner and, 
with leveled guns, made a _ forcible 
boarding. After a thorough search the 
schooner was allowed to proceed. The 
Mexicans, it is stated, were looking for 
a shipment of arms supposed to be en 
route to the Mexican Coast for the rebel 
army.

No Wells Fargo Loan.to Huerta.

Fernando Lopez, Commissioner for the

financial aid to earry on the insurrec- 
tion. He said that he intended to visit 
Spain and Italy to raise funds, and also 
would seek an audience with the Pope, 
whose influence, the Commissioner said, 
might induce Huerta to resign. 


MUST PAY CUSTOMS MEN. 


Protest Against Charges for Inspec- 
tons Not Sustained. 


A decision of importance to exporters 
who intend claiming a drawback on 
American goods exported was handed 
down yesterday by the Board of United 
States General Appraisers, when it was 
held that charges for Customs Inspec- 
tors to supervise the loading of vessels 
is authorized by the Federal laws. 

The case came before the board in the 
form of a protest by the Atlantic Trans- 
port Company, which objected to paying 
for the service of Inspectors while over- 
seeing the loadings of the steamship 
Manchester Merchant at Baltimore. It 


appeared from the testieneny in the case 
that the exporters desired to hurry the 
loading of the ship, and with that pur- 
pose in view called upon the Collector to 
turnish Inspectors who were employed 
at night and on Sundays and holidays. 
The presence of the customs men was 
necessary, since it was the intent of the 
exporters to claim a drawback on the 
merchandise as of American origin. 

One of the points raised by the ship- 
pers in their protest was that the vessel 
was not'a common carrier of bonded 
merchandise, and that the charge for 
the Inspectors’ time was in conflict with 
Article 1, Section 9, of the Constitution 
of the United States, which is to the ef- 
fect that no tax or duty shall be laid on 
articles exported from any State, 

Judge Hay in his decision holds that it 
is immaterial that the vessel in question 
was not a common carrier of bonded 
merchandise, while it is held that the 
Collector's charges for the Inspectors’ 
services is not in conflict with the Con- 
stitution. He rie in part:

Murphy Tells of Partners. 


John M. Murphy was the first witness 
to testify yesterday. He was quite will- 
ing, to tell of some of his transactions 
with his silent partners, Gaffney and 
Carroll. It was when he realized the 
importance of some of his testimony 


that he began to hedge. : 
Murphy said that he entered into a 


contract with the Warren Brothers’ 
Company of Boston, manufacturers of 
warrenite and bitulithic, patent paving 


materials, on Sept. 30, 1911. His con- 
tract was put in evidence. It showed 
that Murphy was to get 12% cents a 
square yard on all paving contracts ob- 
tained by him for his company through 
the State Highway Department. The 
contract was made, he said, in antici- 
pation of large State contracts. Under 
the law, he explained, cities of the sec- 
ond and third class in this State are per- 
mitted to specify the kind of pavement 
they want. The contracts are then let 
through the State Highway Department 
and the cities pay ultimately. 

“I signed the contract in September, 
1911,”" said Murphy, ‘‘ and about March, 
1912, I went to Albany in the interest of 
the Warren Brothers’ Company.” 

“Did you see C. Gordon Reel?” asked

More Contractors Called. 


The other contractors who testified 
were Arthur G. Rockwood of Rochester, 
Harvey B. Sproul of Peekskill, Peter V. 
Baird of Amsterdam, James J. Rigney 
of Rensselaer, Thomas J, Martin of 
Beacon, and John F. Gallagher of King- 
ston. 

Mr. Rockwood formerly was a division 
engineer in the Highway Department 
under the Hughes Administration. He 
said that he was an enrolled Republi- 
ean, that he had eight or nine road con- 
tracts in the last four years amounting 
to $500,000, and that he often had heard 
that Everett P. Fowler was collecting 
campaign contributions from contrac- 
tors. 

‘*} don’t know Fowler myself, but he 
telephoned to my wife one day and told 
her to tell me to call him up. I missed 
him, however, and I went to the office 
of John Pallace, a member of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, from Monroe 


County. Pallace told me that Fowler 
would be in his office a little later. I 
couldn't wait for him, 

“T understood, of course, what Fowler 
wanted, and Pallace told me that Fow- 
ler thought I was a millionaire and that 
he expected me to give $1,000. I told 
Pallace I was willing to chip in with 
the other fellows and that I’d give $250. 
Il made out a cheek for that amount on 
that day, Oct. 19, 1912. The check was 
made out to McLean, and Pallace said 
he would give it to Fowler, Pallace 
wanted it understood that he had noth- 
ing to do with the transaction.”

Contractor Sproul said that he was a 
Republitan and that he had contracts 
amounting to $250,000.

Mr. Clark 
failed to get from Sproul any very 
definite information. The contractor 
could not recall who approached him 
or whether he had ever met Everett P. 
Fowler. He acknowledged, however, 
that he sent a check for $400 to Normar 
E. Mack on Oct, 31, 1911. On Oct. 23, 
1912, he said, he sent another check, this 
time to McLean, for $500. He was asked 
for this contribution, he said, but could 
not remember who visited him. 

“Why did you send these two checks 
aggregating $900 when you were not in- 
terested in the success of the Demo- 
eratic Party?”’ 

“Tt was good policy, that’s all,”’ re- 
plied the witness. 

Mr. Baird, the next man called, said 
that he was a Democrat, and that he 
had road contracts amounting to $100,- 
000. He was quite willing, he said, to 
contribute to his party. 

“ We had a lot of State work,’”’ he ex- 
plained, ‘“‘and we wanted to see the 
Democratic técket elected. It had been 
a long time since the Democrats had 
been in power. We were interested in 
keeping the same people in office who 
had given us work.” 

Mr. Baird’s willingness to contribute 
was substantiated by the fact that he 
sent a check for $1,000 to Arthur A, 
McLean without being visited by a bag- 
man. His check, dated Oct. 12, 1912, 
was placed in evidence with the others. 

“Did you know that you didn’t get 
eredit on the list?’ asked Mr. Clark. 

: didn’t. I expected to get 


James J. Rigney testified that he had 
a number of repair contracts. These 
were let through Deputy Highway Com- 
missioner Charles R. Foley, he said. He 
denied that he had spoken to John E. 
Consalus about two contracts for 
$16,000 but asserted that Consalus had 
spoken to him, Consalus, he said, had 
asked whether he was looking for a 
road repair contract. Rigney said that 
he too, being a Democrat, was giad to 
help the Democrats. That was why he 
sent a check to McLean for $200. His 
check, which he offered in evidence, 
was dated. Oct. 25, 1912. 

“Did the fact that you had those two 
contracts have any bearing on your con- 
tributions?” Mr. Clark wanted to know. 

“Probably they had some bearing,’’ 
replied the witness, ‘‘ but I wanted the 
Democratic Party to succeed. Why, we 
harn’t been in for 16 years and we were 
glad to get in.” 


The Influence of Contracts, 


Thomas J. Martin, another Democrat, 
Said that he had repair contracts in 
Dutchess County for $12,000, He ac- 
knowledged that he had never contrib- 
uated to the Democratic campaign fund 
until last year, and then, he said, he 
was prompted to send a check for $3500 
to Philip F. Donohue of Tammany Hall. 
The road contracts, he acknowledged 
under fire, did influence him consider- 
ably. Mr. Martin did not bring his can- 
celed check, but said that he might be 
able ta find it. 

This was the first case in which Dono- 
hue appeared as the recipient of money 
from contractors on State work. Con- 
tractor Martin, without solicitation, 
reached in his pocket and brought out 
Donohue's letter of acknowledgment, 
dated Oct. 80, 1912, It was a one-line 
letter in which Donohue thanked Martin 
for the ‘‘ volintary contribution,” 

“How did Donohue know it was vol- 
untary?"’ asked Mr. Clark. 

“T told him so in my letter accom- 
panying the check,” replied the wit- 
ness readily, 

“And did you know that this check 
was not reported on the list?” 

‘No, Sir, I didn’t know that,” said 
Martin. 

Contractor Gallagher, the last witness, 
comes from Kingston, where Everett P.

It was argued 
that this method of getting money in- 
directly from a corporation technically 
was within the law. It was considered 
doubtful whether an indictment under 
such conditions would hold. 

District Attorney Whitman, in pre- 
senting cases to the Grand Jury, has 
not presented any of -these “indirect” 
contributions. So far he has presented 
only cases where the checks actually 
were signed by a corporation name and 
where they were indorsed by the person 
to whom they were made payable. Un. 
der the corporation law the District 
Attorney must show that the recipient 
“knowingly’”’ accepted money from a 
corporation. The use of the corporation 
name on @ cheek, it is argued, would 
stand as proof that the recipient knew 
what he was doing, whereas the name 
of a member of a corporation would 


mean nothing to the recipient. 


GAFFNEY JUST LAUGHS. 


Murphy’s Testimony Does Not Drive 
Baseball from His Mind. 


James E. Gaffney was found yester- 
day afternoon at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Gaffney is President of the Boston Na- 


tional League baseball team, and he 
was in attendance at the annual meet- 
ing of the National League. 

*“ Have you heard what John M. Mur- 
phy said about you in the John Doe 
proceedings? ’”’ he was asked. 

‘““Why, yes,” repiied Gaffney, finally, 
with a smile. 

“What have you to say about Mur- 
phy’s story?” he was asked. 

“Well, regarding those charges,” be- 
gan Gafney, ‘“‘I want to make a state- 
ment. My statement is this: I want to 
say that the Boston Nationals will 
positively beat the Giants next year.” 

Gaffney’s name often had appeared in 
the newspapers. The last preceding 
time was in the municipal campaign, 
wnen William Sulzer alleged that he 
lost the Governorship because he re- 
fused at Charles F. Murphy's bidding 
to. make Gaffney State Highway Com- 
‘mAssioner. 

All through the charges of John A. 
Hennessy the name of Gaffney ap- 
peared. Hennessy, like Sulzer, asserted 
that Murphy had tried to inflict Gaff- 
ney upon Sulzer and the State. It was 
asserted that Murpny sent Sulzer this 
ultimatum: ‘‘ Gaffney or war.”’ 

Sulzer had some experience with Gaff- 
ney early in his administration. He 
thought so well of Gaffney that he 
made him Chairman of the “ non-par- 
tisan’’ board which was to confer with 
him on highway matters. Tnat was in 
February, 1913, nearly a year after the 
business deal which J. M. Murphy told 
about yesterday... At that time Sulzer 
had this to say of Gaffney: 

“‘Mr. Gaffney is a big and experienced 
contractor. I had a long talk with him, 
and was astonished to learn how much 
he knows about good roads and road 
building. He will prove a valuable mem- 
ber of the board.’ 

On Sept. 4 last Harry B. Hanger of the 
Mason & Hanger Company, contractors, 
testified in a suit in the Supreme Court 
in Nyack, N. ¥., that he had paid $30,- 
000 to Gaffney in two payments, both in 
currency, for “‘services’’ and ‘ expert 
advice.”” The payments. Hanger testi- 
fied, were made in Gaffney’s office in 
this city. 

Hanger’s firm, it developed in court, 
bid $3,492,511 on a job on the Catskill 
aqueduct. This bid, although the low- 
est, hung fire. It was Gaffney’s ‘* ex- 
pert sérvices,’’ according to the testi- 
mony, which helped to close the con- 
tract. 

Leader Murphy on one of his trips to 
Mount Clemens, Mich. sent Gaffney ‘to 
consult with Charles H. Hyde about the 
men he wanted appointed under Mayor 
Gaynor. This came out in the famous 
**Letters to a Boss.’’ In ‘addition to 
being interested in the Bradley-Gaffney- 
Steers Company, Gaffney is President of 
the New York Contracting Company and 
Treasurer of the New York Contracting 
and Trucking Company. 


REEL MAKES DENIAL. 


Says Gaffney and Carroll Had No 
Influence with Him. 


ALBANY, Dec. 9.—C. Gordon Reel, 
former State Superintendent of High- 
ways, to-night denied that he ever so- 
licited a contribution from any one, or 
that Gaffney or Carroll ever exerted 
any influence with ‘nim. 

“If Murphy paid money to any os; 
to influence me,” said Mr. Reel tvy- 


night, ‘‘ he was foolish, because neither 
Gaffney, Carroll, nor any other man 
had any influence with me as a mem- 
ber of the Highway Commission. My 
acquaintance with ‘taffney and Carroll 
was slight, and would not warrant either 
of them in imporiuning me for favors 
for Murphy or any other contractor.”

$1,000 REWARD OFFERED

of the McCanns for six years, said 
that Jessie McCann complained to him 
of nervous trouble three months ago, 
and that she came to him for treatment 
on Tuesday, two days before her dis- 


appearance. ; 

“She had been coming here regularly 
before that time,’’ he said, ‘‘ but always 
in company with her mother. This time 
she came alone from the School for 
Destitute Children, which is near by. 
She was very nervous and mentally un- 
strung. I am not an alienist, and I do 
not know at what point such mental de- 
pressions turn into insanity, but I am 
confident Miss McCann was on the 
verge of mental collapse. 

“She was greatly worried about her 
health. Yet she was a well-built, if not 
quite a robust, girl. Her mother was 
operated on two months ago and this 
led the girl to an abnormal and un- 
healthful amount of worrying. I as- 
sured her she was in the best of health 
physically, and later that night T heard 
from her home that she had returned 
there in a rather buoyant mood because 
of what I told her.”’

WHY BISMARCK WAS DROPPED. 


Prof. Delbrueck Says He Wanted 
Kaiser to Abolish Parliament. 


BERLIN, Dec. 9.—Prof. Hans Del- 
brueck, the famous German historian 
and political economist, in the current 
number of his review, the Preussische 
Jahrbuecher, gives as the specific rea- 
son why the Kaiser dismissed Prince 
Bismarck that his Majesty refused to 
sanction the Iron Chancellor’s plan 
to abolish the Reichstag and the uni- 
versalesuffrage system. 

Prof.’ Delbrueck says he possesses 
documentary evidence to this effect in 
the shape of a letter in which it is set 
forth that Bismarck during an offi- 
cial audience with the young Emperor 
warned the latter to be prepared for 
“sanguinary .conflicts” in order that 
he [Bismarck] “might repair the 
greatest blunder of his life,” namely, 
granting the people’s Parliament to 
unified Germany. 

There would be the suspicion that 
Prof. Delbrueck had made this revela- 
tion at this particular juncture in or- 
der to popularize the Kaiser’s action 
in intervening in the Zabern affair;

Mme. Catherine Breshkovskaya wasa 
prominent member of the Russian So- 
cial Revolutionary Party, in which circle 
she was known by the friendly title 
of ‘‘Grandmother.” She was arrested in 
October, 1910, on information receiv@d 
by the Director of the Simbirsk Pro- 
vincial Gendarmerie that she had ar- 
rived in Simbirsk to take part in the 
provincial meeting of the peasants. 

She was released and came to this 
country to seek aid for the Russian 
revolutionists, for whose cause she had 
worked for more than thirty years. On 
her return to Russia she was again ar- 
rested. The charge arose in part from 
her activity while in America. The ar- 
rest of Tchaikovsky and Mme. Bresh- 
kovskaya aroused a great deal of in- 
terest and sympathy throughout this 
country and Europe. 

Prominent residents of New York, 
Chicago, Boston, and Philadelphia 
signed a petition which was’ submitted 
to Premier Stolypin asking that the 
two be allowed open trials. This peti- 
tion was drawn up at a mass meeting 
held in this city to raise money for the 
defense of the prisoners. Among those 
who signed it were: The Right Rev. 
William Lawrence. Bishop of Massachu- 
setts; John D. Crimmins, Samuel L. 
Clemens (Mark Twain,) Robert W de 
Forest, Hamilton Holt, Horace White, 
and R. Fulton Cutting. 

After she had spent a year at hard 
labor in the Kara mines she was trans- 
ferred to a hamlet in the arctic circle. 
Later she was permitted to return to 
Russia. After a few months there she 
was released. She at once resumed her 
revolutionary activities, and was again 
arrested and sent to Siberia.

BERLIN, Dec. 9.—The Kaiser’s Gov- 
ernment is about to defy the Reichstag 
again, this time in connection with the 
San Francisco Exposition. The lead- 
ers of the Catholic, National Bsiberal, 
and Progressive Socialist Parties, who 
through Herr Bassermann, the Liberal 
leader, brought in to-day the Dill ap- 
propriating $500,000 for official par- 
ticipation in the Exposition, have been 
informed privately that the Govern- 
ment will not support the bill. It is 
therefore doomed unless the Govern- 
ment should suddenly change its mind 
before the debate on the Dill in the 
Reichstag to-morrow. 

The Government in such circum- 
stances holds the same position toward 


members of the Keichstag that the 
United States Senate does toward a 
measure originating in the House. 
The Federal Council, which is the 
Government, must sanction the bill be. 
fore it can become a law. 

Two hundred and forty-five mem- 
bers of the Reichstag. representing, 
roundly, three-fifths of the majority, 
have signed a petition praying for the 
passage of the bill. The German As- 
sociation of Chambers of Commerce, 
the German Union of Municipalities, 
and a score of industrial leagyes are 
officially on record in its favor, but 
the Government blocks the way. 

It is understood that the real motive 
for the Government’s unyielding atti- 
tude lies less in any hostility among 
the Kaiser’s advisers themselves than 
among a coterie of under-officials who 
consider ¢heir prestige is at stake. It 
was they who recommended the oric- 
inal boycott, and» they are pleading 
that their bureaucratic faces can onl:

PEARY 15 HOPEFUL 
OF STERANSSON SHIP 


Says if Any One Can Get the 
Karluck Out of the Ice Capt. 
Bartlett Is the Man. 


MAY BE GONE FOR YEARS 


Depends on Which Way She Drifts, 
Says Greely ——- Course of Cur- 
rents Toward Danger Point. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The disap- 
pearance of Vilhjalmar Stefansson’s 
ship, the old whaler Karluk. in a drift- 
ing polar ice-pack northeast of Point 
Barrow, Alaska, as reported in Stefans- 
son's dispatch printed in THE New YORK 
Timms this morning, aroused immediate 
interest of the keenest character among 
scientists in Washington. 

Rear Admiral Robert E. Peary, dis- 
coverer of the North Pole, who has al- 
ways encouraged the arctic work of 
Stefansson, Dr. Henry Gannett, of the 
National Geographical Society, Major 
Gen. A. W. Greely, U. §S. A., retired, 
an international authority on polar sub- 
jects, who was once lost in the arctic, 
and others qualifieg to discuss the ap- 
parent misfortune that has come to the 
Karluk, all read the Stefansson dispatch 
and commented upon the probable di- 
rection taken by the Stefansson ship 
in the drifting polar ice-pack. They 
were particularly interested as to 
whether the vessel was likely to return 
to the Alaskan Coast or to be carried 
across the polar area, as was Nansen’s 
vessel, the Fram, 

The concensus of opinion was that 
the Karluk would only be likely to re- 
turn to the Alaskan Coast if Capt 
Robert A. Bartlett succeeded in extri- 
eating her from the ice-pack. 

“If there is a ship’s master in the 
world who can do this, itis Capt. ‘ Bob’ 
Bartlett,”” saiq Rear Admiral Peary. 
‘“‘He is the best and most resourceful 
man in an ice-pack I have ever known.” 


Current’s Drift Westward. 


Should Capt. Bartlett be unable to get 
the Karluk out of the ice, scientists here 
generally agreed to-night, the ship’s fate 
| is problematical. The general drift of 
the current off the north coast of Alaska 
is westward. The prevailing winds at 
Point Barrow are east-northeast. At the 
time the vessel was last heard of by 
Stefansson she had drifted from 147 de- 
grees west longitude to 150 degrees west 


iongitude, moving in a strong northeast 
gale. Continuation of strong northeast 
winds, combined with the westward 
movement of the currents, would, it is 
thought, carry the ice-pack westward 
beyonc Point Barrow, and, once in the 
track of the Jeanette and the Fram, the 
Karluk, unless released from the ice, 
probably would not be heard of for sev- 
eral years. In such a contingency her 
fate would depend upon actual condi- 
tions met with in that part of the polar 
area. 

When asked for an opinion as to the 
probable direction taken by the Karluk, 
Admiral Peary said: 

‘That depends so much on the actual 
conditions faced by Capt. Bartlett and 
the Karluk that no exact prediction can 
be made. The general tendency of the 
drift north of Point Barrow and the 
Alaskan coast is toward the _ west. 
Without going into details, I would say 
that the winds probably would have a 
much more important effect upon the ice 
pack than the tides, which are feeble 
around Barrow, or even than the eur- 
rents. . The direction of the a i ge ice 
pack and any vessel imbedded In it in 
that region is dependent very largely 
- the prevailing winds and their direc- 
ion, 





Gale Broke Up Ice. 


**In his dispatch to THp New York 
| Times, printed this morning, Stefansson 
| states that a strong northeast gale 

sprang up Sept. 22, and that the violence 
of the gale was such that it broke up the 


ice, but he did not know whether the 
ice carried the Karluk west or whether it 
freed her, allowing the ship to make 
progress toward the east. A northeast 
storm would have a tendency to send 
the ice pack, and the Karluk, if em- 
bedded in the pack, toward the west, 
but whether due west, southwest, or 
northwest, would depend on local con- 
ditions, the direction and duration of 
the wind. The movement of the ice is 
very preceptibly affected by the wind, 
which, -if it should shift to the west, 
would make a big difference. 

‘Capt. Bartlett is in command of the 
Karluk. With: his resourcefulness and 
long experience, and with the ship 
starting adrift in the pack not far from 
the shore in the season in which it did, 
I feel rather confident of his ability to 
extricate the Karluk if anybody can 
do that. He may use the ship’s steam 
power to drive her through the ice, I 
judge from what Stefansson said that 
when he left the ship she had not yet 
blown up her boilers for the Winter. 
That would mean that Capt. Bartlett 
would be able to make steam which he 
would use in his efofrt to try to loosen 
the ship from the pack.”’ 

Admiral Peary was asked as to the 
possibility of ice crushing the ship. 


Counts on Bartlett. 


“There is always that possibility,” 
he replied. ‘‘ That ig the ever-present 
possibility for a ship caught in an ice 
pack. As to the percentage of the pos- 
sibility depends on many things and the 
actual conditions met, strength of the 
ship, and other facts. I count on Capt. 
Bartlett doing everything that can be 
accomplished in such a situa‘ion. He 
was my ice master and navigator on 
both my Vpyages in the Roosevelt into 
the arctic in 1905-6 and 1908-9. He was 
also the master of my auxiliary ship, 
the Hope, and before that was the mate 
of my ship the Windward, which went 
north in 1898, remaining there until 1899. 
He brought the Windward back, leaving 
me in the North, and when she went 
North again in 1902. with Miss Peary 
aboard the Windward was caught in 
the ice, but Capt. Bartlett brought her 
out safely."" 

_ Admiral Peary made this statement 
‘n response to inquiries, saying that tne 
Windward, which afterward was sold 
abroad, ultimately was crushed in the 
lee off Carey Island, Smith Sound, but 
Capt. Bartlett was not then in com- 
ere? Gen. Greel h 

lajor Gen. Greely, who was in com- 
mand in 1881 of the American expedi- 
tion .to.establish a chain of thirteen 
circum-polar stations, and whose party 
of twenty-five was lost at Cape Sabine, 
except for seven survivors, said he 
thought the fate of tae Karluk might 
depend very largely upon Capt. Bart- 
lett’s ability to get the ship out of the 
ice pack. 


In Perilous Situation. 


““All we know, generally speaking,” 
said Gen. Greely, “about the currents 
of that part of the Arctic Ocean is that 
they have invariably drifted a little 
north of west off the Alaskan Coast.

ment as to the non-tidal or drift cur- 
rents of the Arctic: 

“The voyages of. the Jeanette and 
the Fram, and the sledge journey of 
Mikkelsen and Leffingwell, appear to 
establish beyond all reasonable doubt 
the existence of a broad west-going off- 
shore current or drift, which extends 
from the mouth of McKenzie River, 
north of Point Barrow, now Siberia, 
Franz Josefs Land and the Spitzbergen 
Islands, and finally emerges from the 
arctic as the principal constituent of 
the current which passes between 
Greenland and Iceland, around Cape 
Farewell and up the eastern shore of 
Baffin Bay. Peterman’s map of 1865 
indicates that the currents north of 
Alaska flow westward, The direction 
toward which the wind blows is often 
in general accord with that taken _by 
the drifting ice and surface water. The 
prevailing winds at Point Barrow are 
from east-northeast. 

“ During the drifting of the Fram the 
wind was from the east rather than 
from the west.” 


Fears She’s Still in Ice. 


Dr. Henry A. Gannett of the Geo- 
graphic Society, another peer author- 
ity familiar with meteorolefis) condi- 
tions of the Point Barrow Coast, sa’¢: 

“If the Karluk, under Capt. BartiMtt's 
resourcefulness, got out of the ice pack 
she probably made her way eastward 
and toward the Alaskan shore some- 
where between Point Barrow and Filax- 
man Islands, te communicate with 


Stefansson's party. From what Stefans- 
son says in his dispatch in Tom Naw 
YorK Times it looks as though the 
Karluk remained in the pack, and it 
she did the vessel is not apt to get out 
of the pack this Winter. She would 
most probably drift northwestward. 
That would depend upon the direction 
and duration of the wind which would 
drive the ice, and affect it more than 
the drift of the current.” 

Dr. Gannett pointed out that the Kar- 
luk disappeared eastward of Point Bar- 
row, while the Jeanette was sunk con- 
siderably northwest of Point Barrow, 
and the Fram entered the ice for its 
drift about 15 degrees west of the place 
where the Jeanette was lost. 

‘*Tf the Karluk were a good, stanch, 
seaworthy vessel like the Fram or the 
Roosevelt, Capt. Bartlett would have 
more chance of getting her out of the 
ice pack if still there. The Karluk was 
an old condemned whaler, however.”’ 


May Drift to Polar Area. 


Rear Admiral C. M. Chester, another 
arctic authority, said he thought, 
should the winds carry the ice pack 
and the Karluk northwestward beyond 
Point Barrow, she probably would fol- 
low the couse of the ill-fated Jeanette, 
But he pointed out that Stefansson’s 
ship was in 150 degrees West longitude, 
which was much further eastward than 
154 Hast longitude, where the Jeanette 
sank, There was a probability, Admiral 
Chester thought, that the Karluk might 
drift toward the polar area, It depend- 
ed much on the running of the ice and 
the wind. 

The Jeanette, which started out from 
San Francisco in 1879, was caught in 
the ice pack and drifted nearly two 
years, and never escaped from its grip, 
The crew embarked in two cutters and 
a whaleboat, the Jeanette’ being 
crushed. Capt. De Long reached the 
mouth of the Lena River’s delta on the 
Russian coast, and perirhed from star- 
vation. 

The Fram, sailing from San Francisco 
in 1898, entered the polar ice near the 
New Siberian Islands, expecting to drift 
by the current over the pole, and come 
out of the east coast of Greenland. This 
was based on the fact that articles be- 
longing to the Jeanette, lost in 1881, had 
drifted in three years across the polar 
sea, to or around the polar continent, to 
Greenland. Nansen left the ‘Fram to 
make his furthest north record, and the 
Fram, left-in command of Capt. Sverd- 
rup, drifted northward until she finally 


was extricated from the ice and turned 
up at Tromsoe. 


SALESMEN ON RECORD TRIP. 


Two-Year World Tour Will Be Made 
by Six Who Start To-day. 


If, within the next few months, the 
more prosperous native women and set- 
tlers of the Far East are not so be- 
comingly garbed as their sisters in this 
country, it will not be the fault of Amer- 
ican enterprise. Nor will it be the fault 
of this enterprise if the gowns of the 
women who live in the principal Eura- 
pean countries do not fit so snugly-and 
well as those seen here any day in a 
promenade along Fifth Avenue. 

Six American salesmen will leave this 
city to-day on the Savoie for a two 
years’ trip around the world. They 
will make this trip in an endeavor to 
popularize in all quarters of the globe 
an American article of wearing apparel 
which is now a highly essential item in 
the wardrobe of a well-dessed woman— 
the brassiere. So far as could be learned 
here yesterday, this will be the first time 
in the history of American commerce 
that salesmen have been sent out to 
girdle the globe with so small ap article 
of apparel. Several points of interest 
are attached to the trip, according to 
Leo E. Levy of the Model Brassiere 
Company. Outlining them yesterday 
Mr. eet! said: 

The principal point is that the women 
in the more remote parts of tie world 
have reached a state of civilization in 
dress that has created a demand ‘for a 
garment that is seen only by the wearer. 
Another point is that while the bras- 
sicre, which some say is the offspring 
of the classic ‘girdle of Venus,’ was 
first brought into commercial promi- 
nence by the French fashion makers 
about ten years ago, it has remained 
for American enterprise to distribute it 
broadcast. This trip will make it 8- 
sible for the wome.u of Ceylon to buy 
brassieres at relatively the same prices 
that are paid for em in the local 
stores.” 

The objective point of the trip which 
will begin to-day is Sydney, Australia. 
From Australia the route will lead to 
New Zealand, with Auckland the first 
stop. After this the Straits Settlements 
will be visited, and from Singapore the 
travelers will make Manila. After the 
Philippines will come China, with stops 
at Hong Kong and Shanghai; India, 
with stops at Calcutta and Bombay; 
Ceylon; Arabia, and Portuguese East 
Africa. In South Africa stops will be 
made at eight important cities. 

From South Africa the salesmen will 
go to Europe. The route then leads to 
South America, where stops will be 
made in Brazil, the Argentine, Chile and 
Peru. A visit to Colombia will follow 
the trip through Peru, and Colombia 
will be followed by Panama. From there 
the travelers will return to New York. 
Fifty-one cities will be visited in all, 
and in each of them and the surround- 
ing territory it is planned to establish 
sales agencies. O. Kafka will be in 
charge of the ur as Field Sales Man- 
ager, while EB. A. Bateman will have 
general supervision of it from this end.

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WREYNOLDS TO ASK 
REAL DISSOLUTIONS 


Anti-Trust Policy of the Present 
Administration Indicated in 
Attorney General’s Report. 


CONDEMNS FORMER DECREES 


Leaving Same People in Control a 
“Fundamental Defect ’’——Plan 


to Shelve Aged Judges. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—While Presi- 
dent Wilson in his recent speech before 
Congress declared that he wanted future 
trust legislation to leave the Sherman 
Anti-Trust law intact, it became known 
to-day that dissolution suits under his 
Administration will aim at far more 
drastic decrees than the Supreme Court 
handed down in the Standard Oil and 
Tobacco Trust cases. This information 
is contained in the annual report of At- 
torney General McReynolds, and the 
idea may be developed in the address 
the President will deliver to Congress 
on trust questions shortly after the 
holidays. 

In his address of Dec. 1 the President’s 
only indication of his coming proposals 
for new legislation was his statement 
that the present law must be preserved 
and that its inhibitions must be made 
so definite that all could understand 
them. Mr. McReynolds, in his report to- 
day, declared that plans for the disso- 
lution of the Standard Oil Company 
and the Tobacco Trust carried a ‘ fun- 
damental defect"’ in that community 
of interest in the several separated con- 
stituent companies was left undis- 
turbed. 

Mr. McReynolds was employed as spe- 
cial counsel in the Tobacco Trust suit, 
but openly disagreed with the policy of 
his chief, Attorney General Wickersham. 
As a result he retired from the case, 
At the time of Mr. McReynolds’s ap- 
pointment it was said that he first at- 
tracted public attention by his breach 
with the Attorney General. 

In his report to-day Mr McReynolds 
draws a sharp distinction between the 
decrees in the Standard Oil and To- 
bacco Trust cases, and the dissolution 
he insisted on in the case of the Union 
Pacific-Southern Pacific merger. In the 
latter case, by permitting the transfer 
of $38,892,400 of Southern Pacific stock 
held by the Union Pacific to the Penn- 
sylvania, in return for $45,547,500 of the 
Pennsylvania’s holdings cf Baltirhore & 
Ohio, and by transferring the remain- 
ing $88,357,600 of Union Pacific’s hold- 
ings of Southern Pacific stock in trust 
to the Central Trust Company of New 
York, a complete disjoinder not only of 
control but of stock ownership was ac- 
complished. 


The “Fundamental Defect.” 


“It was insisted for the Government,”’ 
says Mr. McReynolds’s report, ‘‘ that 
the dissolution snould be effectual, and 
especially that it should be free from 
the fundamen.al defect in the plans 


adopted in the Standard Oil and To- 
bacco cases, where the separate parts 
into which the business was divided 
were left under the control of the same 
stocl.nolders. Several proposals by he 
Union Pacific Company were rejected, 
because they did not adequately guar- 
antee against a similar result. 

“The principle establisned by this de- 
cree has been adhered to in similar 
suits institu ed during this Administra- 
tion. Thus in the suit against the Read- 
ing Company and aff.liated corporations 
—the anthracite coal combination — the 
etition asks that the meading Company 
e require@ to dispose of the stocks of 
constituen companies composing tle 
combination to persons not its stock- 
holders or agents or otherwise under 
its control. My fixed purpose is to op- 
pose any plan of dissolution whica 
{tn cto : i zs 


would leave the sepatate parts of the 
unlawful combiantion under the control 
of the same set of men,” 

Mr. McReynolds makes few rec- 
ommendations for legislation. The 
changes he urges have more to do with 
the machinery of courts than with the 
fabric of the law. . 

As to any anti-trust legislative pro- 
gramme the Attorney General is silent. 
He asks Congress for no amendment of 
the Sherman act, and he points out no 
fault in its operation. 

eg & General McReynolds makes 
it clear, however, that so long as he is 
at the head of the department he will 
oppose court decrees in anti-trust suits 
whereby combinations are dissolved inta 
parts under the control of the same 
stockholders. That plan, adopted in the 
Standard Oil and Tobacco cases, he calls 
a “‘ fundamental defect,”’ and later adds 
in the same connection ‘that ‘‘ my fixed 
purpose is to oppose any plan of disso- 
lution which would leave the separate 
parts of the unlawful combination under 
the control of the same set of men.”’ 

For Superyisory Judges. 


The Attorney General offers a novel 
solution of the problem of superannuated 


Federal Judges. Such Judges, under the 
Constitution, hold office during good be- 
havior, although they may retire at the 
age of 70 after ten years of service. 

**I suggest,’’ says the Attorney Gen- 
eral, ‘‘an act providing that when any 


Judge below the Supreme Court fails to 
avail himself of the privilege of retir- 
ing, now granted by law, the President 
be required, with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, to appoint another Judge, 
who shali preside over the affairs of the 
court and have precedence over the older 
one. This will insure at all times the 
presence of a Judge sufficiently active to 
discharge promptly and adequately the 
duties of the court.” , 

Mr. McReynolds suggests that clerks 
of United States courts be appointed for 
specified terms and be made subject to 
removal by the President for cause. He 
asks that provision be made for a re- 
riew by the Supreme Court of the now 
final decisions of the Court of Customs 
Appeal, but only on, application by the 
Government, He approves the bill in- 
troduced by Representative Clayton giv- 
ing the Supreme Court power to pro- 
mulgate rules for trials on the law side 
of Federal courts. He reminds Congress 
also of needs of changes in his office 
and an increase in the salaries paid. 
He terms the present salaries ‘‘ mod- 
erate for the character and amount of 
work to be performed.” 


Flood of Anti-Trust Complaints. 


Coming to a review of the events with 
which his department has been con- 
cerned for the fiscal year, the Attorney 
General shows that when he took office 
fifty-two cases were pending under the 
Sherman law, and that since March 4 
eight cases have been begun, Complaints 
that the law has been violated pour into 
the department by the score each month, 
and come from all parts of the country. 

“In many instances,’ the report 
reads, ‘‘ the investigation has failed to 
disclose facts which would justify the 
institution of formal proceedings, but 
notice of the acuvity of the Govern- 
ment has impelled officers of large in- 
dustrial corporations to curtail danger- 
ous tendencies.’’ The Bureau of Inves- 
tigation has. looked into thousands of 
cases of ail kinds, those concerning vio- 
lations of the Sherman law and the 
national banking act averaging together 
more than fifty a month. 

Through the Bureau of Investigation 
and a corps of local white slave offi- 
cers the department, the Attorney Gen- 
eral says. has vigorously carried on the 
prosecution of offenders and has helped 
suppress the traffic. Out of the $475,- 
000 allotted for the detection and pros- 
ecution of crime $175,000 has been set 
aside for that work, and the Attorney 
General says ‘the department feels 
that very material progress has been 
made, particularly during the past year, 
in suppressing the most vicious features 
of this traffic.”’

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MONEY BILL TO PASS 
SENATE IN A WEEK 


Kern Names Dec. 17 for Final 
Vote—Agreement with Re- 
publicans Under Way. 


FOR PUBLIC-OWNED BANKS 


Nelson, Bristow, Weeks, and Clapp 
Urge Hitchcock’s Amendment— 


Owen Defends Bank Control.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Senators were 
encouraged to-day to believe, after three 
days of debate on the Currency bill, 


its passage was already in sight. Mr. 
Kern of Indiana, leaaer of the majority, 
said the bill would be passed not later 
than Wednesday, Dec. 17, but that in 
no case would a recess for the holidays 
be taken until the following Saturday. 

Negotiations between the Republicans 
and Democrats are under way to-night 
for a unanimous consent agreement to 
vote on the bill some day next week 
The Republicans, through Mr. Weeks of 
Massachusetts, told Mr. Lewis of Illinois, 
the majority whip, that they would con- 
sent to fixing a day for voting if the 
Democrats would rescind the order for 
night sessions. This proposal was 
agreeable to the Democrats except that 
they wanted the agreement formally en- 
tered before the night sessions were 
ended. Mr. Weeks will give an answer 
to this counter proposal to-morrow. 

Hope for a vote this Saturday has 
been abandoned. Mr. Burton of Ohio 
has withdrawn his objection to a vote 
then, but Mr. Clapp of Minnesota and 
Mr. obdu- 
rate, 

Senator Nelson of Minnesota and Sen- 
ator Bristow of Kansas, Republicans, 
spoke to-day in favor of the public 
ownership of the proposed regional re- 
€ Their agreement on the 
bill was more striking from the fact 
that Mr. Nelson is a conservative Re- 
publican, while Mr. Bristow is gener- 
ally described as the most radical mem. 
ber of the upper ,house. 

Senator Nelson took issue with Mr. 
Weeks of Massachusetts, who a few days 
ago bitterly assailed the provision in the 
bill for an insurance of deposits to. mem- 
ber banks, and spoke warmly in its fa- 
vor. He convulsed his hearers by telling 
his personal experience with unguaran- 
teed deposits. 

‘* When I was a young man just after 
leaving the army,’’ he said, ‘‘ I took up 
the law. I saved up $500. I had a cow, 
a rickety buggy, an old horse that some- 
times balked, a wife, and a child. I 
was a country lad, and all banks were 
alike to me. I put my money in a so- 
called farmers’ bank. Three months 
later all I had was my wife and child, 
the cow, the old horse, and the buggy. 
Since then I have always been in favor 
of protecting the depositors in banks.”’ 

The debate was precipitated by Sena- 
tor Hitchcock, who started a general 
argument in opposing the provision of 
the Administration bill giving the mem-|! 
ber banks control of the directory of 
the regional banks. He was supported 
by Senators Weeks, Bristow, and Clapp. 

Senators Owen and Shafroth defended 
the Administration measure, contend- 
ing that the banks would not enter the 
System and furnish the funds for the 
regional banks, unless they had control 
of those institutions. 

Senator Bristow urged the adoption 
of the Hitchcock plan to have the pro- 
posed regional banks owned by the pub- 
lic and controlled by the Government. 

“Tt has been asserted,”’ said he, ‘‘ that 
certain great banking interests have ob- 
tained a monopoly of credit even under 
the present independent banking sys- 
tem, and my assertion is that the pro- 
visions of the bill as presented by 
Senator Owen, make it more easy for 
such great concerns to monopolize

_NEW WEOME TAX RULE. |TOBBY CHARGES GO 


Time for Using Certain Temporary 


Forms Extended to Jan. 15.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Secretary 
McAdoo has issued additional regula- 
tions. and blanks relating to the pay- 
ment of the income tax. The time for 
using certain of the forms temporarily 
permitted is extended to Jan. 15, 1914. 
The text of the new regulations fol- 
lows:

DEPLORES SEAMEN’S BILL. 


Capt. George A. White Says It Will 
Ruin Many of Steamboat Companies 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. — Secretary 
Redfield of the Department of Com- 
merce told the Association of Passen- 
ger Steamboat Lines at its annual ban- 
quet here to-night that the ‘‘ marine in- 
terests, both on the deep seas and in in- 
terior waters, must more and more ad- 
just themselves to the improved indus- 


trial conditions existing and to exist 
on land."’ 

‘“* Possibly a corporation may not earn 
as largely to-aay,’’ the Secretary said, 
‘under the spirit which says that the 
men in its shop. or on its vessel are 
worth as much to the nation as are its 
officers or Directors. But it will be 
better for the nation if contentment 
and some degree of comfort come into 
the homes of the workers.’ He added 
that the Government steamboat inspec- 
tion service must insist firmly on obe- 
dience to all laws relating to safety of 
passengers. 

Capt. George A. White of New York, 
Assistant General Manager of the Hud- 
son River Day Line, President of the 
association; T. F. Newman, and D. C, 
Melntyre of Cleveland also addressed 
the banqueters. Capt. White spoke on 
the ‘‘ Menace of the Seamen’s Union 
Bill.’ He said if it passed it would 

ut a majority of the cOmpanies out of 
business. 

“A majority of the lines represented 
here are facing the blackest outlook in 
marine history,” said Capt; White, 
‘but we will keep our flags flying as 
long as private euterprise can do so. I 
saw, through -vear-dimmed eyes, off 
Havana Harbor, the Maine sink beneath 
the waves witn her beautiful flag fly- 
ing. Gentlemen, that is the way to sink. 
This passenger marine, the oldest busi- 
ness of our country, will carry the flag 
honorably so long as there is fighting 
chance,”

HOLD UP PINDELL REPORT. 


Senate Sub-Committee Wants to In- 
spect All Correspondence.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.~There were 
indications to-day that H. L. Pindell 
of Peoria, Ill., who, in the last session, 
was named by President Wilson as Am- 
bassador to Russia, would not be con- 
firmed by the Senate without a struggie. 
Mr. Pindell’s nomination was not con- 
firmed last session owing to published 


correspondence, part of which was al- 
leged to be forged. The President and 
Secretary Bryan insisted that a great 
injustice had been done Mr. Pindell, 
and his nomination was re-submitted. 

The sub-committee on the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations decided 
unanimously to-day against a favorable 
report unless all the correspondence 
connected with the nomination should 
be supmitted to inspection. The corre- 
spondence published indicated that Mr. 
Pindell was to be appointed an the 
condition that he would serve only one 
year, ang that Mr. Bryan had promised 
that he would not be embarrassed by 
his inexperience, as no duties would be 
imposed upon him. This part of the 
correspondence was denounced as a 
forgery. 

No such sweeping comment has been 
made on alleged letters indicating that 
Mr. Pindell asked Representative Claud- 
ius U. Stone of Peoria to submit all 
nominations of Postmasters for his (Mr. 
Pindell’s) approval. The story was that 
Mr. Pindell wanted to make sure that 
all Postmasters in that district would 
act as agents for his newspaper. Mr. 
Stone has said flatly that he would not 
appear before the Senate Committee, 
but it is expected that Mr. Pindell will 
respond promptly to an invitation. 


PROHIBITIONISTS TO PLEAD. 


2,000 Will Petition Congress To- 
day for National Prohibition. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Prohibition 
forces from all over the country are 
gathered in Washington to-night, pre- 
pared for a demonstration before the 


Capitol to-morrow. when more than 
2,000 men and women, representing the 
Anti-Saloon League of Amevica, and the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union, 
will submit petitions demanding na- 
tional prohibition by constitutional 
amendment. 

A committee of 1,000 men, representing 
the anti-saloon forces, will be received 
at the Capitol first, after which they 
will withdraw, and the women will 
make their plea. 

Brig. Gen. A. S. Daggett will act as 
Grand Marshal of the men’s procession. 
The women will be headed by Mrs. Lil- 
lian-M. N. Stevens of Maine, President 
General of the W. C. T. U.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—All questions 
relating to the investigation of the Mul- 
hall lobby charges were referred by the 
House late to-day to its Judiciary Com- 
mittee on a vote of 134 to 34. This ac- 
tion. followed a long parliamentary de- 
bate over the report of the special in- 
vestigating committee arraigning lobby- 
ing activities at the Capitol and holding 
Representative McDermott of Illinois, a 
Democrat, guilty of ‘‘ acts of grave im- 
propriety, unbecoming the dignity of the 
position he occupies,’ but did not think 
he had been corrupted in his votes, and 
@& minority report submitted by Rep- 
resentative MacDonald, Progressive, of 
Michigan, with resolutions proposing the 
expulsion of Representative McDermott, 


and contempt proceedings against offi- 
cers of the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers. The mayority report, which 
made no recommendations, was signed 
by Chairman Garrett and all the mem- 
bers of the committee except Represen- 
tative MacDonald. 

For three hours and a half the read- 
ing clerks of the House droned through 
the reading of the reports. Then Mr, 
MacDonald introduced his two resolu- 
tions. The first called upon the House 
to determine immediately whether, 
under the committee’s report, McDer- 
mott had not been guilty of “ disgrace- 
ful and dishonrable misconduct and 
venality, rendering him unworthy of a 
seat in this House and justly liable to 
expulsion from the same.” 

The other called for immediate de- 
termination whether, under the com- 
mittee report, it had not been shown 
that J. Philip Bird, John Kirby, Jr., 
James A. Emery, Martin M. Mulhall 
and other officers and agents of the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
“have been engaged in systematic, con- 
tinuous practices against the good order 
and dignity of the House, and in im- 
proper and vicious lobbying activities, 
rendering them liable to punishment by 
this House for contempt.’ 

Representative McDermott was pres- 
ent while Representative MacDonald 
was speaking. 

The main conclusions of the majority 
define a lobby as ‘‘a person or body of 
persons seeking to influence legislation 
by Congress in any manner whatsoever.” 
The National Association of Manufact- 
urers, the National Council for Indus- 
trial Defense, the National Tariff Com- 
mission Association, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the Washington City 
Associations of Liquor Dealers, and loan 
brokers are found to have maintained 
lobbies. 

Martin M. Mulhall is held to have ad- 
mitted errors in some vital statements 
made in his charges, but to have been 
corroborated in other matters of im- 
portance by officials of the National 
Association of Manufacturers and the 
National Council for Industrial Defense. 

The majority made no recommenda- 
tions, but declared that Representative 
McDermott of Illinois had been guilty 
of acts of grave impropriety, unbecom- 
ing the dignity of his office, though 
“we cannot say that he has been cor- 
rupted in his votes.’’ The majority re- 
port also held that McDermott knew that 
Mulhall, ‘‘a lobbyist for the National 
Association of Manufacturers,’’ em- 
ployed McMichael, formerly a House 
page.

U. 8. COURT TO PASS: 
ON THAW’S SANITY 


Federal Judge Aldrich Rules 
This Must Be Done Before 
Deciding Motion for Bail. 


ON WAY TO SUPREME COURT 


Constitutional Questions Involved to 
be Sent Promptly to Highest 
Tribunal in Land. 


Special to Phe New ¥ork Times. 

CONCORD, N. H., Dec. 9.—That the 
United States Court for the District o! 
New Hampshire will pass upon the 
sanity of Harry Thaw before acting 
upon a motion to admit him to bail 
was announced by Judge Edgar Aldrich, 
sitting in that court, to-day. 

Judge Aldrich also made it clear that 
the Thaw case will not be terminated 
until the Supreme Court of the United 
States has had an opportunity to pass 
upon the constitutional questions in- 
volved-in the pending proceedings for. 
the extradition of Thaw by New York 
State. 

The matter came up in the District 
Court to-day at a hearing on the ap- 
plication of Thaw to be admitted to 
bail. Counsel agreed that the charge 
of conspiracy to escape from the insane 
asylum at -Matteawan was a bailable 
offense. Then the question of whether 
the prisoner, if admitted to bail, would 
be a menace to the community was 
raised by William T. Jerome, Special 
Deputy Attorney General for New York. 
The court said that point would have 
to be determined before bail was per- 
mitted. , 

“We expect to take Thaw back to 
New York,”’ said Mr. Jerome, “to try 
him for the crime with which we have 
charged him and to punish him for it, 
and then we expect to put him where 
he belongs and to keep him there for 
the protection of the public. We have 
very radical objections to turning Thaw 
loose on the community, to which he 
would be a peril.’ 

Mr. Jerome said that any reasonable 
amount of bail would not suffice to in- 
sure Thaw’s appearance in court. It 
was a matter of court record, he said, 
that Thaw had given one of his lawyers 
$25,000 with which an attempt was 
made to bribe the head of the institu- 
tion where he had been confined. 


May Appoint a Commission. 


Judge Aldrich replied that before the 
question of bail was decided it would de 
necessary to determine the prisoner’s 
mental condition to the satisfaction of 
the United States District Court. He 
reserved decision on whether he would 


personally determine the matter or ap- 
point a commission to do so. 

In his argument Mr. Jerome suggested 
a possible decision that the court might 
make. 

“Don’t worry about that,’’ said Judge 
Aldrich. ‘‘ The constitutional questions 
involved in this. ease are of such im- 
portance that [I shall not pass upon 
them myself, but shall forward them as 
-_promptly as passible to the Supreme 
Court of the United States.’’ 

The constitutional questions are con- 
cerned with Thaw’s extradition, his 
status in New York, and his status in 
New Hampshire, 

Thaw did not attend the hearing, but 
was represented by his New Hampshire 
lawyers, Merrill Shurtleff and Dewitt 
Cc. Howe. Appearing for New York 
State with Mr. Jerome were Franklin 
Kennedy, Assistant Attorney General, 
Po Pommard M. Jacobs of Lancaster, 


Thaw Complains of Expense. 


In applying for admission to bail, 
‘Thaw pleaded that others indicted with 
him for the same offense had been ad- 
mitted to bail, and further that he was 
under great expense for keepers and 


their board. Mr. Jerome ridiculed the 
contention that Thaw was burdened by 
the expense of his keepers and their 
board, and said that ‘‘ Thaw should be 
put where men of his class belong, in 
the lockup.” 

Mr. Jerome, in contending that Thaw, 
if at large, would be a menace to the 
community, offered to quote the 
opinions of various New _ York State 
jurists to sustain his position. Judge 
Aldrich did not care to hear these 
opinions. Mr. Jerome flared up and 
eaid the decisions ‘‘ were entitled to 
some respect, even if they did emanate 
from State Judges.” 

To the Thaw lawyers ten days were 
given to file their brief, and additional 
time if found necessary. 

It was reported this afternoon that 
Thaw’s counsel would be satisfied to 
have a commission examine the pris- 
oner as to his sanity, and as members 
of such a commission Dr. Bancroft of 
the New Hampshire State Hospital, Dr. 
Crossman of Portsmouth, and Dr. 
French of Medfield, Mass., were men- 
tioned, 


Prelimivary Decision Necessary, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Judge Ald- 
rich’s statement to-day that he would 
not pass upon the constitutional ques- 
tions involved in the Thaw case, but 
would forward them promptly to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, was 
not taken in Supreme Court circles as 
meaning that the case would come to 
the highest court without at least the 
form of a decision by Judge Aldrich on 
the pending habeas. corpus application. 
Only tho Federal Circuit Courts of Ape 
peals, it was pointed out, may certify 
questions of law to the Supreme Court 
for answer before they have acted them- 
selves, and this can be done only in 


teases where the decisions of the Circuit 


Courts of Appeals are final. 

The only way in which the Thaw case 
may come from the District Court to the 
Supreme Court is said to be by way of 
appeal from a decision rendered by

Alexander, President of the School Art 
League; William Laurel Harris, Presi- 
dent of the Municipal Art Society; C.

Tt was his 
hope that branches of that great institu- 
tion might be established with circulat- 
ing exhibits that the busy citizen might 
vist them before, after and between the 
hours. of work and ‘feed his soul on the 
art and beauty and so hasten a general 
refinement of our entire society.’ ”

CEMENT SALESMAN ACCUSED 


Dealer Charges Larceny of $256 in 
Sales Not Accounted For. 


The interest of Charles F. Murphy, 
Jr., nephew of the Tammany chief, ‘n 
many cement sales was brought out 
yesterday before Magistrate Levy in 
the Tombs Court in connection with the 
examination of Edward Angier, a sales- 
man of cement and building materials 
of 76 William Street. Angier was 
charged by Lawrence Rukeyser, a ce- 
ment and lime dealer of 303 Fifth Ave- 
nue, with the larceny of $256, the pro- 
ceeds of cement sales which Angier re- 
ceived and did not turn over to Rukey- 
ser. who supplied the cement. : 

Angier, it appeared from the_testi- 
mony, went to Rukeyser and told him 
that he was in a position to get orders 
from friends of Murphy. Rukeyser as- 
serted that he thaught Murphy was a 
partner of Angier and préduced in court 
three letters which he addressed to 
Murphy personally about the sales, 

Angier’s defense was that the transac- 
tions were only between him and Ru- 
keyser, and any proceeds from sales of 
cement ordered from Rukeyser were 
charged to his personal acceunt with 
the cement dealer, which would be ad- 
justed in the usual way. [Israel H. 
Perksin, Angier’s attorney, moved for 
his client’s discharge on the ground that 
there was no proof of grand larceny 
and that the jurisdiction was not 
proper. Magistrate Levy reserved de- 
cision on the motions. 


FEAR NO HOTEL STRIKE. 
Managers Say t. W. W. and Union 


Man Are in Minority. 


The hotel men of New York did not 
seem to be atarmed yesterday over the 
report that the waiters and cooks were 
contemplating another strike. Very few 
had heard any rumor of a strike until 


they read the news in the morning 
newspapers, and almost without excep- 
tion they were inclined to regard the 
danger as a negligible quantity. The 
manager of one of the largest hotels 
in the city said yesterday. 

“Since the last waiters’ strike we 
have been having no trouble at all with 
our kitchen and dining-room help, and 
T have not heard of any smoldering dis- 
content among the employes. The fear 
of a strike is the least of my worries.” 

Other managers echoed this, and ne- 
where was an apprehension expressed 
that the Christmas season would he 
disturbed by labor troubles. 

In practically all of the leading hotels 
in the city it was said that the union 
and I. W. W. men among the cooks and 
waiters were in a minority, ang that 
neither branch could seriously impair 
the service. Also it was pointed out 
That the hostility between the I. W. W. 
and the American Federation of Labor 
would prevent either organization doing 
much harm, 


HERBST ANSWERS FLAGG. 


Other Architects Not Opposed to 
Proposed Code, Says Alderman. 


Alderman Abram W. Herbst, Chair- 
man of the Code Revision Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen, replied yes- 
terday to the criticisms made of the 


proposed building code by Ernest Flagg, 
the architect, who said that the pro- 
posed measure was unsafe and unjust. 

“The requirements of the code,” said 
Alderman Herbst, ‘‘ have received no 
such condemnation from any of the re- 
maining architects and engineers of this 
eity, among whom are perhaps many 
just as anxious as Mr. Flagg to see just 
laws and safe construction provided. A 
building code, whether it is drawn by 
Mr. Flagg, a committee of geniuses, or 
merely a committee of Aldermen, will 
never escape criticism until such time 
as the pious few submit to that which 
does the greatest good to a suffering 
eunile, even if their ideal does nat pre- 
vail.

The car was crowded, and three wo- 
men who were hanging on to straps 
fainted. They quickly recovered and, 
according to the police report, refused 
to give their names and hurried to their 
homes. The accident caused great con- 
fusion in Lexington Avenue for half an 
hour, and two wrecking crews were 
ealled out to get the line in running or- 
der again. 

The. accident occurred at an hour 
when the cars were crewded to their 
capacity by Christmas shoppers, and 
the police wondered that no one was 
mortally hurt. The auto truck, owned 
by the’ Gulf Refining Company of 21 
State Street and driven by Charles E. 
Rist of 445 Walnut Street, Yonkers, 
came buzzing along Forty-eighth Street 
at a lively chp. It shot past the corner 


‘just as the crowded car, bound uptown, 


passed. The auto hit the car with such 
force that it tore away the front plat- 
form and hurled the motorman out into 
the street. 

The truck carried thirty barrels of 
gasoline, each weighing 450 pounds. 
The driver, according to the story told 
to the police, failed to see the car, and 
thought he had a clear path across the 
avenue. Policeman Frank Minick called 
out the reserves under Capt. Thor, and 
sent in a _ call for two ambulances from 
lower Hospital and one from the Re- 
ception Hospital. 

For a few minutes there was much 
excitement, and the cries of the women 
passengers could be heard for blocks. 
It was believed that the chauffeur of 
the auto truck, who could not be found 
for some little time, had been killed, 
and a message to that effect was sent 
to his employers. The surface car was 
lifted several inches from the track, 
and then sank back upon the pavement. 

The clanging of the gongs on the am- 
bulances served to attract big crowds 
from all over the section, and the ef- 
forts of men and women to get a glimpse 
of .what was going on seriously inter- 
fered with the work of the wrecking 
crews,

GAMBLERS LOST $125,000. 


Apparatus Worth That Destroyed by, 
Police—1,643 Vice Resorts Closed. 


Police Commissioner Waldo made pub- 
lic yesterday a statement covering the 
activities of the police against gamblers 
and disorderly resorts from June 1, 
1911, to Nov. 30, 1913. The police during 
this time destroyed gambling apparatus 
which had cost more than $125,000. Prior 
to Mr. Waldo’s being appeinted Com- 
missioner, the gamblers were in the 
habit of recovering their apparatus 
after raids by going into municipal 
courts and suing out writs of replevin. 
Commissioner Waldo called this situa- 
tion to the attention of the late Mayor 
Gaynor, at whose suggestion the policy 
of destroying gambling paraphernalia as 
soon as possible after raids was insti- 
tuted. ; 

During the period covered by the 
statement the police closed 819 gambling 
places, made 1,916 arrests and procured 
561 convictions for gambling. Of those 
arrested 1,190 were discharged, 90 got 
suspended sentences and 382 were fined 
amounts aggregating $9,246. The cases 
of 165 are still pending. f . 

The results of the work against dis- 
orderly resorts were thus given: Resorts 
closed, 1,648; arrests made, 2,218; dis- 
charged, 711; pending cases, 129; sus- 
pended sentences, 107; fined, 185; total 
fines, $20,831. 


Prisom Sentence for Swindler Lewis 

George L. Lewis, who was convicted 
ef grand larceny last week on charges 
brought by Mrs. George H. Barrett of 


305 West Seventy-second Street, was 
oe ened yesterday by Judge Mahoney 
in the Court of General Sessions to not 
less than five years nor more than nine 
years and six months in Sing Sing.

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GRAY SUITS FAIL: 
‘WIFE RENEWS HERS 


Bgoker Unwilling to Press Di- 
vorce Action, Mrs. Gray Be- 
comes the Plaintiff. 


ADVANCE LETTERS MAILED 


Witness Tells How Gray Left Them 
Behind When He Went to Eu- 
rope ty be Sent to Wife. 


The suit for absolute divorce brought 
by John Boyd Gray against his wife, 
Mrs. Justine Sutton Gray, and her coun- 
ter-suit were both disposed of yesterday 
by a jury before Supreme Co ustice 
Page. By direction of the J e the 
jury found that neither Mr. Gray nor 
his wife was entitled to a divorce. So 
both of them, with their friends, left the 
court together, but separated in the cor- 
ridor. Mrs, Gray and her mother, Mrs. 
Edgar B. Sharp, and her brother, Ef- 
fingham E. Sutton, went te the office of 
Mrs. Gray’s lawyer to talk over the 
events of the day and to lay plans for 
further legal action. 

What these plans were came to the 
surface late in the day, when a sum- 
mons, with proof of service, was filed in 
the County Clerk’s office, in a proceed- 
ing brought by Mrs. Gray against her 
husband. Mrs. Gray’s lawyers would 
not discuss the new suit, but it was in- 
timated that it was for absolute divorce. 
It was also intimated that the suit of 
Mrs. Gray that was disposed of yester- 
day would have had a different ending 
if it had been known that it would go to 
trial at once. Mr. Shelby said: 

‘“‘T am not ready to discuss the new 
proceedings that are to be brought by 
my client. But theré will be develop- 
ments in a few days. Once before Mrs. 
Gray found it necessary to divorce her 
husband, but they were married again. 
This tinw ‘he ending will be different.’ 

Mrs. Gray came into court yesterday 
leaning on her mother’s arm. She wore 
a costly coat and her hat was decked 
with plumes. She showed great ner- 
vousness at the counsel table and at 
times it seemed that she would give 
way to tears as she did on Monday, but 
her mother succeeded in pacifying her. 

The action brought by Mr. Gray was 
on the calendar, but Lawyer John J. 
Curtin, Mr. Gray’s lawyer, did not want 
to go on. All efforts to get a commis- 
sion to take testimony against Mrs. 
Gray in Bermuda and in various Euro- 
pean cities had failed, and because of 
this Mr. Gray maintained he had no 
hope of making out his case against his 
wife. 

Earlier in the day he went before Su- 
preme Court Justice Ford and asked 
him to stay the trial, but the applica- 
tion was refused with bitter words. Jus- 
tice Ford said that the proof wanted by 
Mr, Gray ought to have been procured 
long ago and that the matter should not 
“have been permitted to rest until the 
case was on the calendar for trial. Mr. 
Gray was then anxious to drop the 
whole matter,” but Evan Shelby and 
John J. Hynes, counsel for Mrs. Gray, 
protested. They had no say over the 
suit brought by Mr. Gray, but they in- 
sisted that Mrs. Gray’s suit should 
go on. 

fo the ease was reversed and rs. 
Gray, who? came into court as a de- 
fendant, became the plaintiff. She was 
the first witness. She walked steadily 
to the witness chair and the charges 
made against her by her husband were 
read to her in brief and then she was 
asked if she had ever been guilty of any 
nets that warranted such serious aocu- 
sations. She drew herself up proudly 
and said with emphasis: ‘I never was. 

“Tn. March 1918, did you go to Ber- 
muda?’ asked Mr. Shelby. 

Mr. Curtin ptotested. He said there 
was ng issue and that the withess was 
entirely incompetent and had no fight 
in the witness chair. After some wrang- 
ling between the lawyers Mrs. Gray 
was excused, and the witness chair was 
occupied by her brother, Effingham 1. 
Sutton. He said he had been in the em- 
ploy of the brokerage firm of Fuller & 
Gray, and that Mr. Gray, his brother- 
in-law, had left behind him a number 
of letters when he sailed away to Lon- 
don during the time that Mrs. Gray 
was in Bermuda. These letters, Mr. 
Sutton said, he had been directed by Mr. 
Gray to send to Mrs. Gray whenever 
letters from her demanded an answer 
and even at other times when it seemed 
proper that a husband should commun!- 
cate with his wife. This task, Mr. Sut- 
ton said, had been faithfully performed, 

Mrs. Gray returned from Bermuda on 
April 7, and on the same da Mr. Gray 
arrived home from his pleasure trip to 
London and Paris, and Mrs. Gray learned 
that her husband had not been sticking 
close to his business during her absence. 

All the time the witness was answer- 
ing questions of Mr. Shelby, Mr. Curtin 
kept objecting. He insisted that there 
was no issue, and that the movements 
ef Mr. Gray were without value and 
chould be stricken out of the record. 
But Justice Page let the case go on. 
Miss Anna V. Carrigan. a nurse, testi- 
fied that on @ hs to Washington Mr. 
Cray told her that his wife was angry 
with him, and that he had not been 
faithful to her. m 

“ What answer did youl make to that? 
Miss Carrigan was asked, 3 

“T told him to forget it,’’ she replied. 
Then she explained, that she gave this 
advice beeause she believed that all the 
differences btween th coup! had been 
mad up, and she thought it was unwise 
to fan the semnes into a blaze again. : 

Dr. Edmund J. Palmer, the Grays 
family physician. who has known Mrs. 
Gray for many years, was called to the 
witness chair, but was withdrawn -with- 
out answering any questions. 

Justice Page then directed the jury 
to return qa verdict stating that the evi- 
dence was not sufficient to sustain the 
charges in Mrs Gray’s complaint. 

“This leaves the litigants,’’ said the 
Tustice, “in the same relation that ex- 
isted before the suits began.”’ 


SAYS WIFE LIKES GUNMEN. 


Husband Complains That She Gave 
His Presents to a Gang. 


Frank Hugh, who says he works in a 
banking house in Front Street, told yes- 
terday, in a complaint filed in the Coun- 
ty Clerk’s office, why he had brought 
suit against Alfreda Carballo Hugh for 
annulment of their marriage. His wife, 
he alleged, had become acquainted with 
gunmen and spent much time with them 
at a meeting place at Bighth Avenue 
and 155th Street. Sometimes she would 
be away from him for weeks at a time, 
‘he said, and when he gave her certain 
articles of jewelry, in particular a $400 
diamond ring, she handed it over, he be- 
lieved, to this gang. 

Mrs. Hugh denied her husband’s story 

. about the gunmen, and said that she 
had never éven heard the word until the 
Becker trial.

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Miss Mulhall Has Been Confined for 
Four Years as Insane. 


Asserting that although sane bhe has 
been confined in an insane asylum for 
four years, Miss Elizabeth Mulhall of 
25744 Central Avenue, Brooklyn, through 
her attorney yesterday, opposed, the 
claim of the authorities of. the Kings 
Park State Hospital for the payment 
of a bill of $829.50 for her maintenance. 
The matter came before Justice Bene- 
dict of the Supreme Court on the ap- 
plication of Edward Cooney, as com- 
mittee of her estate, for the approval of 
his accounts. 

In his decision Justice B 
he felt constrained by the Statutes to 
approve the _ application, although 
“nothing in the acts or conversation 
of the alleged incompetent person as 
she appeared before me at the bar im- 
pressed me as irrational, nor as war- 
ranting her further commitment to the 
institution in questign.” 

Miss Mulhall was committed on.an 
order issued in the Kings County Court 
on Feb. 19, 1909.

Her appearance and man- 
ner so impressed Justice Benedict yes- 
terday that he said he would issue a 
writ of habeas corpus to try out the 
question of her present mental condi- 
tion so that she might be discharged 
from, the hospital as mentally sound. 
Her attorney assured the court that he 
would prepare the necessary papers for 
the writ at once. 


DR. CRAIG GOES FREE. 


Court Orders Knabe Murder Charge 
Dismissed—Ragsdale Also Freed. 


SHELBYVILLE, Ind., Dec. 9.~Judge 
Alonzo Blair to-day instructed the jury 
to dismiss the case against Dr. William 
B. Craig, charged with the murder of 
Dr. Helen Knabe at Indianapolis: Oct. 
23, 1911. The motion to dismiss the case 
was made by Attorney Henry Spaan 
for the defendant yesterday when the 
State concluded its testimony. 

Mr Spaan said be believed Dr. Knabe 
was murdered, but said “it is a far cry 
frem the proposition that Dr. Knabe 
was murdered to the proposition that 
Craig did it.”” He insisted that the State 
had failed to connect Dr. Craig with the 
crime in any way, and also had failed to 
establish any motive for the crime. 
The court held that he was correct in 
this statement. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 9.—The 
indictment against Alonzo M. Ragsdale, 
indicted with Dr. William B. Craig for 
the murder of Dr. Helen Knabe, was 
nolle prossed in court here to-day by 
Prosecutor Frank P,. Baker. Ragsdale 
was indicted as an accessory after the 
fact, and as Dr. Craig was acquitted 
there was no case against Ragsdale. 


FILM SHOW IN COURT. 


United Shoe Machinery Company 
IHustrates Its Testimony. 


BOSTON, Dec. 9.—In a court specially 
darkened for the occasion, a moving pic- 
ture show was given to-day as part of 
the defense of the United Shoe Machin- 
ery Company in the dissolution suit in- 
stituted by the Government on the 
ground that the company has effected 
an unlawful monopoly. 

The ‘‘movies’’ were employed to illus- 
trate the operation of machines manu- 
factured® by the company and to 
familiarize the jurors with the mechani- 
cal processes. involved. Twenty-six 
films and slides were used, the exhibi- 
tion lasting forty minutes. Sidney W. 
Winslow, president of the company, and 
one of the defendants in the dissolution 
suit, explained the pictures as they were 
thrown on the wall of the court room. 

When the picture show was ended, 
President Winslow resumed his testi- 
mony.

Zulia Lies in East River, Off 
Conover Street, and Is Three- 
Quarters Submerged. 


WILL BE RAISED AT ONCE 


Gale and Heavy‘ Seas Opened Hole 
Made by Fall of Steel Shaft 
Into Hold. 


~ 


As the result of the thirty-foot piece 
of steel shafting piercing her hull, the 
Red D Line steamship Zulia is now 
lying three parts submerged in twenty- 
five feet of water off Red Hook Point 
in the Bast River, opposite Conover 
Street. Officials of the line said yester- 
day that contracts would be given out 
to-day to raise the Zulia and refit her, 
which would probably take two months 
or more. The place where she lies is 
sheltered from the wind, and there is no 
tide to speak of. It is estimated that 
the loss of her cargo of flour and apples, 
&c., will be $25,000, and the damage to 
the ship and cost of raising her another 
$75,000. ‘ 

According to Capt. S. S. Morris, every 
precaution was taken by the officials on 
the pier at Atlantic Docks, Brooklyn, on 
Monday afternoon and by the longshore- 
men to prevent the accident. A heavy 
piece of forged steel engine shafting 
thirty feet long and weighing 3,800 
pounds, part of a shipment of machinery 
to La Guayra, Venezuela, was being 
hoisted on board, when the lower end 
slipped through the casings and the 
sling and went crashing through the 
light cargo, end on, into the lower hold, 
where it went through the hull and 
stuck in the mud. 

The men who were in the hold waiting 
to steady the shafting as it was lowered 
and to stow it away properly for the 
voyage had a narrow escape. As the 
sling began to slip, the foreman at the 
hatch roared out, ** Stand from under!’’ 
just in time. The shafting had great 
momentum in its fall, as it was raised to 
the top of the derrick at the time. 

The hold of the Zulia filled quickly, 
and it was thought that she would sink 
at her pier, but with the aid of three 
Merritt-Chapman wrecking tugs, pon- 
toons, and pumps the vessel was buoyed 
up. The shafting was hoisted from the 
hold with some difficulty and landed 
again on the pier. 

Shortly after midnight Capt. Morris 
decided to start with the tugs to have 
the Zulia towed to Robbins’ Dry Dock. 
The hole in the hull had been pulgge 
by the ship’s engineers with the aid of 
the men from the wrecking crew, and it 
was noped that she would hold out until 
the dry dock was reacned. 

As the Zulia was passing the foot of 
Conover Street the choppy water, com- 
bined with the seventy-mile gale that 
was blowing, shifted the plugs so quick- 
ly that her crew scarcely had time to 
get in their small boats and save them- 
selves. The distress whistles of the 
wrecking tugs quickly brought a fleet 
of river craft to their aid, but it was 
found that nothing could be done until 
the cargo had been removed, which will 
be begun to-day. The loss is covered 
by insurance, it was said. 

The bow of the Zulia is out of water 
and part of her superstructure and the 
hull is resting easily on the mud. It is 
understood that the Red D Line has 
chartered the steamship Thyra Miner to 
start for Venezuelan ports on Sdaturda 
to carry the passengers and cargo left 
by the sinking of the Zulia.

OPPOSE FEDERALROAD FUND 


Highway Experts*Say Money Would 
Be Wasted at Present. ~ 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9:—Federal aid 
for highways throughout the United 
States, unless planned upon some com- 
prehensive system, was not favored by 
those who to-day addressed the tenth 
annual convention of the. American 
Roadbuilders’ Association. Several of 
the speakers said that the bills now be- 
fore Congress providing for Federal aid 


for good roads were designed more to 
open “ pork barrels”? than to give the 
States good, permanent highways. 

S. Percy Hooker, State Superintendent 
of Highways of New Hampshire, said he 
did not favor Federal aid under present 
proposed schemes. If Federal aid was 
to be given, he said, there should be a 
Federal Department of Roads, and each 
State should have a similar department. 
In outlining his plan Mr. Hooker said 
each State should prepare its own maps 
and make assessed valuations, and 
should inform the Federal Government 
the amount of State funds available for 
roadbullding, and that Federal aid should 
be based upon this information, 

Nelson P, Lewis, Chief Engineer of 
the Board of Estimate of New York 
City, was generally in accord with the 
ideas of Mr. Hooker. 

Harold Parker, fotmer Chairman of 
the Massachusetts Highway Commis- 
sion, said that any Federal legislation 
at this time would be wrong, because 
there was no immediate prospect of an 
agreement on the for Federal aid 
should take. He suggested that the 
President of the United States should 
appoint a commission to study the ques- 
tion of aid from the geheral Govern- 
ment and make a report in three or four 
years.

Chief Justice William S. Gummere, in 
charging the Grand Jury in Newark 
yesterday, said that the wrecking of the 
Roseville Trust Company was a “ gross 
monstrosity,’’ and that there was evi- 
dence enough to indict everybody con- 
nected with the concern, from the Pres- 
ident down, except the directorate as a 
whole. The court denounced Raymond 
BH. Smith, Secretary-Treasurer of the 
defunct bank, who is in jail in default 
of $50,000 bail as an ‘ archconspirator.” 

In his charge the Chief Justice point- 
eg out to the jurors that there were at 
least four kinds of criminality. The 
first, the court said, was the plain em- 
bezzlement of thousands of dollars from 
the bank’s deposits, The court said that 
there was at, least $200,000 in money 
that had disappeared from the bank as 
though taken by_ burglars, 

Chief Justice Gummere next told the 
jurors how Smith’s “ favored friends ”’ 
were able to get almost any amount of 
money from the trust company when- 
ever they needed financial aid. Here 
the court quoted the law, showing that 
such transactions could be construed as 
conspiracies to defraud the bank. The 
gourt declared that it was.possible for 
practically every employe in the con- 
cern or its Directors to borrow money. 
It was also pointed out by the Chief 
Justice that the law required that be- 
fore any loans could be made to such 
persons written requests must be made 
to the directorate for approval. 

Referring to the report of the condi- 
tion of the bank filed last June with 
the State Banking Department, the 
court said that the President of the 
company must have known the actual 
state of affairs, and then apparently 
swore falsely to the report. made.

éach warehouse was leased to about 100 
dealers, or 4,500 in all, Mr. ilorne 
argued, theré was no possibility of a 
combination for regulating the prices of 
the goods stored. According to Mr. 
Horne, cold-storage warehouses handle 
from $500,000,000 to $700,000,000 worth of 
goods evéry year. 

Mr. Horne also attacked the cold 
storage laws of Pehnsylvania and New 
York as being too drastic, and said that 
the time limit owght to be two years. 
He pointed out that.in such States as 
California and Idaho t’elve months 
were allowed, with an axtension of 
time, providing the Government In- 
spectors deemed it advisable. 

‘In the last year investigations were 
made by the States and the Government 
into the cold storage business,” said 
Mr. Horne, ‘‘and all these investiga- 
tions resulted in favor of cold storage 
warehouses. These warehouses, if prop- 
erly run, all6w an even distribution of 
the products fromi one season to an- 
other. Eggs are usually held not over 
five months; beef two months, and fresh 
mutton four months. These facts are 
from Government reports. 

Cold storage has made possible. tn 
some ifistances the low price of eggs 
rather than an increase, because by 
storing the eggs the dealers are eriabled 
to keep them on supply to meet the 
démand At present the stock of eggs 
is not sufficient to meét the market. 
The market for eggs shows an increase 
in the last year, while there was a 
decrease in the receipt of eggs this year. 
On Nov. 1, 1913, there was a shortage 
of 664,016 cases of eggs in the 45 waré- 
houses. During October, 1918, there was 
& reduction of 625,792 cases of eggs in 
the holdings of these warehouses.” . 

Dean Park of the Hammacher- 
Schlemner Company was the second 
speaker of the evening, and told some 
interesting facts concerning the detail 
Work and the handling of supplies in a 
wholesale hardware house.

Activities of Minister Sullivan 
Are Being Investigated by 
the State Department. 


CUSTOMS FUNDS INVOLVED 


Sullivan Sald to Have Transferred 
Them, Without Authority—Brother 
In Rallway Project. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—It was ad- 
mitted to-day at the State Department 
that an investigation was in progress to 
learn the facts in regard to the activi- 
ties of James M. Sullivan, American 
Minister to San Domingo. At the same 
time it was distinctly stated by Secre- 
tary Bryan that no information dam- 
aging to Mr. Sullivan had come to the 
department on the word of any person 
whose statement would be received as 
credible. 

The ramifications of the unofficial 
charge against Mr. Sullivan are diverse 
and hard to follow, but it appears that 
he was appointed without particular in- 
dorsements from leaders of the Demo- 
cratic Party, though Senator Hughes 
and Representative Hamill of New Jer- 
sey sponsored him, and Senator O’Gor- 
man of New York championed his cause 
in the Committee on Foreign Relations. 

President Wilson and Secretary Bryan 
selected him. iis confirmation by the 
Senate seems to have gone through 
largely because little importance was 
attached to the Dominican post. The 
particular ground for the appointment 
is said to be that Mr. Sullivan stumped 
the State of Maine for Mr, Bryan in one 
of his several campaigns, and thereby 
created a political obligation which Mr. 
Bryan, with characteristic generosity, 
promptly recognized. 

It was plain to-day that Mr. Bryan 
Was aroused over the situation in which 
he is placed by the incident, and that he 
was determined to get at the whole 
truth. Much is said here of certain 
valuable concessions in Santo Domingo. 
While the United States Minister, under 
the existing treaty with ‘the Domini- 
can Republic providing for the collec- 
tion of customs in the island by United 
States officials, has no authority over 
the collection or depositing of such 
funds, Minister Sullivan is said to have 
assumed such authority and directed 
the transfer of the deposits. The man- 
ager of the bank from which the de- 
posits were removed asserts that his 
institution was willing to pay interest 
on the. deposit as high as the rate 
agreed to by its new depositary, but had 
10 Opportunity to do so. 

The State Department professes to 
have no knowledge whatever of the cir- 
cumstances connected with the transfer 
of the deposits, except the definite fact 
that it was done at the direction of 
Minister Sullivan. Receiver Vick, it is 
stated by the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs, required the new depositary, the 
Banco Nacional, to give him abundant 
security for the deposits, which would 
reinforce his own bond, given by a 
bonding company to the amount ot 
$30,000. 

The circumstances that most annoys

tivity of Minister Sullivan’s cousin in 
undertaking to promote railroad build- 
ing in Santo Domingo. There is said 
to be a qaonnection between the Banco 
Nacional and a bond issue of $20,000,000 
for the road. This phase of the sub- 
ject is adready under investigation, 
though Minister Sullivan will have an 
opportunity to state his side of the 
ease before am examination is made. 

Dr. Peynado, the Dominican Minister 
to the United States, was at the State 
Department this afternoon in conference 
Boaz Lomg, Chief of the Latin 
American Division, but did not see Mr. 
Bryan. The Dominican Minister’s in- 
terest at this, time is chiefly in the 
plan of the United States to send elec- 
tion observers to his country, The 
Minister has made a protest against 
this action. 

Orders were sent to the Commander 
of the Dolphin to-day to go to San Juan 
on the way to Santo Domingo and pick 
up the thirty election observers se- 
lected by Gov. Yager from the United 
States citizens employed there in the 
Porto Rican Government. 

Curiosity as to the reasons behind ‘the 
Sullivan increased to- 
day when certain details became known 
regarding the removal of W. W. Rus- 
sell, Mr. Sullivan’s predecessor. It was 
expected that Mr. Russell, as a Demo- 
crat who entered the Diplomatic Service 
on appointment by President Cleveland, 
would remain. But trouble was made 
‘or him soon after March 4, 

\A charge appears to have been made 
agtainst Mr. Russell that he had carried 
ous. instructions from the State Depart- 
meiit directing his sympathetic co-opera- 
tion .with officials of the City National 
Bank of New York in securing a Do- 
minican bond issue for something less 
than $2,000,000. Under the new control 
of the. department, Assistant Secretary 
of' Statle Osborne was sent to Santo Do- 
mingo to find out as to these instruc- 
tions, and to investigate the situation. 
He fours instead instructions directing 
the most scrupulous neutrality in regard 
to the Joar. 

That seemed to end the matter, but 
when Mr. Russell was in this country on 
leave in June there were intimations tha 
complaints still lay against him. He 
asked Mr. Bryan to let him know if 
there were charges so that he could an- 
swer them. Mr. Bryan replied that there 
was nothing ‘to be answered. 

Mr. Russell was preparing to return to 
his post from New York on July 31 when 
he was suddenly recalled to Washington. 
No conference took place, however, and 
Mr. Russell was again ordered to pro- 
ceed to his post. He was in New York 
on the point of sailing when he was in- 
formed that he had been superseded by 
Mr. Sullivan.

Schmidt remained ‘quiet during the 
proceedings in court yesterday, though 
his gaze continued to rove uneasily over 
the Judge, jurymen, and spectators. Al 
guard kept right beside him to prevent | 
outbursts like Schmidt’s attack on some 


of the spectators at the Coroner’s in- 
quest. The court was filled with curi- 
ous onlookers, among them being many 
women, most of whom were chewing 
gum.

DEMOCRATIC CLUB 
BEGINS MURPHY WAR 


Governors Vote to Take Up Po- 
litical Discussion on State 
and City Policy. 


CALL FIELDER TO TALK 


Are Outspoken in Their Demands 


for a Change in Tammany— 
O’Dwyer Takes the Lead. 


The first definite proposal on the part 
of leading Democrats to reform Tam- 
many Hall from the inside by starting 
a fight on the present leadership of that 
orginazation was made last night when 
the Board of Governors of the National 
Democratic Club, 617 Fifth Avenue, 
unanimously decided to break away from 
the tradition that has bound the club 
in past years, and take up the discus- 
sion of city and State politics. 

The Governors think that the quickest 
way to bring about the proposed re- 
forms is to have a Simon-pure direct 
primary law, and last night they invited 
Gov. Fielder of New Jersey to meet the 
members of the club on Saturday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock and tell them about 
the working of the direct primary law in 
that State. Senator James Foley has 
also been invited to attend and talk 
about Gov. Glynn’s new Direct Primary 
bill. The Governors of the club are in 
accord with Gov. Glynn’s' proposed 
measure, and they hope it will get 
through the present Legislature. If it is 
not passed by Saturday, however, they 
will discuss it thoroughly with a view to 
suggesting amendments that will make 
it even more effective. 

Last night’s action was the second 
step taken by the,new and more pro- 
gressive members of the club to make 
it a power in local political affairs. The 
first step was the election to the Presi- 
dency of the club a week ago of Chief 
Judge Edward J. O’Dwyer of the City 
Court. Judge O’Dwyer immediately 
started in to bring the club up to date. 
He announced that the Democratic 
Party in the city and State needed a 
thorough reorganization and that the 
present leadership must go. Since then 
the club has taken in about sixty new 
members, and at subsequent meetings 


plans for the reorganization of Tam- 
many Hall will be adopted. 

“There is something wrong with the 
Democratic Party in this city and 


State,” said Judge O’Dwyer, after last} 


‘and we propose to 
find out what it is. The present lead- 
ers must go if the reform cannot be 
brought about In any other way. In 
my opinion a real direct primary law 
will go a long way toward solving some 
of the problems, and we propose to use 
all our influence to get such a law upon 
the statute books. The opinion was 
unanimous to-night that thé National 
Democratic Club should take an active 
part in city and State politics, as well 
as national, and to have discussions on 
all matters of local political interest.’’ 
This notice of Saturday’s meeting has 
been sent to all the club’s members: 


A meeting of the club is called for Sat- 
urday afternoon, Dec, 18, 1913, at 3 o’clock, 
to discuss the direct primary law proposed 
by Gov. Glynn, as well as such other 
matters of club policy as may come before 
the meeting. Gov. Fielder of New Jersey 
has promised to address us at that time 
upon the merits of a ‘Direct Primary Law.’ 

Confident of your interest in the im- 
portant political work the club has before 
it, we earnestly request that you attend 
the meeting and, by your presence and 
voice, welcome the distinguished speaker 
as well as contribute to the success of our 
efforts, 


Among the Governors who were pres- 
ent at last night’s meeting were Thomas 
F, Smith, Secretary of Tammany Hall; 
Roger Foster, John H. Campbell, John 
M. Riehle, John J. Quinlan, John B. 
Hasslocher, John W. Keller, Thomas L. 
Feitner, ex-Tax Commissioner; Theo- 
dore W. Myers, ex-Controller; Stephen 
Farrelly, J. Lewis Lyon, John R. Dun- 
lop, John P. Leo, and ex-Senator Will- 
iam A, Clark. 

William F. McCombs, Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, sent a 
letter that it was impossible for him to 
be present.

HICKS DYING OF MERCURY. 


Young Columbia Graduate Took 20 
Grains—Was a Test, Father Thinks 


Selden Hicks, 25 years old, a member 
of a well-known Long Island family, is 
dying in the Flushing Hospital from 
the effects of bichloride of mercury 
poisoning. His physician, Dr. Harris A. 
Houghton of Bayside, holds out no hope 
for the young man. Yesterday an 
operation on his kidneys was performed 
as a last resort, but the poison, it was 
seen, had made deadly progress in the 


patient’s system. 

Hicks swallowed twenty grains of the 
corrosive sublimate some time last 
Saturday. Whether it was accidental 
or intentional is not known even to 
his. relatives. His father, Stephen 
Hicks, a wealthy retired farmer of Bay- 
side, told the hospital authorities that 
he was unable to account for the deed. 
He said that he could advanc® no rea- 
son why it should have. been suicidal in 
its intent and the only plausible theory 
that the father can advance is that the 
son wanted to make a test in the inter- 
est of science. Young Hicks was a 
graduate of Columbia University and a 
close student of chemistry. He has 
made a number of unusual experi- 
ments. Upon graduating from Colum- 
bia Hicks took a course in civil en- 
gineering.

Flora Belmont Was Eating Chop

When Brenier Fired. 


KINGSTON LAWYER’S SON 


Assailant Escapes Police-— Actress 
May Recover, but Will Be

As she was eating in a chop suey res- 
taurant in Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn, 
last evening, before her night appear- 
ance in the chorus of a show at the 
Casino Theatre, Miss Flora Belmont of 
143 West Forty-seventh Street, Manhat- 
tan, 24 years old, was shot through the 
right cheek by a man who she said 
was a jealous admirer, the son of a 
well-to-do lawyer of Kingston, N. Y. 
She gave his name to the police as 
Fred Brenier, and said he had been liv- 
ing for the last few days in a furnished 
room house at 431 State Street, Brook- 
lyn. 

According to Miss Belmont young 
Brenier became infatuated with her sev- 
eral weeks ago, and, against her wishes, 
began to follow her from place to place 
as she went on tour. He constantly at- 
tended her two weeks ago in Philadel- 


phia, she said, and went with her com- 
pany to Providence last week. In Prov- 
idence, she and another chorus girl, 
Miss Catherine Picard of the same com- 
pany, met H. C. Ladd and Daniel Stock- 
ton, with whom they became friendly. 


| When the company went to the Casino

in Brooklyn Ladd and Stockton followed 
—and so did Brenier, according to the 
men and Miss Belmont. 

Yesterday afternoon after the mati- 
nee performance, said Miss Belmont, 
Brenier met her at the stage door of 
the theatre and insisted that she marry 
him and discontinue her acquaintance 
with his rivals. She refused the young 
man, she told the police, and when he 
roughly seized her arm she pulled loose 
and hurried away. He vowed ven- 
geance then, she asserted, and ap- 
peared to be very angry. 

At 6:30 o’clock last evening the Misses 
Belmont and Picard went to the chop 
suey restaurant for dinner with Ladd 
and Stockton. The restaurant is on the 
second floor of 592 Atlantic Avenue, op-

were visible to passers-by on the busy 
corner below them. 

Brenier knew that she had an en- 
gagement to eat dinner with Stockton, 
Miss Belmont said, and told her when 
he saw her in the afternoon that he 
would find out where she was going. She 
said last night that he must have been 
walking along Atlantic Avenue and seen 
her through the window, as there was 
no one to tell him in what restaurant 
she was eating. 

The two young women and their es- 
corts were eating and chatting gaily 
wnen Brenier walked into the restaurant 
and up to their table, according to Miss 
Belmont. He strode to Miss Belmont’s 
side, say the witnesses, with both hands 
in his coat pockets. 

“Flora,” he is quoted as saying, with 
a menace in his voice, ‘‘ you have played 
me a dirty trick.’’ 

As the young woman drew back the 
man shot her through the cneek. He 
acted, Stockton and Ladd said, before 
any one realized what he was going to 
do. As Miss Belmont fell from her 
chair and the three others at the table 
jumped up to catch her, Brenier ran 
down the steps into Atlantic Avenue 
and was out of sight. Tne police think 
he will be found to-day. 

The shooting, followed by the scream 
of Miss Belmont, threw the other diners 
into much excitement. Some one notified 
the police, and an ambulance from the 
Brooklyn Hospital took Miss Belmont 
there.

All 
his ideas appear to him good—ar good 
enough; and he relies more and more 
on his technique in combination and de- 
velopment and orchestration to make it 
all seem worth while. 

With the purpose, evidently, of making 
something popular and gay and of giv- 
ing a local color to his work, he has 
betaken himself to the Viennese waltz, 
which he has made the one most con- 
spicuous feature of the opera. The score 
is thickly sown with waltzes’ and waltz 
motives in greater or less length and 
completeness of statement, in bits and 
fragments and in whole periods. No- 
body, probably, will quarrel seriously

waltz of this Strauss is the one that 
comes nearest to a not unfamiliar one of 
the other.

Here much of the musical 
speech of the actors is intelligible. But 
only the lightest orchestration seems to 
make this possible, and there are long 
st.etches where even the best of diction 
and expressive declamation cannot be 
understood.

Von Hofmannthal’s Libretto. 


There are many fine qualities about 
Von Hofmannthal’s libretto, as is to be 
expected of a’poet of his standing in 
contemporary art. And yet it is not 
quite the libretto that such a poet would 
be expected to write for the foremost of 
contemporaneous German composers. It 
disappoints in some features of its 
fundamental design, and in some of the 
details and Wevices by which the libret- 
tist has sought his effects. He has not 
disdained to come down to the level 
of farce, in some of its most common- 
place and familiar features, to use means 
that have long been the common property 
of playwrights in devising and resolving 
comic situations. The length of some 
of his scenes is too great. Cuts have 
been made, and it would be better if 
they were more numerous and uncom- 
promising, for weariness and a feeling of

But Strauss 
has small sense of proportion, and there 
are places enough in “Der Rosenkav- 
alier’’ where he uses all the batteries of 
his orchestra to pile up the fracas of a 
comic situation till it might be the an- 
nouncement of the Judgment Day. On 
the other hand he has written passages 
of the most exquisite and delicate orch- 
estration, new in timbres and poetically

suggestive of the emotional situation. | 


One notable feature of the work is his 


new effects. 

There is apt characterization in the 
first moments of Baron Ochs’s visit, his 
offensive attentions to his fiancée, the 
resentment of the newly enamored Oc- 
tavian, and the rapturous love making 
of the couple; but then come the com- 
monplaces of burlesque after the hasty 
dued and the irruption of servants. Here 
and in the third act these broad strokes 
leave little room for anything else till | 
the very end. They depend largely upon j 
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theatrical tricks to help.on the action, 
burdensome in their length and the noise 
and discord of their musical illustration. 
Worse even is the fact that they are not 
really funny, appealing only to an ele- 
mentary taste in comedy. The humor 
and the by-play are heavily Teutonic; 
the pother over Ochs’s sword scratch; 
the whole method of his discomfiture in 
the private dining room; the hiding of 
the witnesses of the téte-&a-téte in the 
inn behind transoms and under trap 
doors; the entrance of the children call- 
ing to him as their father, and the rest 
of the noisy mob; the transformation of 
the supposititious serving maid into his, 
or her, own form as Octavian in the cur- 
tained alcove—the ‘‘ screen scene’’ of 
classical antiquity in drama. Their va- 
riety, the degree of their comic potency, 
do not. pay for their length or reward 
the dependence that is placed upon them. 
And as for the purely conventional en- 
trance of Sophie, and still more of the 

Princess, into the supper room of the 
inn after the fracas is over—what are 
they doing in that galley? where did 
they come from, and why do they come, 
unless to give-von Hofmannsthal a con- 
venient ending of his piece with the 
Princess’s blessing and the embraces of 
the young lovers? 

At any rate, the librettist gives the com- 
poser another opportunity for one of his 
most successful passages, the trio for 
women’s voices sung by the Princess, 
Octavian, and Sophie as this act ap- 
proaches its end. Here is a sincere at- 
tempt at fluent, sustained, and eupho- 
nious vocal writing that is purely mu- 
sical and makes its effect as such. It 
leaves the listener with the most agree- 
able flavor that the opera has produced 
upon the musical palate, that is only 
enhanced by the little duet immediately 
following, between the two lovers, as 
they leave the stage in tender embraces. 
This is of that folk-song simplicity that 
the shrewd Strauss so well knows how 
to bring in at the right moment, and 
shows a near kinship with an exquisite 
little passage between Pamina and Pap- 
ageno in ‘‘ The Magic Flute.’’ And the 
same spirit rings down. the curtain on 
the quaint touch that brings the little 
turbaned Moorish servant in with a 
candle to seek for a dropped handker- 
chief, which he carries out waving in 
triumph. Nothing becomes the opera 
better than these closing scenes. 

Von Hofmannsthal’s personages are 
delineated with skill. Strauss has not 
quite gone hand in hand with him in 
giving them consistent and continuing 
musical characterization; and yet there 
are assuredly not lacking many skillful 
touches of this sort. There is real 
charm in the figure of the Princess, 
approaching her matronly years, but 
still a passionate mistress in the first 
act; but her change of attitude in the 
third {s assumed rather than explained 
or shown. The boy Octavian, of juvenile 
devotion and burning ardor, jealous in 
the first act, is very easily fired with a 
new love in the second, before the dra- 
matist has really allowed him a chance 
to be off with the old, and with no 
hint of any intermediate psychological 
processes. The innocent and ingenuous 
Sophie is alone blameless in this_his- 
tory; but she is not lacking in allure- 
ment and individuality. Baron Ochs von 
Lerchenau is more the principal char- 
acter than the Rosenkavalier himself; 
a Boeotian profligate, a satyr, and a 
pretty heavy one; a conventional figure 
easily turned to burlesque; but he has 
reality and robustness. 

The Metropolitan management has 
been exceptionally fortunate in the cast 
with which these characters are pre- 
sented. It is superb in many points and 
inadequate in none. Foremost among 
the singers who take part in this per- 
formance is Miss Margaret Ober, the 
representative of Octavian, the Rosen- 
kavalier. A more brilliant piece of 
work has not been enjoyed here for a 
long time. The fire, vivacity, and 
youthful ardor, the mischievous comic 
spirit of her acting, the adroitness with 
which she carries off the somewhat dif- 
ficult task of a young woman repre- 
senting a young man disguised as a 
young woman are wholly delightful. She 
engages all the sympathies of her list- 
eners at once and ‘keeps them for the 
Rosenkavalier through the whole opera. 
Her voice has been admired jn the few 
times that she has sung here this Win- 
ter, and she sings this music with 
warmth and beauty of tone and with 
excellent diction. Also, wholly admir- 
able is Miss Frieda Hempel’s imperson- 
atjon of the Princess; an impersonation 
fully denoting all the nuances of the 
character as the poet has shown it; and 
expressing them with passion that yields 
to gentle. melancholy most befittingly; 
and her bearing has then great re- 
pose and dignity. 

There is abundant opportunity for the 
pure brilliancy of Miss Hempel’s voice 
to count for much. Mr. Goritz of 
course, represents the Falstaffian Baron 
with a deal of comic power. He is 
heavy in it, but necessarily so: he is 
the Austrian equivalent of an eighteenth 
century country squire. His make- 
up iS amusing and his manner in keep- 
ing with his boorish sensuality. There 
is much charm in the appearance of 
Miss Case as Sophie, but those who 
had admired her exquisite voice last 
season were disquieted to hear it so 
seriously affected by hard usage so 
soon. Much of her part is extremely 
exacting in its high range. The long 
list of lesser parts is admirably filled. 

Of the details of the performance, too 
much praise can hardly be spoken. It 
showed at every point the most careful 
and intelligent preparation, and a full 
appreciation of the spirit and the de- 
mands of the work. And it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to obtain the right 
spirit and finish. The highest credit is 
due jn the first place to Mr. Hertz, who 
has again disclosed his best qualities 
as an orchestral director. The compli- 
cations of the orchestral part, upon 
which Strauss has thrown so much of 
the burden of the piece. are mastered 
with perfect security, and every nuance 
of color and every detail of phrase is 
made to tell to its utmost in the whole 
effect. Of the stage management, in the

Convention of the Antis Told 
That He Is in Sympathy 
with Them. 


ROCKEFELLER ATTACKED 


Gullty In Financing the Work of 
His Institute, Says a Bos- 
ton Delegate. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Cruelty to 
animals by vivisectors and needless in- 
fliction of pain in any other form were 
vigorously denounced at the opening 
session here to-day of the International 
Anti-Vivisection and Animal Protection 
Congress. The Rev. Dr. C. Ernest 
Smith told the convention that when he 
invited President Wilson to be present, 
Mr. Wilson told him he was in sym- 
pathy with the anti-vivisection move- 
ment and would do what he could to 
further it, although he found it impos- 
sible to address the meeting. Secretary 
Bryan spoke to-day for the President 
in welcome to the delegates. 

A bitter attack on the vivisection 
work of the Rockefeller Institute and 
also on John D. Rockefeller for finan- 
cing the work was made by Edward 
H. Clement of Boston. . 

‘‘Here in the United States,”” he said, 
“ig the largest mass in the world of 
‘tainted’ wealth, and the whole toppling 
mass stands crowned with the Rocke- 
feller Institute. There is enthroned 
man’s superior cunning and power, 
wreaking itself on animals, as erstwhile 
on humanity.” ie 

Dr. Hamilton F. Biggar of Cleve- 
land, personal physician to “ohn D, 
Rockefeller, urged the restriction of 
vivisection to the smallest possible pro- 

ortions. 
pa Scores of dogs,” he said, ‘are 
slaughtered in laboratories of medical 
colleges for no other object than grand- 
stand exhibition, with no beneficial re- 
sults to medical science. To open the 
doors of all vivisection laboratories is 
absolutely essential.’ 

Frederick P. Bellamy of Brooklyn at- 
tacked the American Humane Associa- 
tion and many of the smaller humane 
societies of the country for declining 
to take a stand against vivisection. He 
accused them of being afraid of the in- 
fluence of prominent medical men. 

Mr. Bellamy declared no investigation 
could be forced of reports that at cer- 
tain hospitals children were inoculated 
with serums of loathsome diseases by 
experimenters, and that dangerous t sts 
were often performed on healthy and 
ignorant people. He said one physician 
had acknowledged in a recent issue of 
a@ medical journal that he had sprayed 
the poison of smallpox, scarlet fever, 
and diphtheria into the throats and 
lungs of seventeen healthy people whom 
he was treating, as they supposed, for 
catarrh of the throat. 

Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire, 
a physician, wrote a letter, which was 
read to the convention, saying there 
was every reason to believe that in 
some hospitals pauper children 
‘**inoculated with loathsome diseases to 
see_the results that will follow.’’ He

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DISPENSING WITH COURTS AND 
JURIES. 

Attorney General MCR®EYNOLDS has 
announced his intention to settle his 
cases against big business out: of 
court, whénever he is able td do so. 
The President wishes to help honest 
business, ahd also to protect investors. 
For this reason the New Haven suit 
for dissolution of the New England 
monopoly will be the last one brought, 
provided objectionable conditions are 
reformed without litigation. He could 
hardly have spoken more softly, and 
it will be admitted that be wields a 
big stick. The substitution of agree- 


‘ment for contention is a first step 


toward putting firm ground under 
the feet of business, large or small. 

It can hardly be said to be a new 
departuré, for the country before now 
has seen captains of industry sitting 
on the doorstéps of officials, asking 
what they should do to be within 
the law. Not since the passage of 
the Sherman law have malefactors 
dared to act like freemen, relying 
upon conformity with business tradi- 
tions to protect them. In only a few 
cases have they been tried by juries, 
under conditiens of fact proved on 
oath, with good conduct as an admis- 
sible defense. They have been tried by 
their conformity with a statute, which 
has seemed to be administered with a 
rigor that the courts only lately have 
tempered by the light of reason. Mr. 
McREYNOLDs’s offer comes as a wel- 
come relief, and the humility to which 
big business has been reduced is in- 
dicated by the gratitude it has mani- 
fested for the substitution of the dis- 
cretion of the Attorney General for 
the administration of justice in the 
courts. There have been regrettable 
incidents resulting from what has 
been called ‘Government under a 
blanket,” that is from administration 
in private rather than in public, but 
it may be that we shall hear of no 
more of them. 

There is a report which it is hard 
to believe that the President, for his 
part, has resolved to quash an indict- 
ment, because ‘it has been found by 
a Grand Jury without the initiative 
of a District Attorney, acting on 
suggestion from Washington. An in- 
Gictment is not a conviction, but it 
raises presumptions which can be dis- 
posed of satisfactorily only in court. 
Prosecution at the charge of a Grand 
Jury is a more popular proceeding 
than prosecution by an Attorney Gen- 
eral. It may be.doubted if the At- 
torney General’s new programme of 
tenderness toward the trusts could 
better be fulfilled than by a dcclara- 
tion that hereafter procedure would 
be by indictment. No malefactor 
could complain of persecution by such 
action, and there could be no suc- 
cessful charge of tenderness for the 
wicked after a presentation of the 
facts to a Grand Jury. Individuals 
may err, either for personal reasons, 
or for reasons of policy whether right 
or wrong. But there is a reasonable 
approach to justice in human affairs 
by the jury procedure. It used to 
be called the palladium of our liber- 
ties, and fell into something of hu- 
morous toleration when our liberties 
became so secure that there was no 
need for a jury to challenge official 
procedure. Now there is need of 
economic rather than political liberty, 
and it cannot be had any more surely 
than by insisting that juries should 
act alike for ordering prosecution, 
and for determining the merits of the 
prosecution, after it is ordered. 

It is odd to find our highest of- 
ficials dispensing with courts and 
juries alike, and it would seem with 
approval for the most part. It is 
progressive to dispense with fos- 
silized Judges’ who do not keep step 
with the times. Are we progressing 
wayond the pace at which juries can 
weep step? Are our standards here- 
after to come from officials rather 
than from the people themselves? If 
#0, how are the prophets of the new 
@ispensation to be selected? And how 
ghall we know what the rescripts of 
the. prophets are until they have 
spoken? Can business wait while 
commandments are written, and ‘can 
things be done which Grand Juries 
condemn? There may be no better 
way of settling single cases with speed 
regardiesq of right, but lines of legal-.

disposition, but the substitution of 
amiability for the rigor of the law is 
a poor reliance for those who would

WE NEED SHIPS. 
The passagé by the House of Repre- 


sentatives of a resolution approving 
of WINSTON SPENCER CHURCHILU’S 
proposed ‘‘ naval holiday ’”’ does great 


credit to the hearts of the members. 


To stop the building of destructive 
war. vessels, not merély for one year 
but for all time, is a “‘ consummation 
devoiitly to be wished.’’ But we are 
not dwelling in Arcadia and the mil- 
lennium is not at hand. The United 
States Navy needs new warships and 
the threat that provision may be 
made ‘for 6nly one. to be laid down 
this year is most disquieting. Secre- 
tary DANreLs, in his annual report, 
urges the construction of two dread- 
noughts this year, while the Naval 
Board has given good reasors why 
four should be built. Two is the mini- 
mum of our yearly requirement until 
our naval establishment has been 
brought up to modern standards. 
There is no demand in this country 
for a \avy as large as Great Britain’s, 
but we have an extensive coast line 
to protect and possexsions in the At- 
lantic and Pacific. . Four of our pres- 
ent ships of the line ought to be put 
out of commission. 

The peace movement in Congress is 
not to be discouraged. It is a good 
Sigh. Legislators committed to a 
peace policy are likely to dct fairly 
in treating with foreign questions. 
Such legistators will not be likely to 
ignore the treaties our Government 
But 
we cannot expect all peoples to be 
equally just and enlightened, and we 
must keép ourselves prepared for de- 
fense. Two ships will be favored this 
session by the Naval Committees of 
both Houses, we understand, and a 
strong effort must be made in Con- 
gress to prevent a repetition of last 
year’s fiasco. 

ONE SOLUTION OF THE 42D 
STREET PROBLEM. 

ALEXANDER’S short way with the 
Gordian knot had the merit of being 
effective. In solving the problem of 
the B. R. T. express station at Broad- 
way and Forty-second Street the 
short way is to remove the obstacle 
that has been the cause of all the 
bother. That obstacle is the tracks 
of the present Interborough Subway 
curving from Forty-second Street 
under Broadway and continuing north 
through Times Square. "When the 
dual plan is completed, shuttle trains 
will be operated from the Grand Cen- 
tral Station tb Broadway under For- 
ty-second Street. Let the shuttle 
setvice tracks “stub end” at Broad- 
way. Continue the B. R. T. Broad- 
way line under Forty-second Street 
and northward, not at the second 
level, but at a depth below the first 
level sufficient merely to permit the 
erection of cross-over bridges on the 
mezzanine level. Then the express 
station of the B. R. T. would be placed 
in Times Square north of Forty-sec- 
ond Street, where the public conven- 
ience demands that it should be placed. 
The mezzanine level bridges would 
enable passengers to cross from the 
express station platform on the east 
side of the tracks to the concourse or 
plaza under Forty-second Street con- 
necting with the express platforms of 
the Interborough’s new Seventh Ave- 
nue line, Under this plan, indeed, tt 
might be possible to extend the In- 
terborough’s Seventh Avenue express 
station platform to north of Forty- 
second Street. But for the obstacle 
of the Interborough tracks, running 
directly athwart the B. R. T. line on 
the first level, this would have been 
the plan naturally adopted, and there 
would have been no trouble about it. 

Objections will be made. The one 
that is by far the most serious is the 
necessary interruption of travel over 
the present Interborough. Subway 
through Forty-second Street to the 
upper west side. That can be reduced 
to a minimum by hastening .-the con- 
struction of the new Seventh Avenue 
line to a connection at Times Square 
with the present west side line, de- 
ferring the construction of the B. R. T. 
line and express platform at Forty- 
second Street until the Interborough 
has provided a continuous west side 
service. Not the whole, but a part, 
of the current of travel as it now 
flows would then be interrupted only 
during the time required for com- 
pleting the B. R. T. work at Forty- 
second Street. The inconvenience 
would be considerable—anybody could 
see that. But it would be a transient 
affliction, and very soon a fading 
memory. The other plans proposed, 
any of them, would put upon the 
public an almost intolerable burden 
perpetuated through the years and the 
ages. Were the express station put at 
the north end of Times Square, tens 
of thousands of passengers every day 
would have to make their way back 
to Forty-second Street, tho natural 
destination of most of them. And 
whether the B. R. T. station at Forty- 
second Street be local or express, 
passengers landed at the lower level 
‘more than 40 feet under ground 
‘would havé to make the breathless 
and heart-breaking climb to the sur- 
‘face. The inconvenience of a merely 
temporary interruption of the Inter- 
borough service on one line is a 
trivial and negligible matter com- 
pared with this continuing and griev- 
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ous labor imposed upon such multi- 
tudes of passengers. 

The Interborough will utter loud 
erles of protest. It wants to con- 
tinue the physical connection of its 
Forty-second Street track with the 
west side line as an emergency re- 
sort in case of an interruption cf 
traffic on the Seventh Avenue line. 
Certainly, but shall every-day travel 
be grievously burdened to peymit an 
emergency service that may not be 


required once in five years or once 
in ten? There will be further: ob- 
jJections. Whoever heard of taking 


one railroad’s right of way to bestow 


it upon another? It is necessary to 
remember here what the late Mayor 
GAYNOR so many times pointed out, 
that the city owns the present sub- 
ways and will own the new subways. 


It will be in complete and unincum- 
bered possession after a term of 


years when the fares paid by the 
people have reached the computed ag- 


gregate. It is not a right of way to 


be taken, therefore, but a lease to 


be modified. 
Further objections will be heard, 
forty of them, no doubt. In private 


employ it is the business of engineers 


to surmount obstacles; not to find 
them, and certainly not to stand 
helpless before them. The engineers 
ought to thank us for removing at a 
stroke the dreadful obstacles, each 
more fatal than the other, with which 
they have buttressed their argu- 
ments against an express station at 
Forty-second Street. The chief en- 
gineering obstacle was the building of 
one subway underneath another al- 
ready in operation. We have been 
told that that would be perilous. And 
at the second level, under the Inter- 
borough tracks, the great depth pre- 
cluded the construction of express 
platforms. Whether they be real or 
fancied, these objections are met and 
removed by the plan we have pre- 
sented. The B. R. T.’s tracks and 
express platform at Forty-second 
Street would be not far below the 
present level. The connection with 
the Interborough platforms would be 
made, and passengers would leave the 
trains at the very point where the 
great majority will want to go, at the 
south end of the square, at the inter- 
section of the crosstown line of 
travel. Moreover, the underground 
platforms and concourse would re- 
lieve surface congestion and provide 
facilities for crossing the streets in 
every direction without encountering 
the streams of traffic.

THE SANTO DOMINGO MESS. 

The men the President has sent to 
Santo Domingo to “ observe,” not to 
supervise, the election (a distinction 
as fine as that expressed in Falstaff’s 
phrase “convey the wise it call”) do 
not, it seems, constitute a “ commis- 
sion.” They go as “individuals,” and 
official recognition is not asked for 
them. Still, they are to “ observe” 
the election, and if it is not conducted 
according to their ideas of fairness 
they are surely going to do something. 
There is some sort of precedent, of 
course, for this proceeding. Indeed, it 
might be easy to find some sort of 
precedent for any queer thing which 
might be done by our Government in 
the pursuance of its puzzling Latin- 
American policy. Nothing can be 
surer than’that no harm is intended 
in this case, that President Wutson’s 
only desire is that the will of the Santo 
Domingo people shall be clearly ex- 
pressed in the election. 

There is a growing belief that the 
lately quelled rebellion in that little 
country differed from many other 
West Indian and Central American re- 
bellions and was a justifiable effort to 
secure justice. As our Government is 
responsible in a measure for the pay- 
ment of the interest on the Dominican 
debt, it is natural enough that we 
should endeavor to help the law-abid- 
ing Dominicans to keep their house in 
order. The visiting “ observers” can 
do no harm, and their presence mtty 
be beneficial. 

No doubt a time will come when in- 
telligent Americans will look back on 
the history of our Latin-American re- 
lations with mingled shame and 
amusement and wonder that a people 
who could govern themselves so well, 
all things considered, should get along 
so poorly with their neighbors. In 
President WILSON’s recent pronounce- 
ment on this subject, however, there is 
a gleam of hope. Some day he may 
speak out more clearly. There is 
much to be said and more to be done. 
At present his action in regard to 
Santo Domingo, however well consid- 
eréd it may be, is complicated by the 
revelation of the character and prac- 
tices of the man whom the President 
lately appointed to succeed a compe- 
tent and experienced Minister of the 
United States in Santo Domingo. Min- 
ister SULLIVAN, who is said to be a 
relative of the lamented TimoTuy, has 
lost no time in getting into the con- 
cession business, with which no diplo- 
mat should ever meddle. Naturally, 
when we send men of that stamp to 
represent our Government in small 
countries we are misunderstood and 
the worst construction is likely to be 
placed on our wisest and kindest

COMMISSIONER CARLISLE’S CASE. 
A. campaign of “innuendo is being 
waged against State Commissioner of 
Highways CaRLISLE. Perhaps it would 
be well to ask his enemies to stop in- 
sinuating and to present facts and 
proofs. Yesterday’s testimony at Al- 
bany of Patrick R. QUINLAN, one of 
his accusers, that his charges were 
based on hearsay evidence, makes this 
suggestion pertinent. Commissioner 
CARLISLE began well jm the diffic 





work of reorganizing his department. 
He found it in bad condition, Nearly 
all of a great bond issue of $50,000,000 
had been spent on roads that had been 
built piecemeal throtighout the State, 
roads with “dead ends” and of little 
use to traffic of any sort. They had 
already largely raveled to pieces. The 
bureaus of construction and repairs 
had been run so loosely that the con- 
tractors were rioting with moneys re- 
ceived in overpayment and in mate- 


rials that were not tested to see 
whether they complied with the speci- 
fications. The specifications them- 
selves were “ doctored.” Mr. CARLISLE 
was the first incumbent of the Com- 
missionership to rule that the speci- 
fications should be uniform, should be 
printed, and should be adopted only 
after public hearings, with ample no- 


tice given, 


A new bond issue of $50,000,000 had. 
been approved by the people, and Mr. 
CARLISLE made good plans for the use 
of the $5,000,000 of this issue voted by 
the present Legislature, and of the re- 
maining millions left from the old 
bond issue. The money is now de- 
voted to linking up the State roads so 
that there shall be two continuous 
trunk lines, one from Buffalo to Al- 
bany, the other through the tler of 
southern counties, besides a system 
connecting the routes in the northern, 
central, and southern divisions of the 
State by lines running north and 
south. That scheme provides for the 
building of a network of “feeder” 
highways leading from the farms and 
rural districts. And the attempt is 
being made to lay solid concrete foun- 
dations for all the main routes, so that 
they will outlast the life of the bond 
issue. 

The testimony before Mr. WHITMAN 
indicates that, notwithstanding his re- 
forms, Politicians, dishonest contrac- | 
tors, and dealers in supplies still look 
greedily upon the highway millions. | 
Charges have been preferred against 
Mr. CARLISLE by an asphalt company 
which believes that the Commission- 
er’s published specifications discrimi- 
nate against its product. Mr. CaRLIsLEe 
replies that the company has claimed 
that the old Highway Commission 
granted a discrimination as against 
its competitors. No record of this 
grant exists. Therefore he has en- 
forced the specifications embodied in 
the law, and without loss to the State. 

Whether Mr. CARLISLE has been care- 
ful in the appointment of all his ad- 








visers may be doubted. The two in- 
vestigations now being conducted into 
the department, one by District Attor- 
ney WHITMAN, the other by Mr. Os- 
BORNE under Gov. GLYNN’s instruc- 
tions, may show whether he is blam- 
able in this resPect. But it is note- 
worthy that Mr. OsBoRNE says Mr. 
CARLISLE is not being tried on charges 
demanding his removal. Instead the 
State’s attorney is investigating gen- 
erally the business methods of the de- 
partment. Apparently Mr. OsBoRNE 
does not consider warranted the slurs 
cast upon Mr. CARLISLE’s official or 
personal honor by selfish interests. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Some people who 
call themselves the 
International Anti- 
Vivisection and 
Animal Protection 
Congress are now gathered in Washing- 
ton and are entertaining themselves 
after the fashion of their kind by pro- 
mulgating the most outrageous of false- 
hoods about men whose lives are devoted 
as unselfishly and as efficiently to the 
service of humanity as any that could 
be mentioned. As the best-known 
American representatives of these men 
happen to be in the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute, they have been the object of first 
and most violent attack, and no consid- 
erations of sense or fact have been al- 
lowed to limit the accusations. 

An old and already thoroughly dis- 
proved charge against Dr. Nocgucut, for 
instance—the charge of infecting for ex- 
perimental purposes many children of 
poor parents with a dangersus disease— 
has been coolly revived by one eminent 
anti-vivisectionist, and his besotted au- 
ditors listen to it again in goggle-eyed 
horror. The only excuse for him and 
them is that they do not know the truth 
as to the so-called experiments—do not 
know that those experiments were the 
beginning of what has become routine 
procedure in all up-to-date hospitals, 
and that the result of it is not a spread- 
ing of the disease in question, but such 
certainty in its diagnosis as is a price- 
less boon to every sufferer from it. 

And the excuse is miserably poor. No- 
body ignorant of the world’s many debts 
to this far-wandered Japanese scientist 
has a right to discuss his achievements. 
Only by the utmost stretch of charity, 
however, can such ignorance as the anti- 
vivisectionists profess as to the methods 
and results of animal experimentation 
be accepted as real. At least one of 
them, now very obvious and audible at 
Washington—Miss Linp-ar-Hacepy—has 
learned from personal experiences in 
court, once as a defendant and once as a 
plaintiff in libel suits, several things 
which she cannot have forgotten. Among 
them is that scientists cannot always be 
safely slandered, and another is that 
even in England no penalty~is attached 
to the public printed description of her 
as a deliberate, intentional, and malig- 
nant falsifier of known facts. 

She and her kind have not yet been 
sued for damages in this country by the 
scientists whom they so persistently 
libel. Some day, when patience has 
been exhausted, they will be, and after 
that they will more closely restrict 
themselves to quotations from the anti- 
quated and abandoned authorities who 
are the mainstays of the abominable 
propaganda,

Of the refugees

Others are reaching the line in little 
groups, but the greater part of the 
strangely composed army of fugitives is 
still far out in the desert, and many will 
never arrive. They lie dead or dying 
on the sand where they fell. That terri- 
ble march only the strongest could make 
and the weak had to be left behind or all 
would perish. 

Such a journey would have been diffi- 
cult enough for such a company even in 
time of peace. But to the natural hard- 
ships of the road was added the constant 
fear of attack from a fierce enemy—a 
fear that the event répeatedly justified, 
though the assailants were never in suf- 
ficient numbers to risk a real battle. 

Of our own war with Mexico, not much 
is really remembered. The defense of 
the Alamo in San Antonio, which pre- 
ceded it by many years, was a very dif- 
ferent affair from this exodus from Chi- 
kuahua, of course, but the two are alike 
in that they appeal to the imagination 
as unusual struggles against desperate 
odds. The battle of the Alamo ended ina 
wholesale slaughter; the survivors of 
this: dreadful march escaped only be- 
cause their foes had more important 
tasks to perform elsewhere and could 
not send against them the force required 
for their complete destruction. 

History may not give the journey 
many lines, since it decided nothing, but 
romance will immortalize its agoniés 
and adventures.

PROPERTIES OF “CURARE.” 


Drug Causes Death by Destroying 
Power of Motion. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It seems the Newark police figure that be- 
cause the accused man is a South American, 
therefore Mrs, Graff was probably stupefied 
by curare, otherwise called wooralli, 

Curare doesn’t stupefy, it only destroys the 
power of motion. Death follows because you 
can’t breathé. Curaré does not affect the 
brain or nérvés, but only the unique tiny 
organs that connect nerves with muscles, 

Also, ths part of South America where 
curaré grows (British Guiana) is commer- 
cially nearef to the United States than to 
young Megaro’s home in Argentina, It is 
just as near in an air line to Washington, 
BD. C., as to Buenos Aires; and thé route 
of communication to the United States is 
much shorter than to the south. 

Also, it isn’t made from a lizard, but from 
a plant. Thé native poison makers put 
snakes’ fangs and such things into théir 
arrow poison, but these contribute nothing 
to the deadliness which comes wholly from 
the plant. 

Neither is {t true that a méré scratch will 
cause instant death. The death is rather 
slower than by drowning, and it is only little 
animals that are killed by a néedlé-pointed 
arfow; the poisoned arrow for shooting at 
a man is big enough to kill him without 
poison if it hits right. 

If curare is to be put into a wound on the 
outside of a smooth point like a d@arning 
heédle, it has to be dried on like paint. Then, 
I suppose, if the needle were promptly drawn 
out much would be left on the needle.

ADDS TO FIRE PERIL 


Blunder Takes Power from Fire 
Commissioner Which No 
One Else Gets. 


NO CONTROL OF FACTORIES 


Authority Lost to Order Changes 
After Inspection—Commissioner lo 
Advised to Prosecute as Usual. 


With a view of ré&8toring to the Hire 
Commissioner of New York City au- 
thority, inddvertently taken from him in 
the new State labor law, to order the 
temedying of conditions which in his 
opinion threaten fire in factoriés, a bill 
has beefi Grafted by representatives of 
the Fire Department, the Corporation 


Counsel, the State Department of Lavor, 


and the Factory Investigating Commis- 

Sion. The bill has been sent to Gov. 

Glynn, and he has been urged to rec- 

ommend its immediate adoption by the 
Sislature. 


According to Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Alexander C. MacNulty, who 
prepared the bill approved by the ¢on- 
ferees, until it is enacted factory condi- 
tions in this city will remain hazardous, 

It was pointed out, for example, that 
in the recent Canal Street loft fire that 


the Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany’s subway under Seventh Aveénué, 
the Steinway Tunnel, and thé comple- 
tion of a subway ftom Times Square to 
New Jersey, the most important centre 
for the distribution and interchange of 
traffic in any city in the world, and a 
subway station of sufficient capacity 
permitting of easy enlargement should 
be provided and built.

This would give a sta- 
tion there of very great capacity; in 
fact, of a capacity equal to the entire 
width of each street mentioned for the 
distances mentioned, which would take 
care of the present traffic and the in- 
terchangs of traffic which will be be- 
tween these lines upon their completion, 
as well as all increases in such trafic 
for a great many years, and at any time 
that additional room was needed it would 
be a very easy matter to extend the 
Same east and west under Forty-second 
Street, north and south under Broad- 
way, and north and south under Sev- 
enth Avenue. 

As I understand, the objection to this 
plan is that it will require the complete 
removal of the curves and tracks of the 
present Subway under Times Square, 
which are needed as an emergency con- 
nection, or that it will require the re- 
moval of the same to the third level, and 
it is claimed that to make this change 
would interfere -with the operation of 
the present Subway during the making 
of such change. I do not think that this 
is a sound position to take or that it 
should control the situation, for the rea- 
son that such changs need- not bé made 
until after the Séventh Avenue subway 
is completed and placed in operation, 
when @& new emergency connection could 


then be provided to connect the present 
tracks of the Subway under Broadway 


with its present tracks under Forty-sec- 
ond Street by starting at a point about 
Forty-eighth Street and descénding to 
the third level and swinging around un- 
derneath the Times Building into Forty- 
second Street, and then coming up again 
at about Sixth Avenue to a connection 
with the present tracks, in alla duplicate 
of the pfesent Subway except that its 
tracks would then be on the third level 
at Times Square. 

An émergency connection fs never used 
except in cases of emergencies, and paés- 
sengers expect to be inconvehienced 
then; but by having the present tracks 
of the Interborough at Times Square re- 
main as now constructed for such pur- 
rose only will mean great inconvenience 
to the traveling public at all times, 
whereas making the changes above sug- 
gested would permit the subway of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company to be 
placed immediately under the concourse 
station suggested above on the same 
level with the Interborough’s Seventh 
Avenue line, as well as on the same 
level of thé lines of the Stéinway Tunnel 
and those of the proposed subway to 
New Jersey. 

Afi additional advantage that would be 
dertyed from a concourse station of this 
type would be that it would provide a 
means underground for pedestrians to 
cross the streets in afid about Times 
Square, which would relieve much of the 
congéstion of traffic at the present time 
on the surface of the streét at that 
point, and this traffic upon the com- 
pletion of the dual system of subways 
will be added to immensely.

fers power similar to those taken @ 
from the Fire Commissioner. 

The insertion of that exception. in 
Section 775 of the law, according to 
Mr. MacNulty, apparently was quite 
inadvertent on the part of the framers, 
who merely followed the phraseology 
of the preceding section, governing the 
control of adequate means of exit. 

A further defect in the present labor 
law, according to Mr. MacNulty, is 
due to the repeal of Section 775A of the 
Hoey law, governing fire-drills, This 
section reads as follows: 

Sec. 775A. Fire Drills.—The Fite Come 
missioner is empowered to make and 
enforce such general regulations or special 
orders as he may deem necessafy respéct- 
ing the regulat and periodical perform- 
ance of a fire drill in any factory, store, or 
other business establishment, or in any 
schocl, ospital, infirmary, asylum, or 
other charitable or eleemosynary institu- 
tion withia the City ef New York. The 
term “fire drill,’’ as used in this section, 
shail be construed to mean any instruction 
or practice in the use of means of egress 
and of alarm or fire extinguishing equip. 
ment which the Fire Commissioner may 
prescribe by general regulation or spécial 
order. 

That section was repealed outright by 
the new labor law. In Section 83D the 
new law restored to the Fite Commis- 
sioner the power to enforce fire drills 
in factories, but not the power to do 
so in the case of stores, schools, and 
institutions. In the appeal to Gov. 
Glynn stress is laid on the need of: re- 
Storing immediately to the Fire Com- 
missioner these powers. 

The Fire Commissioner and the other 
conferees assert that the présént situ- 
ation brings about again a division of 
responsibility in the matter of fire pre- 
vention such as the Hoey law sought 
to eng by centralizing responsibility 
in the Fire Commissioneft and thé Fire 
Prevention Bureau established shortly 
after the Triangle fire. In that fire the 
Coroner’s records placed the responsi- 
bility for the disaster on just such 
divided authority. 

The Fire Commissioner and the Cor- 
poration Counsel's office, with a view 
of establishing centralized respensibil- 
ity, protested against the exemption of 


| control over factory exits from the Fire 


Commissioner’s authority, but finally 
yielded that point. 

Since that time there has been thor- 
ough co-operation between the Fire De- 
partment and the State Labor Depart- 
ment. The Labor Department now has 
joined the Fire Commissioner in urgins 
the restoration to the Commissioner of 
all the powers he had under the Hoey 
law, with the exception of the control 
over factory exits. That is to be left 
in the hands of the Labor Department’s 
{Industrial Bureau, which presently is 
to have 125 additional Inspectors. 

“Tnstead of punishing equally and in 
the same degree thé owner of proprietor 
of a building or factery who knowingly 
lecks his doors or smokes cigarettes in 
an oil-soaked or rag-strewn loft, and the 
employe who puffs a cigarette without 
realizing that he is violating a law,’’ 
said Mr. MacNulty yesterday, ** we want 
to make the punishment fit the crime. 
The maximum fine is too sfnall. We 
would like to make such violations of 
the law by employes misdemeanors pun- 
ishable by imprisonment for not more 
than a year or a fine of not more than 
$500, or by both. Then the law could in- 
deed be made a deterrent. The Magis- 
trates and Justices of the courts of Spe- 
cial Sessions have stood by us sturdily 
in the prosecution of such violations of 


the factory law. It is not they, but the 


law itself that falls short.’’ 

The appeal urging the enactment of 
the remedial legislation, signed by 
Abram If. : S 
Factory Investigating Commission, and 
by George W. Olvaney, Deputy Fire 
Commissioner, was sent to Commis- 
sioner Lynch for his signature and 
to Gov. Glynn. In_ the 
meantime, until the courts actually have 
rendered a contrary decision, the Fire 
Commissioner has been advised by the 
Corporation Counsel to prosecute all 
violations of the labor law, as if he pos- 
séssed all his old power.

Seven Floors and a Roof Gar- 
den, but No Theatre in 
the Building. 


BALLROOMS AND_~ RINKS 


Also Several Restaurants—Cohan & 
Harris and Sol Bloom Among 
the Promoters. 


Refusing to believe the much repeated 
statement that New York already has 
too many places of amusement a syndi- 
cate of well-known theatrical men, 
headed by Sol Bloom, the music pub- 
lisher, and including George M. Cohan, 
Sam Harris, and others, took over the 
Tichner-Grand property on Sixty-first 
Street, near Columbus Circle, yesterday 
and will begin at once the construction 
of what the promoters term an ‘‘Amuse- 
ment Palace,’ which will have many 
novel features, 

Rumors that the syndicate was pre- 
paring to build a huge amusement resort 
have been current for some time, but 
the location was not known until the 
Tichner-Grand site deal was completed 
yesterday. 

Each floor in the building will be 
given over to a different form of enter- 
tainment, although, except for cabaret 
performances, there will be no the- 
atrical shows conducted. There will be 
seven floors thus utilized, and a garden 
will be buiit on the roof. 

A large elevator will run from the 
ground to the roof, and automobile 
parties may drive into the building and 
be whisked to the garden without get- 
ting out of their cars. Then the motor 
will be taken down to a specially con- 
structed garage in the basement. 

The seventh floor will be a ballroom 
with a dancing space of 75 by 200 feet. 
Below that will be a floor given over 
to roller skating, and on other floors 
will be bowling and billiard halls and 
restaurants of various kinds and prices. 
A chop suey restaurant will be one of 
the features. 

The ground floor plan calls for an in- 
door garden with a large fountain in the 
centre as the chief attraction An auto- 
mobile driveway will run through the 
garden, and there will be a winding 
promenade, which the promoters expect 
to become popular. The lease for the 
building site is said to involve $750,000, 
and the building itself will cost about 
half that sum, according to _ Sol 
Bloom. A Chicago millionaire who has 
never been connected with theatrical en- 
terprises or restaurants is said to be 
heavily interested in the venture. 

‘The public is tired of some kinds of 
amusements, of course,’’ said Mr. Bloom 
last night, ‘‘ but we are going to give 
them something entirely different. The 
place will be a resort where a man may 
bring his whole family, and while he 
amuses himself with billiards or some 
other sport after they have all had their 
dinner in any sort of a restaurant they 
care to dine in, his wife and daughters 
can dance or skate or bowl or see a 
pretty good cabaret show. We mean to 


make the promenade a sort of indoor 
Fifth Avenue.”’

Pianist, in His Best Form, Gives 
an All-Chopin Programme. 


For the third time within a few weeks 
an all-Chopin programme was given at 
@ public recital, the artist this time 
being Josef Hofmann, who played yes- 
terday afternoon in Carnegie Hall. 
There was a large audience, and it 
Zave evidence of containing many thor- 
ough devotees of the Polish composer, 
whose works were heard. It is a ques- 
tion whether those in the audience who 
were not members of the cult of Cho- 
pin might not have found a whole aft- 
ernoon of him a little bit tiresome, even 
though he was set forth by a player 
whose intellectual quality is so con- 
stantly in evidence as Hofmann’s to 
plan skillfully and ceaselessly for va- 
riety and contrast, the only antidotes 
of monotony. 

If there were many protestants at the 
recital they offered no tangible evidence 
of their presence. Every one there 
seemed to be enjoying himself or herself 
very much, as well they might. The 
pianist was in his best form and gave a 
recital of the kind which has earned him 
the position he holds. 

The quality of variety already alluded 
to was an element which gave great 
vitality to the performance. In carry- 
ing out his intention the pianist was as 
successful when, in the B flat minor 


Mazurka, he made the two simultaneous 
melodies in the right hand sing delicate- 
ly over the interlacing accompaniment 
tigure in the left, with marvelous skill, 
as when he put into the “military’’ Polo- 
naise the fire and vigor which Chopin 
borrowed for the moment from folksong 
stock. 

The largest number of the afternoon 
was the sonata in B flat minor. One 
of the most striking effects of this was 
secured in the famous Funeral March, 
which constitutes its third movement. 
Mr. Hofmann sounded the minor third 
which occurs in the left hand chords 
unvaried through the first section, with 
an accent which raised it above the 
mere function of supplying the rhythm. 
As the accented monotonousness con- 
tinued, it began to take on a peculiar 
power, and finally, always becoming 
more urgent and insistent, it dominated 
the movement and became aimost more 
significant than the melody. The effect 
was very striking, and the memory of 
it persisted all through the middle sec- 
tion, «Garrying through the tenseness 
and unity of the movement when it 
uae once more taken up in the repeti- 

on. 

Mr. Hoffman’s complete programme 
included the Ballade in A flat major and 
Impromptu in the same key; Nocturne, 
F minor;; Mazurka, B flat minor;

PETER K. WILSON DIES AT 89. 


Pioneer Lace Importer Was Deco- 
rated by French Government. 


Peter K. Wilson, senior member of the 
lace importing and manufacturing house 
of P. K. Wilson & Son, died yesterday 
of pneumonia, at his home, 56 West 
Kighty-seventh Street, Mr. Wilson was 
89 years old and had been in active 
charge of his business until two weeks. 
ago. Two sons, William B. and Samuel 
M. Wilson, and a daughter, Mrs. Boy- 
den, survived him. 

Mr. Wilson was born in Scotland and 
came to the United States as a smali 
boy. Before he was 15 years old he was 
working as a clerk in a lace factor’s 
place in lower Broadway. By the time 
he reached his majority he had started 
in business for himself. In 1867 the 
firm of J. B. McBurnie & Co. was es- 


tablished, with Mr. Wilson as one of 
the partners. In 1882 the firm changed 
its style to McBurnie & Wilson. Two 
years later Mr. McBurnie retired and 
Mr. Wilson continued the business un- 
der his own name. Later, when he took 
in his eldest son, the business became 
P. K, Wilson & Son. The firm occupies 
three acres of space in a building at 
Yifth Avenue and Eighteenth Street. 
Mr. Wilson established the first Amer- 
ican factory for lace in France and re. 
ceived the grand cross of the Legion of 
Honor from the French Government for 
his services in promoting trade relations 
between this country and France. 





Col. Alexander C. Hawes. 

Col. Alexander C. Hawes, who was 
one of the last survivors of the John 
Brown raids in Kansas, which preceded 
the civil war, died Saturday in Hono- 
lulu, Hawaii. Col. Hawes had been for 
forty years manager of the Pacific Coast 
headquarters of the New York Life In- 
surance Company, and was a resident of 
San Francisco. Col. Hawes was a na- 
tive of Barnet, Vt., where he was born 
eighty years ago. When the civil war 
began Col. Hawes enlisted in the Union 
Army with an Illinois regiment, and fin- 
ished the war as Lieutenant Colonel of 
the One Hundred and Forty-ninth Illi- 
nois Regiment. He was at one time 


Commander of the Loyal Legion of Cali- 
fornia. 


Charles Canton Found Dead tn Tax!. 
Spectal to The New York Times, 

ALBANY, N, Y., Dec. 9.—Charles N. 
Canton, proprietor of a hotel at New- 
tonville, was found dead in a taxicab, in 
which he was riding home from this 
city, when the taxi stopped at his hotel 
early yesterday morning. Mr. Canton 
was known among legislators, clubmen, 
and hotel men. He had held several 


public positions of trust and was a can- 
didate for the next Republican nomina- 
tion for Sheriff. Mr. Canton was born 
in West Troy, Feb. 26, 18538, a descend- 
ant of Albert Canton, who emigrated 
from Bordeaux, France, about 1811.

Mrs. Caroline FE. Farnsworth, 87 years 
old, who served as a missionary in 
Asiatic Turkey for more than half a 
century, died/at the home of her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. William <A. Little, in Glen 
Ridge, N. J., yesterday. Mrs. Farns- 
worth was born in Thetford, Vt. Mr.

hope that you will inject some of that 
same dignity expected of him into your- 
selves and be a help instead of a hind- 


rance to him. 

‘In leaving this office I want you to 
know that there is no feeling on my part 
and I recognize it as a business proposi- 
tion. I wish the National League and

PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 9.—Ira Thomas 
of the Philadelphia American League

“It is true that the Athletics did not

The fraternity was or- 
ganized primarily to get the players to- 
gether and make the,game of such a 
character that our mothers and wives 
could attend without fear of insult, and 
we hoped that the public would meet 
us half way in this matter. 

“It is also true that some players 
in other clubs have little grievances 
which they wish straightened out, but 
I cannot see why there should be the 
slightest friction over the items. That 
does not apply to the Athletics, how- 
ever, for we all feel that Mr. Mack 
is more than-fair to us, and we do 
not look upon him as a manager, but 
rather as a father. Even if we Signed 
the fraternity requests we should not 
do so with the thought that they ap- 
plied to Mr. Mack. Connie does not 
held his players by reason of signed 
contracts; he holds them because he is 
eminently fair*and gives us practically 
all we ask for. He does not stick to 
hard and fast rules.’’ 


DENIAL BY MR. FULTZ.

Compromise May Be Effected at 
To-night’s Meeting of the League. 


The disagreement among the clubs in 
the Amateur Hockey League over the 
new six-men rule may be adjusted on a 
cempromise basis and the schedule 
played as originally arranged. A con- 
ference of the warring factions was 
held yesterday at St. Nicholas Rink to 
determine the best way to meet the 
issue when it is brought up to-night 
before the Executive Committee, 
while the result of the deliberation was 
not announced, it was reported that 
rather than see the league disrupted 
and the hockey season spoiied by the 
withdrawal of any of the teams, the 
elubs which won the six-men team vic- 
tory at the special meeting last week 
are willing to waive thet advantage 
and vote to rescind the rule, or suggest 
a@ compromise whereby one-half of the 
series shall be played with seven men 
under the old rule and the other half 
with six men, thereby giving the advo- 
cates of the new plan a chance to try it 
out in practice and determine the ad- 
visability of making the play perma- 
nent. It is understood that the repre- 
sentatives of the St. Nicholas Skating 
Club and the Hockey Club will agree to 
the compromise. 

Before the present condition develoned 
the indications pointed to a keen fight 
for championship honors. Five have 
arranged to be represented in the race, 
and between the selecting from the best 
of the veteran miaterial, augmented and 
strengthened by recruits from Yale, 
Harvard, and Princeton, as well as a 
number of talented puck chasers from 
Canada, the teams showed in practice 
to be very even in playing ability, and 
critics would have difficultv in pre- 
dicting which one of the five teams 
would win the trophy. 

The only team which will remain 
practically the same is the Hockey 
Club, which last season won the cham- 
pionship. It Was recruited from the 
former players of the New York A. C., 
and no changes will be made except in 
the addition of Ramsey Rankin, who is 
conceded to be one of the fastest ama- 
teur players ever developed in Canada.

Du Fresne goes 
over to the Trish-American team, which 
also got Johnny McGrath, the former 
Wanderer player, who was out of the 
game last season. Jim Cree, an Indian 
player, who has also joined the Irish- 
American team, will be a conspicuous 
acauisition to the team. 

The Wanderers team, which did not 
narticipate in the tournament last year, 
will be represented by an entirely new 
ageregation, consisting of several for- 
mer Canadian plavers and a few of last 
vear’s Irish-American players. Aumond 
and Claffy formerly played with lead- 
ing amateur teams in Ottawa and Me- 
Donnell is famous in Canadian hockey 
circles as a forward line man. 

The St. Nicholas Club is essentially 
American in its make-up, being com- 
nosed entirely of former college play- 
ers.

The 
day had been marked by falls which 
put Jimmy Moran and Paddy Hehir out 
of the race and resulted in the reteam- 
ing of their partners, Jackie Clarke and 
Alfred Grenda; the lapping of the Keefe- 
Kopsky combination five times, and @ 
steady.fail of the previous records. 

An exciting series of sprints, easily 
the best that the race has produced, 
turned the Garden into a Bedlam a few 
minutes before 11 o’clock last night. 
Breton of the French team was the 
first to jump the field, and his partner, 
Perchicot, was ready for the relief. 
When the French team had been over- 
taken, ‘‘ Grassy ’’ Ryan, who is teamed 
with Fred Hill, made a great spurt 
which carried him many yards ahead 
of the field. Hill was ready for the 
relief, and for three laps the riders 
circled the big bowl at terrific speed. 

Both of the ambitious lap-stealing 
teams had been captured, and the men 
went around at fair speed for two laps. 
Then Bobby Walthour shot out in front, 
and before the other riders realized that 
a sprint was on the Southerner had 
pulled himself one-third of a lap to 
the good. It was the closest approach 
to a stolen lap up to this time, and the 
big crowd yelled itself hoarse with en- 
couragement to Walthour. When Col- 
lins relieved Walthour the other riders 
were almost a half iap in the rear, but 
Collins was unable to show anything 
like the speed that, had carried Wal- 
thour in front, and he was soon over- 
hauled, Root and Grenda leading the 
other riders in the successful chase. 

By this time the lap-stealing fever had 
made Grenda its victim and the big 
Tasmanian quickly made a spurt, but it 
was a weak effort and the field became 
closely bunched after two laps. They 
were stiil hitting up a good pace when 
Perchicot, of the French team, decided 
that his chance had arrived. His jump 
Was passed unnoticed by the other rid- 
ers, who evidently figured that his 
partner was riding. As all the men had 
been on the track during the Series of 
sprints it was no easy task to tell which 
rider was “in the race,” As a result 
Perchicot had picked up almost half a 
lap before the real pursuit began. 
Breton relieved his partner, then gave 
way again to Perchicot, and for four 
minutes the two Frenchmen circled the 
track at top speed with the other riders 
straining every muscle to overtake 
them. Led by Grenda, the field gradu- 
ally reduced the lead which the French 
team had gained and finally overtook 
Perchicot. 

Hardly had the riders lessened their 
speed after the successful pursuit of the 
Frenchmen when Jake Magin started 
another sprint, and his short effort was 
followed by a spurt on the part of Ap- 
plehans of the German combination. 
When Applehans had been overhauled 
the sprints came to an end for the time 
being. The series had lasted about fif- 
teen minutes, and despite the terrific 
speed there’ was not a spill. Every one 
of the thirty riders was on the track at 
one time when the chase for Perchicot 
and Breton was at its height. All the 
teams held up under the exacting pace 
with remarkable success, with the ex- 
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tion, which lost four 
speed carnival. This 
laps behind before the 
and the 11 o’clock score showed them 
an even mile behind the leaders. Keefe 
was on the track during the greater part 
of the time without any relief from 
Kopsky, and when the latter came on 
the damage had been done. 

No such riding has ever been seen in 
the second day of a six-day grind at the 
Garden as that of yesterday. Only two 
of the twenty-four hours failed to show. 
a@ new record, these being the first 
hour, or 1 o'clock, when the men were 
one lap behind, and at 4 o’clock when 
they were twelve laps behind the old 
figures. Eivery other hour showed a 
new figure, the best being at 11 o’clock 
yesterday morning, when the men were 
eleven mils and two laps ahead of the 
previous figure. Then they began to 
drop back, and at 8 o’clock last night 
they were only seven laps ahead of the 
record. The big sprint just before 11 
o'clock pulled up some of the distance 
that had been dropped and indicated a 
mark two miles and one lap ahead of 
the previous figuvre. 

The crowd was one of the biggest that 
ever jammed into the Garden to see the 
eyclists perform. With not a vacant 
seat in any part of the big amphithe- 
atre and hundreds standing wherever a 
view of the track was afforded, the as- 
semblage reached practically capacity 
proportions. 

Between 6 and 10 o’clock last. night 
there was no sustained attempt by, any 
of the teams to break away from the 
field and gain a_lap. Intermittent 
spurts made by Kopsky, Keefe, and 
Broceo kept the big crowd in good hu- 
m -, and also kept the riders from fall- 
ing behind the record. The efforts 
were only half hearted and lasted no 
longer than a lap or two. 

*“ Keep an eye on Clarke and Grenda”’ 
has become the watchword of all the 
other teams, as they realize that these 
two are good for first or second money 
in the Saturday night sprint if the 
succeed in pulling themselves up with 
the ieaders. ‘The riders who are tied 
for first place figure that Grenda and 
Clarke willfurnish enough sprinting later 
to satisfy them all, so they are content 
to aang ayy easy until they are forced 
te put on top speed.

Only Football and Basket Ball Pay 
at Philadelphia College. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Dec. 9.—Foot- 

ball and basket ball were the only sports 
at the University of Pennsylvania to 
show a financial profit last season, ac- 
cording to the report submitted to the 
Athletic Association. Receipts from 
football were $54,092 for 1912, while the 
expenses were $23,742. Basket ball cost 
$2,937, and the receipts were $3,937. 
Baseball receipts were $8,092, and the 
expenses were $10,119. Track costs 
were $13,000, with receipts of §&7,380. 
The report showed a deficit of $8,489. 

The expenses included interest 
bonds, office and general expenses 
well as donations to many sperts for 
which no admission fees are charged. 
The net receipts from all sources were 
$92,243, and the expenses $100,733.

Rights of Collector in Reliquidating 
Disputed Entrics Settled. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers handed up an opinion yes- 
terday on the rights of the Collector of 
Customs to reliquidate entries in cases 
decided by the board contrary to the 
mandate of the tribunal. The case call- 
ing for the board’s decision was that of

the board, while the Court of Appeals 
reversed the lower tribunals and_ held 
the goods properly dutiable under Para- 
graph 302, by the operation of the simili- 
tude clause of Section 7, The Supreme 
Court of the United States affirmed the 
Appellate Court. The board thereupon 
issued_a mandate. to the Collectot at 
New York to reliquidat€&in accordance 
with the terms of the ndate of the 
Supreme Court. The Coilector reliqui- 
dated some of the entries, but refused 
to do so with the others. This refusal 
was followed by an appeal by the im- 
porter against the Collector’s action. 
Judge Hay, sustaining the protest, dis- 
ouaees the rights of Collectors as fol- 
ows: 

“The Collector is a statutory officer 
and has no extrajudicial power, and no 
power at all except that expressly pro- 
vided by law. He-has no authority to 
question the action of the Board of 
xeneral Appraisers except in the man- 
rer which the statute provides. In the 
case at bar, after litigation in the 
courts, the board issued its mandate in 
accordance with the final decision of 
the court. The Collector was left with 
no alternative except to reliquidate in 
accordance with that mandate. This he 
did not do, but on the contrary assumed 
the responsibility of determining that 
the board's mandate was not what it 
should have keen.’”’ é

A. C. A. Test of Full Con- 
sumption of Motor Car 
Generator. 


To ascerfain what the fuel consumption 
of an electric lighting generator might 
be, or, rather, to ascertain whether the 
use of a generator to charge batteries 
for motor car lighting meant an in- 
crease in the fuel consumption, a cer 
tified test has just been held by the 
Automobile Club of America on Long Isl- 
and. Five runs were made on the Metor 
Parkway under practically constant 
conditions. Two with the generator in 
cperation and delivering from 16.8 to 
18 amperes to the battety and one with 
the generator disconnected and replaced 
by a shaft running in pair ef ball bear- 
ings, were made at the average speed of 
about twenty miles an hour. The other 
two runs, one with and the other with- 
out the generator, were made at about 
forty miles an hour. The result of ‘the 
tests showed that the fuel. consumption 
caused by the generation of current was 
practically negligible. In the runs at 
the slower speed the mileage on @ Imeas- 
ured gallon was 13.7 with the generator 
off as compared with 13 and 13.2 with 
it in operation, or an increase in conr 
sumption of about 4.6 per cent. for cur- 


rent. At the higher speeds the increase 
was only 3.7 per cent. 

During the runs when the generator 
was in use ali lights were kept burning. 
The lamp equipment included two head, 
two side, two tail, two speedometer, one 
dash and one tonneau lights. The car 
used for the test was a six-cytindered 
Packard of 38 horse power, ,with a 
Bijur generator and illard storage 
battery. Five passengers were carried 
on each of the runs, and the car, with- 
Gut passengers but with a considerable 
quantity of extra equipment, weighed 
4,862 pounds.

The first 
is that fashion is not fuily in sym- 
pathy with laces and embroideries as 
dress garnitures at the moment, and 
the second is that the popularity of 
light laces and embroidered nets, which 
do not need much machine work, does 
not require the manufacturers to use 
al! of their producing facilities.

Typewriter Sales Heavy. 

Despite the weakness of the steel 
market, which is said to indicate better 
than anything else the condition of 
American business, there has been no 
drop in the demand for typewriters of 
late.

Domestics Exports Dull. 

The export end of the local domestics 
and cotton duck market is unusually 
dull for this time of year. This is due, 
it was said, to stock taking, not only 
by domestic mills and commission 
houses but also by many foreign houses. 
Most of the foreign customers of the 
local selling houses are endeavoring to 
dispose of old stocks, and as a result 
are not taking any additional goods. 


Merchants in Mexico are holding up 
orders generally, but, as there have 
been practically no cancellations, seliers 
believe that the outlook there is not so 
dark as was first supposed. A steady 
volume of ordering is noted from the 
Philippines, but it is somewhat below 
the average at this time. Many turo- 
pean manufacturers are curtailing pro- 
duction and some are withdrawing from 
the market temporarily. It was said 
at one of the large selling houses yes- 
terday that better business was expect- 
ed after the turn of the year, because 
buying had been so curtailed in the 
last four months that stocks were low 
and would need to be replaced. 


SIDELIGHTS ON SELLING, 


Tho local cotton goods market continues 
quiet, with prices generally firm. Sellers 
have received more inquiries in the last week 
than in some time and consider them an in- 
dication of an improvement in business for 
the near future. j 

The between-seasons lull is now felt {n the 
men’s wear market here. Practically the 
only heavywelght goods being shown are the 
cheaper lines, and reorders on lightweight 
goods are about finished, save on the high- 
grade lines. 

Deliveries of hosiery for the current season 
are still much behind, and unfortunate ex- 
periences in this regard are resulting in an 
interchange of customers in some quarters of 
the market Such delay, due to overselling 
the mills’ production, is not likely to occur 
again, {t was said, as the estimated output 
is figured on @ more conservative basis this 
season.

The machine is said to be meeting with con- 
siderable success, and replacing a number 
of machines making the one-sided chain

Imports of feathers at New York in the 
week ended Nov. 29 were valued at $43,505, 
a gain of $21,731 over the previous week. 

Wheat exports from this port last week 
showed a loss totaling 1,064,939 bushels, 
against 1,497,904 for. the previous week. Beef 
exports gained considerably, aggregating 914 
barrels and 434 tierces, compared with 664 
and 325, respectively, in the week before. 

Imports of silk fabrics at this port in the 
week ended Nov. 29 were valued at $783,426, 
a gain of $84,796 over the previous week. 
Withdrawals from bonded warehouses were 
valued at $58,287, compared with $97,811 in 
the week before.

tors might pass it entirely. For this 
there was no official warrant, but the 
financial community has felt sufficiently

Haven dividend to give heed 
to yesterday's rumors. These were 
given the more weight because of the 


| statement by a member of the New Ha- 


ven stockholders’ committee that he 
was opposed to the payment of any 
dividend at this time. Rumors regard- 
ing possible Governmental interference 
with the New York Central’s consolida- 
tion plan, which is an important feat- 
ure of the company’s proposed scheme 
of financing, played a part in causing 
the three point break in that stock. 
Disappointment over the Canadian Pa- 
cific financing which did not appear to 
carry as much in the way of a bonus 
as had been expected, was responsible 
for the decline of over four points in 
that issue. Similarly special reasons ap- 
peared for the break in the other stocks 
whose weakness finally affected the 
whole market. 

It was upon the worst side of the 
picture that traders were looking yes- 
terday, and little heed, therefore, was 
paid to some developments which oth- 
erwise might have attracted favorable 
attention. One of these had to do with 
the prospect of a further reduction in 
the German bank rate, which would in- 
dicate that the European markets, par- 
ticularly those of Germany, are in a 
more comfortable position than general- 
ly realized, despite the fact that the 
German discount rate has now for an 
unusually long period been not only well 
below the German bank rate, but also 
substantially under the level of the 
London discount market. This was Still 
true yesterday, although the rate moved 
up a little at Berlin and was easier at 
London. ‘the Bank of England w- 
tained the bulk of the $4,000,000. gold 
which arrived yesterday, promising a 
favorable return in this week’s state- 
ment. The report that the new French 
Ministry would abandon the scheme for 
a big national loan at this time was 
no doubt instrumental in causing a 
further advance in sterling exchange 
in Paris. The position of sterling ex- 
change in Paris, which now for some 
time has actually stood above the gold 
export point, is an element which favors 
the English market and which helps 
to account for the present receding 
tendency in London discounts. The Ger- 
man Bank reported a considerable cash 
loss yesterday, but circulation and dis- 
counts fell off to a still larger extent. 
All in all, the European markets are 
working comfortably their way toward 
the end of the year, when the usual spe- 
cial demands will have to be met. Vur 
own call money market was easier yes- 
terday, although the large amount of 
cash which has been’ lost within the 
last fortnight prevents a normally 
rapid return to a condition of real 

oe NR 
ease. 

So many indications of a slackening 
of industrial activity have recently 
been afforded that no surprise was oc- 
casioned by the increase in the number 
of idle freight cars from 22,600 on Nov. 
15 to 57,200 on Dec. 1. This showing 
was in harmony with the movement in 


freight car statistics for the correspond- 
ing period last year and the year be- 
fore, but the lessened demand of equip- 
ment was.more pronounced this year 
than in either of the preceding two. 
Relatively little stress was laid yester- 
day either on the recession in trade 
or upon other general considerations 
such as prospective anti-trust legisla- 
tion, the market being to an unusual 
extent governed by special influences. 
How far those special influences may 
develop into factors of broader appli- 
eation was one of the questions nat- 
urally suggested by yesterday’s events. 
The disposition, though, seemed to be 
to assume the worst in respect to the 
special matters which were under dis- 
cussion. This seems to leave the way 
open to a revision of the views which 
governed prices, should it appear, as 
it may well appear, that a little too 
ready ear was given to all of the day’s 
adverse suggest ons.

In the Hands of the Jury. 


The long-awaited special meeting of 
Directors of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford to try the 6 per cent. divi- 
dend on several counts will be held to- 
day at the Grand Central Station. When 
Mr. Elliott took office he quickly decided 
that the circumstances of the New 
Haven did not justify the payment of 
6 per cent., and indicated that he 
favored a reduction to 4 per cent. Since 
that date earnings have grown steadily 
worse, and the company is far short 
of a surplus to date that would justify 
the payment of 4 per cent., so that there 
is no little uncertainty as to whether 
the board will declare even 1 per cent. 
to-day. Eli Whitney, erroneously re- 
ferred to in a dispatch yesterday morn- 
ing as a Dorector of the New Haven 
said that he believed the interests of 
the stockholders lay in having earnings 
conserved and not paid out in dividends 
that are not earned. Mr. Whitney is 
not on the board, but as a member of 
the Stockholders’ Protective Committee 
he is considered to have nearly as much 
influence as though he had a vote, and 
his remarks brought about a_ sharp 
break in the price of New Haven shares 
yesterday. The stock sold down to 
71%, and closed at 72, with a loss of 
4% points for the day. At no time in 
1912 did New Haven sell below 126; at 
yesterday’s closing price it was 58 points 
below its price on Jan. 10, 1913, when 
most issues made their best prices for 
the current year.

Opposing Arguments. 

One of the most prominent men in 
recent New Haven affairs said yester- 
day that personally he favored the 
declaration of 1 per cent. to-day on the 
ground that it is too soon to say that 
the company cannot earn 4 per cent. 
this year. He holds that it is very bad 
business to raise and lower dividends 
to meet fluctuations in earnings. The 
most potent argument against passing 
the dividend entirely has been the fear 
that it would invalidate the New 
Haven’s bonds for savings bank invest- 
ments. Most States require a road to 
have paid at least 4 per cent. per an- 
num for five years to make its bonds 
legal investments. The New Haven al- 
ready has paid 5 per cent. so far in 
1913, and there appears to be good 
basis for the theory that the next quar- 
ter’s payment could be omitted without 
destroying the availability of the com- 
pany’s bonds for savings banks. It is 
held by some authorities that the road 
has passed through its worst period, and 
should do better from now to the end 
of the current fiscal year,

A Tale of Sixteen Stocks, 

The Street has heard so many plain- 
tive tales in the past year from stock 
owners who bought at high prices and 
have been forced to nurse their patience 
while quotations remain at low levels, 
that it is a relief to hear of an investor 
whose holdings represent good judgment 
in making purchases. A lawyer told 
yesterday of some ‘‘cheap” stocks that 
he found recently on the schedule of an 
estate of large dimensions for which he 
was appointed an administrator. The 
man who left the estate was far more 
interested in land buying as a medium 
of investment than in securities, but he 
evidently followed the market closely 
when quotations were on the decline. 
There were sixteen different stocks, 
common and preferred, contained in the 
schedule, said the lawyer, all of which 
were listed on the Stock Exchange. Not 
one of them had been purchased at a 
figure which was not substantially 
lower than the minimum prices touched 
by the shares this year. Some of them 
had been bought in the bargain days of 
the last panic, but others had been 
picked up at times when the market 
was close to the bottom of a great 
downward swing.

Helping the Celestial Farmer. 


The movement to help the farmer to 
better things in the way of larger crops 
and a higher income has spread to 
China. The matter of rural credit ex- 
pansion is not receiving attention by 
bankers of the Celestial Kingdom, but 
methods are under consideration, ac- 
cording to advices from the Far East, 
for increasing production, with the ex- 
pectation of doubling the present out- 
put of farm products in the more fertile 
provinces. It is proposed to introduce 
commercial! fertilizers on a large scale, 
a departure which may be of interest to 
the chemical fertilizer manufacturers in 
this country. An experimental farm is 
contemplated by the German authorities 
in Shantung, where the use of fertilizer 
will be taught and, after learning, a 
supply will be advanced to the farmer, 
who will pay for it out of the proceeds 
of his first crop. In this respect the 
method of supplying credit will be much 
the same as in the United States, but in 
the distribution of modern agricultural 
implements it will be somewhat dif- 
ferent. Instead of selling tools to be 
paid for in the future, the sponsors of 
the plan expect to get the Chinese 
farmer to save a little from his income 
each year until he has enough laid by 
to buy his new plow or cultivator qut- 
right.

Stock of the American Sugar Refining 
Company sold down to 99% yesterday 
on the receipt of news of fresh suits 
brought against the company at New 
Orleans. This was the lowest figure 
touched in several years. Up to yester- 
day afternoon 154 suits had been filed 
against the company, and in the aggre- 
gate $119,000,000 is being sought as dam- 
ages for alleged violation of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust law. Uneasiness among 
the stockholders brought the following 
statement from the company 

“he management dealres to state 
that while it is true that a number of 
suits alleging a common ‘cause of ac- 
tion have been brought against this 
company in New Orleans within the last 
fortnight, in the opinion of the general 
counsel of the company and eminent 
associate counsel the company has a full 
and complete defense to all’of the cases 


which it will, in due course, submit with 
confidence to an impartial court.’’

B. R. T. PLAN CUTS 
INTO EXPRESS RUNS 


Trains To and From Brooklyn 
Interrupt Service at 59th 
and Canal Streets. 


BROADWAY TRAVEL SUFFERS 


Col. Williams Aims at Flexibility, 
but Says Scheme of Operation 
ts Not Fully Worked Out. 


As a result of the discussien of the 
Brrangement of the new aubway sta- 
tions at Times Square and the strong 
movement for the placing of an express 
station on the B. R. T. Broadway line 
at Forty-second Street, Col. Timothy 9 
Williams, President of the B R. T., 
Was asked yesterday about tne plan of 
operation for the Broadway trains, and 
in particular how the expresses would 
be. run. 

Col. Williams said he was studying 
the problem, but had not reached any 
definite conclusion: His idea, however, 
was to arrange the line so as to make 
ft as flexible as possible and to permit 
of whatever modifications might be de- 
manded as traffic developed. No man 
could now say what these demands 
might be, but he was tnclined to think 
that tne Manhattan part of the line 
would be its distributing portion, and 
that the express service would be of 
¢hief avail in the outlying sec:ions of 
Brooklyn and Queens at the end of the 
kine. The express service, he thought, 
would also be of value to the residents 
of Queens, who wanted to get to and 
from lower Manhaitan quickly. 

The Broadway line will be conditioned 
by the number of its tracks and the 
means of feeding and relieving them of 
trains. It was designed with four tracks 


from Vesey Street to Fifty-ninth Street, 
but this arrangement has been materially 
modified by the fact that there will be 
a@ break in the two centre tracks, usu- 
ally set apart for expresses, at Canal 
Street. At this -oint two tracks come 
into the Broadway line from Manhattan 
Bridge, alopg which will run most of 
the Brighton Beach trains. As _ these 
Canal Stytet tracks have é physical con- 
nection “vith the two cefmtre Broadway 
tracks, the centre tracks in Broadway 
South of Canal Street to Vesey will 
there oe switched over to the outer or 
loca)“tracks, and will play no part in 
oration. They will be used only for 
Sdorage purposes. 
Consequently the B. R. T. trains en- 
tering Manhattan by the Montague 
Street-Whitehall Street tunnel will run 
Wp lower Broadway at least as far as 
nion Square as locals. In the tenta- 
tive list of stations published by the 
commission the City Hall Station, be- 
tween Warren and Murray Streets, was 
set down as an express, but it cannot 
now be used as such, as there will not 
be continuous express tracks between it 
and Union Square, the mext express 
stop. Not until Union Square is reached 
does it appear possible that this set of 
trains could become expresses. 

On _the other hand, when the Manhat- 
tan Bridge trains reach Broadway they 
will be on the express tracks and must 
Gevinue on_them to Union Square. 

here, Col. Williams said, he expected 
that a number of them would be 
Switched over to the local tracks to con- 
tinue their run uptown. The number 
thus transformed in character will de- 
pend on the traffic needs revealed in 
actual operation. 

While the Broadway line will have 
two feeders from the south with two 
tracks each, it will have only one outlet 
at the north along Fifty-ninth Street, 
Which will also have two tracks. Con- 
sequently, Col. Williams said, it would 
be necessary to turn back a certain 
number of trains at the end of the 
four-track line at Fifty-ninth Street 
and Seventh Avenue. As at present laid 
out, there is to be an express station 
from Forty-seventh to Forty-ninth 
Street, and the latest plans show the 
next station from Fifty-fifth to Fifty- 
seventh Street, serving only the local 
tracks, which come to an end at Fifty- 
ninth Street, while the express tracks 
curve to the east, toward the Queens- 
boro Bridge. Some day local tracks 
whay be carried round to the west, so as 
® go north along Highth Avenue. 

It is expected that some of the north- 

und express trains will be emptied 
at the Forty-seventh Street station, 
and will then be run up Seventh Ave- 
nue to be switched back at Fifty-ninth 
Street, while others will be run through 
to stop at Fifth Avenue and Fifty- 
ninth Street. Then they will become 
locals until they cross the Queensboro 
Bridge. In the same way some of the 
locals, if the traffic demands it, can be 
turned back at Fifty-ninth Street, 
Switches having been planned at con- 
venient places to permit evtreme flexi- 
bility in operation. 

It seems, therefore, that a Manhattan 
Bridge train, remaining an express dur- 
ing its entire course, would stop in Man- 
hattan at Canal Street, at Union 
Square, at Thirty-fourth Street, at 
Forty-seventh Street. and Seventh Ave- 
nue, and at Fifth Avenue and Fifty- 
ninth Street. Other expresses might 
run from hitehall Street as locals as 
far north as Union Square, and then, 
after a stop at Thirty-fourth Street, 
would discharge their passengers at 
Forty-seventh Street and Seventh Ave- 
nue, and run on to Fifty-ninth Street 
only to be.turned back. 


TO ADJUST EXPRESS RATES. 


Those of States and Commerce Com- 
mission Don’t Harmonize. 


Public Service Commissioner Williams 
will leave to-day for Chicago to attend 
a meeting of the committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Railroad Commis- 
sioners on express service and express 
rates. This meeting has been summoned 
in order to meet a complicated situation 

owing out of action by the Interstate 

ommerce Commission. 

A few months ago the Interstate m- 
merce Commission fixed a numb of 
rates for interstate express in such a 
way as to bring them in conflict with 
the rates fixed by several of the State 
Commissions. This led to a heated dis- 
cussion at the recent convention of the 
National Association in Washington, 
and the cry of ‘State fights ” was 
raised by some of the Public Utility 
Commissioners. It is to endeavor to 
adjust the State rates with those or- 
dered by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission that the special committee 
-meeting has been summoned. 

Among those likely to attend are Mar- 
tin 8. Decker of the up-State Public 
Service Commission, Commissioner Chas. 
E. Elmquist of Minnesota, Commissioner 
Hafford Erickson of Wisconsin, Com- 
missioner Laurence B. Finn of Ken- 
tucky, Chairman of the National Asso- 
ciation, and Commissioner Max Thelan 
of California.

JERSEY TO TAX 2 BILLIONS. 


Ratables Show an Increase of $116,- 
490,412 Over 1912 Total. 


Special to The New York Times, 

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 9.—According 
to the report of the State Board for the 
Equalization of Taxes, submitted this 
afternoon to Acting Gov. Taylor, there 
are total ratables in New Jersey at the 
present time, exclusive of main stem 
and rolling stock of railroads, amount- 
ing to the remarkable sum of $2,406,- 
260,693.28. These ratables are available 
for taxation purposes and represent an 
increase of $116,490,412 over those for 
1912. 

The report calls attention to the de- 
fective operation of the law as it relates 
to the taxation of personal property, 


this situation being especially true in 
the case of bank stock. The board rec- 
ommends a change in the present sys- 
tem, so that such stock will bear its 
just share of the burden. It is also 
o0inted out that the taxation of house- 
hola goods is unfair to the small house- 
holder. 

The necessity of procuring more com- 
petent Assessors is taken up in the re- 
Lort, which holds that the existing con- 
ditions are due to the election of local 
Assessors and the inadequate salaries 
paid them. The board favors larger 
taxing Gistricts to get more competent 
officials. Amendments are also sug- 
gested to the Hillery-Maxim tax law 
because of the unsatisfactory way it is 
working. 

The report shows the total valuation 
taxable for 19138 as follows: 

Real estate, exclusive of second-class 
railroad property, $2,025,711,953.47; sec- 
end-class railroad property, $101,111,821; 
personal property, $285,008,410.76; deduc- 
tions for debt, other than mortgage in- 
debtedness, $5,403,321. 

Under the laws of 1910 and 1912 the 
amounts deducted in the apportionment 
of State, school, and county taxes ag 
gregate $67,386,460.25, and the amounts 
deducted for the same purpose total 
$4,400,314.83. : 

The various tax apportionments for 
the year follow: 

State school taxes, $6,363,436.59; county 
taxes, $10,461,463.46; local budgets, $30,- 
363,217.10. 

The total valuation of the exempt 
property is $206,183,137.34, divided as 
follows: 

Public school property, $45,139,7386.54; 
other school property, $11,709,755; public 
rroperty, $77,628,667; church’ and char- 
itable property, $63,513,409; cemeteries 
and graveyards, $8,191,570.

[5 LOST ON APPEAL 


Judge Holt’s Ruling Reversed 
in Cotton Bill-of-Lading 
Litigation. 


SAVES BANKERS $4,500,000 


Circuit Court of Appeals Holds That 
the English Law Must_ 
Prevail. 


The Circuit Court of Appeals reversed 
yesterday the decision made by Judge 
Holt in the District Court of the suit 
brought by A. Hannay & Co., cot- 
ton merchants of Liverpool, England, 
against the Guaranty Trust Company 
It decided that the English law must 
prevail in the case, and this exonerated 
the Guaranty Trust Company from all 
responsibility for a valueless bill oi 
exchange. 

Although the amount involved in this 
particular case was only $7,320, it was 
regarded as a test case and will affeci 
claims against American bankers to 
the amount of about $4,500,000. a 

The suit arose through the fraudulent 
practices and bankruptcy of Knight, 
Yancey & Co. of Decatur, Ala., and 
Steele, Miller & Co. of Corinth, Miss. 
They had forged bills of lading and had 
issued against them bills of exchange, 
which after passing through the hands 
of American and British banking houses 
were finally accepted by English cotton 
merchants. When the Englishmen 
found that the bills of lading were 
forged and that there were no goods 
represented thereby, they asserted that 
the American banks, in discounting 
the bills of exchange had made them- 
selves responsible for the genuineness 
of the bilsl of lading. Consequently it 


was the duty of the American bankers 
to reimburse them for the money they 
had paid out for non-existing cotton 
they asserted. 

To test this theory A. Hannay & Co. 
brought suit against the Guaranty Trust 
Companuy on a draft of $7,320, which 
was supposed to be issued against a b_ll 
of lading for 100 bales of cotton. It had 
been indorsed, in the first place, by the 
Guaranty Trust Company, and was then 
paid by the Bank of Liverpool. A. Han- 
nay & Co. bought it from this institu- 
t.on and then discovered that the bill of 
lading was a forgery, and that there 
was no cotton. So they sued the Guar- 
anty Trust Company as the original in- 
dorser. 

Before Judge Holt, William D. Guth- 
rie, who represented the Guaranty Trust 
Company, called as an expert to show 
that the Liverpool firm was wrong, one 
of the leading authorities on Br-tish 
commercial law, Cir John Paget, King’s 
Counsel and lecturer on banking in the 
University of London. He testif.ed that 
it was contrary to established banking 
customs in England to hold a bank re- 
sponsible for the genuineness of a bill 
of lading. He adm.tted, however, that 
the law of the United States differed 
from that of the United Kingdom in the 
matter of exchange. 

Judge Holt nevertheless held that the 
draft was conditional on the shipment 
of the cotton referred to on the face 
of the draft and on the bill of lading, 
to which it was attached. He refused 
to acept Mr. Guthrie’s contention that 
the court must be governed by the 
British law, and held that the trust 
company in discounting the note had 
given its guarantee that the cotton had 
been shipped. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals now re- 
verses Judge Holt and Judges Lacombe, 
Coxe, Ward, and Rogers. declared 
unanimously that the British law must 
prevail in this case. They point out 
that it was expressly stipulated by both 
parties to the suit that any printed de- 
cision of any British Court material to 
the issues might be received in evidence 
in the trial. The opinion goes on to 


say: . 

TAs all the transactions took place in 
England there is no doubt that the law 
of England as the place where the con- 
tract of acceptance was made, and was 
tobe performed must determine the 
rights and liabilities of the respective 
parties.” 

This is how Judge Rogers set forth the 
opinion of the court on the contention 
that the ancemtenor “7 the bill of ex- 
change was conditional: 

a The testimony established that the 
instrument in the suit 4s an_uncondi- 
tional bill of exchange under the law of 
England; that its acceptance by ~the 
Bank of Liverpool was absolutely un- 
conditional; that the presentor of a bill 
of exchange to the drawee for _accept- 
ance does not under the laws of England 
impliedly warrant the genuineness of 
an accompanying document or attached 
bill of lading; that the duty to investi- 
gate and determine to the satisfaction 
of the party ultimately liable the genu- 
ineness of documents accompanying the 
bill of exchange (in this case the bill 
of lading) rests upon the person, who 
authorizes the acceptance, in the case 
before us, the plaintiff herein. 

“Tf there was any negligence it was 
in the acceptor, not in the payee, and 
there is no reason to throw off the loss 
‘from one innocent man upon another 
innocent man.”

F. M. Perkins Wanted in Missouri 
on Fraud Charges. 


Frank M. Perkins, Secretary of the 
Miami Everglades Land Company, Lim- 
ited, which had its head offices in Kan- 
sas City, was arraigned yesterday be- 
fore Commissioner Shields in removal 
proceedings. He has been indicted in 
Kansas City for the use of the mails 
to defraud, and was arrested here by 
Post Office Inspectors Booth and Noile. 
He consented to return to Missouri, and 
gave $5,000 bail for his appearance in 
Kansas City. ‘ 

In the complaint made by Assistant 
United States District Attorney Stanton 
it is charged that on Dec. 6, 1910, Per- 
kins devised with a man named Edward 
van Amus a scheme to defraud by 
means of the mails. In accordance with 
this he dispatched a letter to John T. 
Joyce, in Denver, in which the value 
of the Everglades farm lands was 
boomed in the strongest terms. 

Kvergi&de ‘‘ muck,’ he said, did not 
need to be fertilized in order to raise 
good crops, and was shown by chem.cal 
analysis to be the richest natural soil 
known anywhere.

The men are Edward Van Asmus, 
Frank M. Perkins, S. J. Mattocks of 
Kansas City, and R. Ernest Perkins of 
Brookfield, Mo. 

The Government charges that _ the 
Miami company sold 17,000 acres of land 
west of Miami, Fla., for which it paid 
the State of Florida $14 an acre, real- 
izing from $20 to $40 an acre, or approx- 
imately $165,000. The other company, 
the Government alleges. sold 10,000 acres 
of land west of Fort Lauderdale, Fla.. 
at from $30 to $10 Oan_ acre, realizing 
$126,000. The State of Florida sold the 
land to the company for $11 an acre. 
The Government charges that the land 
was undrained and unfit for cultivation. 


STRIKE IN SILK MILL. 


Paterson Weavers Quit at 5 P. M. 
and Next Day Find Doors Locked. 


PATERSON, N. J., Dec. 9.—About 200 
weavers in the Augusta Silk Mills held 
a meeting yesterday afternoon and de- 
cided to demand nine hours. As a result 
they quit work at 5 o’clock and went 
home, creating a nine-hour day. This 
morning when they came to work they 
found the mill doors locked. Ralph 
Rosenheim, President of the firm, made 
the following statement: . 

“ By stopping their looms at 5 o’clock 
and refusing to work ten hours a day 
our weavers have declared themselves 
on strike. Being on strike no member 
of the Ribbon Weavers’ Association will 
employ them. Our silk is good and our 
wages are as good as the average. There 
is no cause for complaint, consequently 
there is nothing to discuss. Our hours 
are fifty-five a week, according to the 
State laws of New Jersey, and our mill 
will remain closed until our weavers 
openly declare themselves willing to 
abide by this law.” y 

The weavers say they will remain 0: 
strike and fight, as the weavers in othe: 
mills in the city will support them fi- , 
nancially. The strike in the Augusta: 
mill will place 500 silk workers on the 
street.
